TTERY BONDS 


SED AS THE BASIS FOR THE INSTALL- 
3 MENT CERTIFICATE SCHEME 


Now Being Worked in Chicago by Zeisler, 
Unger & €o.—The Men Who Are Man- 
aging the Business—They Have Thou- 
sands of Customers—A Plan Which Has 
Money for Them, but Little for Investors 
—The Securities Théy Handle—A Reporter 
Gets Employment as an Agent. 

This article deals with ascheme which for 
ingenuity and profitabloness bas rarely been 
equaled in this country. ‘It bas been esiab- 
lished atid operated in the .Upited States by 


} foreigners who came here maivly to work on 


their compatriots, although they bave suc- 
ceeded with many native-born and , Englishb- 
speaking citizens. This sysiem bas been in 
working order about eighteen months. About 
the beginning of 1885 the first office was estab- 
hsbed in New York City, since which time it 
has graduaily spread, and branch offices or 
agents may now be found in every State in 
the Union.- 

To demonstrate clearly the nature of this 
scheme a brief account ot its origin and birth- 
place is needed. 2 


Since the era of the Napoleonic wars the. 


Government of the Austrian Empire bas con- 
tinually despoi'ed the people by means of lot- 
tery loans, and this seductive trap for fleecing 
the ignorant became a recognized factor of 
Austrian finance. In course of time lottery 
scbemes made good their footing in Hungary, 
Bohemia, ana all other. portions of this betero- 
geneous Empire. Finally cities, towns, and 
even villages when in need of funds re- 
sorted. to this never-fuiling source of supply. 
The iottery-bond system ia,so unknown in this 
country as to need a word of explanation. 
Bonds are issued: and sold as bere. The Gov- 
ernment or the municipality which issues 
them, bowever, redeems a number of these 
bonds by drawings by lot at stated periods. A 
certain number of bonds thus drawn and re- 
deemed are awarded prizes Varying in amount, 
say, from $10,000 down. In some cases these 
bonds are issued without interest-coupons. 
Then each bond drawn gets at least a small 
premium or prize. which is to be taken in lieu 
of interest. In many cases there are interest- 
coupons attached, payable semi-annually; but 
these bonds are likewise redeemed with pre- 
miums varying trom $10 up. These foreign 
bonds are generaily for quite-small amounts, 
even as iow as a face value of $10, so that they 
are within the reach of smail purchasers; and 
this extra inducement held out to bond-buyers 
of a premium tends largely to stimulate in- 
vestments in Government and municipal 6e- 
curities abroad. : 

Later on, when the attraction’ of the 
old| inducements began to _ pall, novel 
methods were devised to sustain the 


excitement, and 10 retain the boid 
on the untbinking multitude. One of the most 
successful and lasting of these was tbe install- 
ment certificate—in ,German ‘* Katenbrief.” 
This was inttoduced by a.lottery agent at 


Buda-Pesth in Hungary about tweniy years 


ago. He lumped together a number of differ- 


ent, or indifferent, lottery bonds $f. diverse 


face . values and issued certificates by 


‘which a stipulated number of people became 


joint owners of the wboie on payment otf a cer- 
tain sum in weekly or monthly instal.ments. 
Ali the’ subscribers shared equaily tbe prizes 
drawn, if there were any, and at the expira- 
tion of the stated time the bonds were sold, 
and the amount divided among the partic.- 
pants. This scheme was immed ately and 
enormousiy successful, as it. seemed to in- 
crease the chance of drawing a> prize in one of 
the several lotteries on the list. Gradually tae 
**ratenbrief’’ method fell into discredit. As 
few of these lottery loans were 
issued oh a_ solid basis, tue ina- 
alter a tew drawings 
bonds 
had been worked off on the public. These 
lapsed and defaulted bonis were, and still are, 
onthe market in enormous quantities and 
purchasabie at a very small fraction of the 
Tace vaiue. In the course of time trading in 
these insiailment certificates became a risk, 
profession. About four years ago the “raten- 
brief”’ system was declared illegai in the Aus- 
trian Empire and other reforms were enacted 
in the operation of lotteries; but, to the shame 
of the Government, the principle itself was 
not-attacked and the Empire still remuins the 
paradise of lottery sharks. 

When the “ratenbrief”’ 
feli into disuse numbers of the operators 
migrated. Among these were some ‘whose 
field of operations was Hungary and bo- 
bemia. Between eighteen months and 
two years ago they pulled up stakes and 
crossed the Atiantic. Afier looking around a 
littie while they opened upin New York and 
found the field fuliy equal to their expecta- 
tions. About eight menths ago they first 
Btruck Chicago and from here they are rapidly 
overrunning the West. 

The Operators of the Scheme. 

The pioneers of this desirable branch of 
finance were threein number, Ignatz Zeisler. 
Sigmund B. Steinmann, and Eduard Zeisier 
(father of the first-named). Two of these are 
now in Chicago. Another toreigner—Emi! 
Unger—has also been an able coadjutor in the 
opening up of the West. A searching iInvesti- 
gation has been made into the antecedents of 
these men, and from reliable information both 


_here and in Europe the following short account 
_ of their records is obtained: 


Ignatz Zeisler is the 
brains of the orowd. 
In the company . of 
Steinmann he came to 
America from Buda- 
Pesth, in Hungary, at 
the end of 15884 or be- 
ginning of 1885. He was 
known throughout the 
Jength and breadth of 
the Austrian Empire, 
under hisown name and 
bDumerous others,,as one 
of the most skiliful- 
financiers inthe country. He has operated in 
many lines, but especially in connection with 
stocks, bonds, and iotteries, and is an old 
practitionerin the *ratenbrief’’ method in its 
worst pbases. About three months after 
his arrival, in conjunction with Stein- 
mann and “Zeisler S&r., be  establisbeW 
first office of +this patent  bank- 
ing system at No. 853 Broadway. He came to 
Chicago in February of this year and with 
Em!i Unger and his father opened the Fortuna 
Banking & Exchange Company at No: 116 La 
Salie street. He now attends to the office busi- 
ness and collecting department exc usively, 
and ig stationed bere permanently, excepting 
that be makes a journey at intervals to ar- 


yrange for the establishment of a branch office 
or an agency when a suitabie locality has been 


found. He is an accomplished linguist, 
speaking German, Hungarian, Bohemian, Duteh, 
ltaHan, and many of the Siav and German dia- 
lects. His disposition seems to have altered 
greatly since be came to America. He has be- 
come quite economical and is bent upon accu- 
ina very 
His great desire is to pile up 
return to Vienna 
with flying colors in the course of about two

Emi! Unger, who has 
joined this confederacy 
during the iast eight 
months, is a native of 
Bohemia. He first came 
to America about aix 
years ago and settied in 
New York City. He 
peddied various articles 
until about three years 
ago, when he opened 
a& restaurant, in the 
oeighburbood of Bax- 
ter street. About

His first stopping- 
pla was Milwaukee, where ie staid a 
few months and iost the greater  por- 
tion, or the whole, of the money he aad 
madein-New York, About twelve months ago 
he reached Chicago and bas been located here 
ever since. He was intimate with a young 
‘schemer named Sigmund spitzer. Spitzer 
came from Austria about a year ago, and-suc- 
ceeded in borrowing from several well-known 
Germans on the North Side $3,000 or $10,000 
on the pretense of establisbing a factory for 
the Manutacture of wheat starch by a new 
method wh ch would reduce the ec st of pro- 
duction from 50 to 65 per cent. Spitzer was a 
bandsome and dashing scamp, who guined the 
entrée to select German North Side cir- 
cles. Unger soon ran out of money. 
When Zeisier senior first came to Chicago 
Unger at-once codperated with bim, or more 
probably be bad-been in communication with 
them in New York before that. He was the 
first to canvass for these instaliment lottery 
tickets in Chicago. After the arrival of Zeis- 
ler junior and the estabiishment of the La 
Salie street office he was engaged in the ap-

Eduard Zeisler is also 

a Hungarian by birth. 

He has been engaged in 

business of this and like 

character in Austria,

S nor accomplished as his 

son. He makes the pre- 

liminary visits to the 

localities mapped out, 

looks over the field, and makes the acquaintance 

of those fitted to act in those places. His son 

or Unger then visits these persons to make the 

final arrangements. He came to America ac 

companied by bis family about two months 

after the arrival of bis son and Steinmana, 

and aided in the establishment of the chief 

office. His firat visit was made to Chicago 

about eight “months ago, when he boarded 

among the large fore gn population on Mil- 

waukee avenue. Here be encountered Unger, 

whom be was acquainted with, and whose 

house in New York he frequented, and they 

coinmenced operations together. On discover- 

ing the field was so rich they determined 

to open a Chicago main office ana Zeisler Junior 

came on for that purpose. Eduard Zeisler 

passes about one-third of his time bere. The 

remaining portion he is on the road or 10 New 

York, where bis family still reside at No. 1631 
Lexington avenue. 

Sigmund B, Steinmanni1s by birth an Aus- 
trian. He arrived in this country at the same 
time as Ignatz Zeisler, though, it is said, this 
is not bis first visit bere. 
ing with the Zeisiers for years and bad ac- 
cumulated alarge amountof capital. Soon after 
his arrival in New York be estabiished bimself 
at No. 108 Fifth avenue, where be described 
himself as a pubi.sber. Here all arrange- 
ments were made for the engraving of 
the elaborate plates and parapher- 
nalia requisit in the * Ratenbrief 
specialty. Tais completed, be and the Zeis- 
lers opened up at No. 853 Broadway, New 
York, where he has since been located. Stein- 
mann is the capitalist of the enterprize, while 
the others are the organizers and the working 
partners. He lives in good style at No. 4-9 
East Filty-eightb street, New York. , 

The smal: chance of profit for the investor 
in the ratenbrief system, as practiced in the 
Austrian Empire, has been partially elimi- 
nated by’the founders of the Fortuna Bank 
and exchange, Briefly explained the system 
is as follows: 

They issue to the public, through their 
agents and canvassers, instaliment certificates 
in series of twenty, or supposedly in series of 
twenty, The purchaser of each of these cer- 
tificates pays $5 on receipt and $5 per month 
for the nineteen successive months following. 
Toe considerauon for these twenty pa. ments 
($100) is that the Fortuna Bank sball keep for

Tha bank also agrees 
to send list of prize drawing to each subscriber 
monthly, These drawing lists sent are not the 
official ones, but are printed by Steinmann & 
Co. in New York. In short, the man who pur- 
chases a Ratenbrief is ied to believe that the 
Fortuua Bank boids tor him certain bonds; 
that these bonds are fully worth the amouut 
subscribed by the twenty participants; that 
each of these bonds must eventually gain a 


prize; and that be will share in all prizes as 


drawn. These statements and promises are 

somewhat inaccurate. 

if be paid the twenty instaliments and the 

Fortuna Bank carried out its partof the con- 

tract faithfully, would receive but.a small 

percentage of the amount paid in. 

THE TRIBUNB bas in its possession several 
specimens of installment certificates issued by 
the Chicago office wbhicb were procured by its 
representative. !t isimpossible to publish a 
fac-simiie, but aspecimen one will be described 
us closely as possible. In appearance it is as 
imposing and equals any bond or security 
issued by-the United States Government or any 
corporation in this country. Jt is a double 
sheet of parchment eighteen inches long and 
twelve wide. The engraving is elaborate and 
well executed. The reading matter is toth in 
English and German. The printing is done in 
three colors and the workmanship is good. It 
is as foliows:

This magnificentiy-constructed document 
does the work. This tempting array of figures, 
backed by the ioud asseruons of the agent and 
the imposing term—Fortuna Bank and Ex- 
change—is well ca.culated to catch peopie. 
Inquiries have been made as to the yalueé of 
the bonds enumerated in the specimen certifi- 
cate above. Experts in the vaiution of these 
tinsel-edged securities have been seen, with 
the following resuit: 

Some of these bonds it is claimed are now 
worth but asmall poruon of the face vatlue; 
for instance, the Mailinder 45-franc. bond, 
face value $9, is worth about $2.25; the * Lai- 
bacher ”’ bond is worth about $1.75, the ** Suiz- 
birger’’ about the same. Some may be value- 
less before the expiration of twenty montbs. 
Some on the list are worth from 50 to 65 per 
cent of the face value. The * Weiner bond ” 
may be termed a_ gilt-edged security. 
The present value of the whole 
number bas been  caleulated / one 
estimate was $217. Thus if the For- 
tuna Bank faithfully complied with their 
contract and at the end of the, twenty 
months banded to the subscribers who bad 
paid the whoie number of installments the 
share due to them they would not have to part 
with much.

A Reporter Gains ,the Confidence of \the 
Operators. 


But there is a more interesting phase of this 


case. THe TRIBUNE representative who un- 
earthed and investigated this matter bas had 
numerous interviews with the members of this 
banking corporation, and succeeded also- in 
being appointed one of their agents and can- 
vaséers. He first calied at the office, No. 116 
La Salle street, Monday, July 19, and saw Emil 
Unger. The reporter bad a long conversation 
with him, 
letter from a cousinin New York City, who 
worked in conjunction with the branch there, 
that this cousin bad informed him that large 
sums were to be made in this line, and bad ad- 
vised him to ggintoit if he could come to 
terms with Mr. Zeisler. ** What are the’ pros- 
pects of your securing a iarge connection?” 
The reporter stated that he 
had a large number of acquaintances in 
the furniture factories on the North Side and 
knew many storekeepers throughout we city. 
At this point Ignatz Zeisler came in. Unger 
acquainted him with the object of the caller, 
and Zeisler took up the conversation. 

“This is a good thing,’’ he said; “any 
amount of money can be made by a smart, 
pusbing man. IT'll give you the whole of. the 
lirst payment and bait of the fourth torevery 
customer you bringin. If you can get fiftra 
month—und some are doing a wood dea! vetter 
than that—you will make $250 at least. As 
soon as you catch your customer and get the 
first payment you have no more troubie with 
hin, as we collect all the other instaliments as 
long as he pays up. All you have todo is to 
be careful and keep your moutb shut. When 
you run against any one who asks too many 


’ questions drop him before he gets to know too 


much, but when you strike the right sort of 
meat (rechtesrindstleisch) stick to him till be 
bites.’’ 

He then dazzied the eyes of the reporter 
with various specimens of the certificates, apd 
made some general remarks as to the methods of 
working uv aconnection. - ‘The reporter feizned 
dissatisfacnon with the amount of commission 
and suid he would not startin on those terms, 
do the fair thing be 
would commence operations at the end of the 
week, and was certain he could do a large 
trade tor them. He called twice: during the 
week, and as he still stood out fora tair share 
ot the money they began to look upon bim as 
sinart enough and became quite confidential. 
In the course 0! conversation he was informed 
that in and around Chicago they already buaa 
co lection list of 2,000, and some of these sub- 
scribed tor from two to six certificates month- 
ly. This means receipts of about $200,000. At 
the desire ofa number of their agents they 
were then engraving the plates for some new 
certificates to be issued at $2 and $3 a month. 
It was ftiually ar anged that the reporter sbould 
start out Tuesday, as they would be busy send- 
ing out the monthly drawing-list. 

On calling in about noon Monday Ignatz 
Zeisier, Unger, and an assistant weré found 
busily employed enve oping, addressing, 
and stampre the drawing lists. These 
were sent to the Post-Uffice by the 
basketful. The reporter obtained several 
printed in German. Finaliy, Tuesday morn- 
ing, July 27, the reporter was fully aamitted 


and stated that be had had a

My opinion is that you wiil 
do Detter than anybody 5 et out.” 

Inquiries were made as tu what should be 
done in case anybody wished to see the bounds 
described.

them.’" The new agent was also instructed to 
say that eight prizes of 20.000 florins or more 
had already been paid in Chicago. If any in- 
quiries were made for the names of the lucky 
indiv.duals be should answer that they did not 
wish their names to be made public. A strong 
bint was g ven that the new agent would like 
to see and handle some of the bonds, as it 
would make him more confident, but noue 
were forthcoming. : 

Monday, Aug. 2, the new agent saw his 
principais for the last time. They seemed 
to be uneasy and begun to ask ques- 
tions. Probably they bad written to New 
York and learned that the cousin who had 
served as an introductory medium was a 
creature of the imagination. When the report- 
er called at about 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
Zeisier junior and Unger bad just returned 
from a collecting round, and were busily en- 
gaged counting up the proceeds. They bad 
brought in between them sufficient bilis and 
gold to fill a cigar-box. As they collect about 
eight daysin the month, from the Ist to the 
4th and from the 15th to the 19th, this single 
day’s collection amply bore out Zeisler’s state- 
mentastothe number of their customers. 
When the cash was counted and balancad it 
was taken out for deposit at their bank. This 
was the last time the reporter called bere and 
saw the trio in company. : 

Now that so clear a statement has been made 
of the financial folly of this kind of invest- 
ment it is hoped that so far as this city at least 
is concerned the crop of peopie who want to 
spend money in this way will fall off so that the 
managers will find it unprofitabie to stay bce 
any longer. 


THE FIRST REGIMENT, 


Another Effort to Secure It the Mouey It 
Needs and Should Have, 

An effort is now being made by the officers 
of the First Regiment to raise money to place 
the financial affairs of the regiment on a more 
comfortable basis. In a letter to the bonorary 
members it is pointed out that of the $12,0U0 
of receipts for the maintenance of the regi- 
ment the State contributes 3714, the honorary 
members 3345, and the members 29 1-6 per 
cent. Every possible etfort has been made to 
impress past Legislatures with the fact that all 
necessary expenses should’ be paid by the 
State, but witnout any material success. The 
necessity for keeping prepared for the emer- 
zencies which come every few years upon such 


a city as this is not fully appreciated, and Chi- 
cago, as tholigh it were a State by itselt, is 
forced 'to provide in part for its own protection. 
As the city or county cannot tax itseif nor ap- 
propriate money for such purposes, no better 
method is left than to depend, as in 
the past, upon ithe Q\liberality ot the 
citizens.

Trading in the \retail provision markets con- 
tinues good for tha. wonth, although it is al- 
Ways & quiet one, and more so than any other, 
inasmuch as the great majority of the patrons 
of the stores are absent‘from the city at this 
time enjoying the manifold pleasures of a ‘va- 
Cation. Still the wants of cOnsumers absorb a 
large quantity of tae various products on sale 
and dealers are seemingly satisfied with the 
daily distribution. Fruits continye to be ip 


active demand and nearly ail varieties are re- 


markably cheap. The Michigan peach crop in 
the vicinity of Gauges, Douglas, Saugatuck, 
and South Haven is reported to be very heavy. 
Outside of those localities there is scarcely 


any fruit. The receipts up to the present time 


have been of che early varieties. and many of 
them were picked and sent to market before. 
they matured, Consequently they were only 
fit for cooking purposes. The arrivals of Del- 
aware peaches are light. It is said that the 
majority of the orcbards tave been ' purchased 
by the canners, and that the shipments 
to this market will be far Jess than they were 
last;car. Thecrop of California fruit is a 
very heavy one, and large quantities are sent 
here. Grapes are so abundant that they are 
sold to the distillers at $8.00 per ton. 

Ot all fruits oranges are the most scarce. 
Those on sale now come from Europe. The 
Fiorida fruit will not begin to come in until to- 
ward the end of October. The crop is said to be 
fine, but the yield will mot be more than a 
moiety of what it was iast year, owing to the 
large number of fruit buds destroyed by last 
winter's frost in the orchards north of Luke 
George. According to the latest advices the 
crop at Harris Grove, near Citra, wili exceed 
00,000 boxes, and larger than ever before. Crab- 
applies are three weeks eurlier than usual. and 
housekeepers intent. on making je ly should 
secure their fruit witbout deiay. The apple 
crop in the East is a very beavy one, whfile itis 
light in Illinois and Michigan. | 

The hot weather bas checked trade in the 
meat markets and prices are lower, especially 
second grades of beef and mutton. The latter 
is improving in quality. Hind quarters of 
Spring lemb cost 20 cents per pound, or 75 
cenis to $1 each, and fore quarters 18 cents per 
pound, or 65.cents each. Lamb chops can be 
bought at 20 to 25 cents per pound. (Choice 
cuts of the finest quality of roasting beef seil 
at 18 cents per pound, down to 10 cents fora 
poor gerade of meat.

gallery at which Mrs. Cleveland recentiy posed 
for aset of pictures gave your correspondent 
s0me interesting particulars in regard to her 
Manner before the camera. Mrs. Cleveland 
came into the studio with Mrs. Lamont, smil- 
ing and chatting merrily. After removing her 
bat and some kindof alight wrap, she said 
Sweetly: ‘* Now, Mn West, I place myself in 
your hands for a balf-hour. Do with me what 
you will.”’ There was little work tor the posl- 
tionist to do, however. Mrs. Cleveland tell 
into the position best adapted for showing off 
ber beautiful form and exquisit features, with 
@ natural grace seldom seen even io veteran 
society women. The man at the instrument 
was eager, as you may imagine, to do the best 
work of which photography is capabie. In 
fact he considered the reputation of the estab- 
lishment at stake, and was in a flurry lest 
some fault in attitude or expression on 
the part of the sitter should detract froni the 


merit of his proposed masterpiece. When, 
bowever, be looked over the camera and 
scanned bis subject criticaily he was ailsmiles, 


Nand, begging her pot to stir, drew forth the 


hegative ina few second witha ftiourish. It 
was as he expected it—perfect. The expres- 
sion.was its chief charm. The large, bright 
eyes contained just enough of an amused 
smile to illuminate the face, withuut degener- 
ating inte the vulgar grin which some actresses 
assume before the camera.

CATHOLIC PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS, 


Thelr Educational Standard Too Low—A 
Suggestion that They Be Managed by a 
Board of Lay Trustees. 

Quite a lively interest is being manifested 
by the more educated Catholics in Chicago and 
other large cities in the matter of advancing 
the general standard of parochial schoo!s 
throughout the various dioceses. 'n tne City 
of Chicago alone there are 30,000 children at- 
tending parochial svhools. In many instances 
they are the children of very poor parents, 
who rather than run any risk of having tneir 
faith in their religion weakened by senJing 
them to public schoois manage to scrape up 
enough money to pay the tuition charged at 
the parochial ones.. This charge is not very 
heavy, and if a child is too poor to pay noth- 
ing is demanded, but there are few who get 
their educaticn entirely by charity. Then 
there are the children of wealthier Catholics 
who are sent to Catholic pay schools of a 
higher grade, where a fxsir round sum 
is charged for tuition. The parents of 
the latter are thus taxed triply for educational 
purposes—for the public sctools, the parochial 
school, and tbe one their cnildren attend. This 
is no inconsiderable burden, yet it must be 
borne. Many parents complain that nothing 
aside from the catechism ‘is taught in the 
parish schools, and that they were compelled 
to seud their children to the public ones. 

The Rev. Dr. McGovern of Lockport is a 
Catholie divine who has given much attention 
to the subject of education, be having been 
one of the trustees of the old Seminary of St. 
Mary of the Lake. Speaking on the subject of 
parish scbools be said to a TRIBUNE reporter; 
‘*There is no denying the pitiful fact that the 
standard of our parochial schools in genera! is 
lamentably low, and a radical change !s needed 
in their management, and, mind you, the peo- 
pie will insist upon that change taking place 
before very long. To begin witb, a parish 
priest has littie time to give to running a 
school, but be must Hxve one in _ his 
parish. Consequently he places it in 
charge of: some brothers or laymen without 
even the formality of an examination as to 
their fitness. There are many teachers, some 
of -them - brothers, who know precious littie 
about the branches they pretend toteach. As 
to some of the fay teachers, their ignorance is 
dense; they may be abie to teach some cate- 
chismand a little church history, the latter 
somewhat mixed, but they cannot tackle pen- 
manship, mathematics, or grammar. !  be- 
lieve that a Catholic child should be carefully 
taught his catechism and the general observ- 
ances of his cburch, but I do believe that too 
much time is devoted at present to religious 
training in some of the schools. My idea is 
that the Archbishop might appoint a board of 
education from among the wealthier and well- 
educated laymen and let them have the 
handling of the funds and the general manage- 
ment ot the schools. Then you would see that 
all applicants for teachers, whethor brothers, 
or laymen, or. women, would = bave to 
undergo an examinauon as to their 
competency, and common-sense text-books 
would be placed in the hands of the children. 
Business-men would run the schools on business 
principles, ant under such management a child 
would know. a little something when he bad at- 
tend d sucha par sh school forafew years. 
At any rate, it is about time that the waste of 
money on some of our parochial! schools was 
stopped.”’ é 

Bishop Ireland of St. Paul was interviewed 
during the recent Catholic Temperance Con- 
venuon at Notre Dame, Ind., on the same sub- 
ject. Sa:d the Bishop: * I would not wish to 
appear as saying anything that might be taken 
as a suggestion for improving: any institution 
of the Archdiocese of. Chicago, for I know 
nothing about the manacementof affairs there. 
On the whole, Iadmit that in some cases the 
standard of parochial schools wight be im- 
proved, and that good business-men and prac- 
tical educators placed in charze of the schoois 
would work great good. Dr. McGovern’s sug- 
gestion for the appointment of a Catholic 
Board of Education by tbe ordinary of the 
diocese is a good one and worthy of no 
little consideranon; but, on the otber hand, 
1 doubt very much ii a Bishop could easily se- 


- leet a board of such men as would be required 


who would be willing to sacrifice the time that 
would be required. Then again, the reveuues 
of the parish schools are not great, and the 
Board uf Education would be saddled with the 
responsibility of raising funds. But, on the 
whole, | suppose the business experience of 
such men wouid beof great beipinsuch @ 
matter.”’ 

Father T. P. Hodnett, pastor of St. Malacby’s 
Chureb, turned the financial management of 
his church and school over toa Board of Trust- 
ees when be founded the parish, and be bas 
made a success of the experiment. The church 
is almost entirely out of debt, and the schoo!

SKILLFUL SURGERY AND CLEAR GRIT 
SCORE A TRIUMPH. 


The Frightful Accident That Befell a Poor 
Sawmill Hand Exhausted by His Vigiis 
Over His Sick Child—lHow the Gashed 
and Bleeding Victim Was Saved and Is 
Now Convalescent—-One Case in a 
Million, 

New York, Aug. 14.—[{Special.]—Not one 
person in a million could wo through what was 
experienced by “Pim’’ Cannon, a patient at 
the Gouverneur Hospital, and be alive. Why 
be is not making a tour among the stars clad 
in the garments of spirits is something that 
no one can explain, but can only think of and 
poader over as among the mysteries of nature. 
It-is a splendid illustration of the fact that it 
is oiten noticeable in the record of accidents 
how one person will die from a slight injury 
while another will come out all right after be- 
ing all broken and torn to pieces. 

‘*Tim’’ is a stout young man about 25 years 
old, and worked in a large sawmill in Munroe 
street. He ig married and has a little daugh- 
ter. who was the indirect cause of his being in- 
jured. Sbe was the apple of **Tim’s”’ eye, 
and when she was taken sick about a month 
ago he was distracted. He would hurry away 
from bis work the moment the whistle would 
blow at night to see the suffering little one, 
and during the still hours be would watch over 
her, catching whatever sleep he couid ina 
chair. But the little thing grew worse, and, as 
the symptoms of ber disease became more pro- 
nounced, **Tim’”’ exercised g:eater vigilance 
and frequently went to work in the morning 
tired and exhausted, baving bad no sleep. The 
strain told upon him, but he manfully stuck 
to his work; which consisted in running heavy 
logs through a buzz-saw of large size. 

One morning about a week ago he went to

Loudiy rings out the whistle for the men to 
go,to work. They come gayly rushing in from 
the street, but stop at the figure on the floor 
and look appalied at the blood whicb is scat- 
tered aliaround. They knew who it was and 
how it buppened, and there was not an eye 
among them that did not shed a sympathetic 
tear. But sometnbing must be done. Perbaps 
he is not dead, they thought. An ambulance 
was hurriedly called. The doctor rushed to 
the spot and threw off the clothing from poor 
Tim. There was a horrible sight. Through a 
large gash inthe abdomen several fect of in- 
testines protruded, and it could be piainly seen 
that they were badly lacerated. A stretcher 
was brougbt and trembling hands carried the 
body to the ambulance, and while the doctor 
was busy stopping the bemorrhage in the arm 
it was driven rapidly to the hospital. | 

W bat could be done for a man S80 terribly in- 
jured? In the opinion of the bouse surgeon 
there was nothing that could aid him; but as 
wounds in the abdomen are now treated the 
same as & wound in the leg or any other part 
of the body, instead of being left alone as for- 
merly, it was determined to give the patient 
the benefit of the latest scientific treatment. 
Preparations were hurriedly made, and 
“Tim” was carried to the _operating- 
room and placed on a table in about 
twenty minutes after he arrived at the 
hospital. The arteries in bis arm were first 
tied. The hemorrhage had been profuse. 
This and the great sheck bas spread a ghastly 
pallor over the patient’s face, and he couid 
not have looked worse if he bad been touched 
by death. It was deemed hazardous to admin- 
ister. ether to the patieut in bis iow state 
of vitality, but as there were moments 
when the gieam of reason shone taint- 
ly through the darkness of insensibility 
the operation could not be carried on with- 
out it. So the ether cone was applied 
cautiously, and an assistant kept a c’ose watch 
upon the condition of the pulse and eyes for 
tne first-sign of collapse. 

The patient was unusually susceptible to the 
intluence of the ether, anu atter afew inhaia- 
tions from tne cone had been taken be was 
angwsthetized. Ail tne bloody clothing was 
then removed from the body. The wound pre- 


sented a sickening appearance, it raninasilaut- — 


ing direction starting just below the umbilicus 
aud downward aboutten tncbes. ‘The edges were 
uneven and ragged. The omentum was badly 
torn and the bowels came threéugh the large 
opening in it. The injury was located in the 
jejunum or little intéstine, and the portions 
that protruded were partially collapsed and 
covered witb sawdust. In order to de.ermine the 
full extent of the injury about twenty-five feet 
of the intestines were siowly pulled out of the 
body and wrapped up in warm cloths. A 
quantity of sawdust was found to have en- 
tered the abdominal cavity, but no other part 
of the intestine had been toucbed by the saw. 
Large clots of blood had formed in the abdo- 
men from internal hemorrhage. These were 
removed, and the sawdust was taken up by 
syringes. Then the uninjured intestine was 
returned in position and a more minute exam- 
ination was made of the lacerated part. It 
was found to have been cut in nine places, one 
of tbe incisions being five inches. in 
length and two of them extending through 
tne intestine 80 that it wus held 
only by a fragment of membrane. The work 
of repairing required the most delicate manip- 
ulation.’ The injured end nearest the, body 
wus attended to heck An assistant picked it 
up and adjusted ‘the edges carefully, and then 
the surgeon ran the needle through the mem- 
brane and made & tight suture of catgut. Tais 
was repeaied unt lin all twenty-nine stitches 
were taken. The most difliculty was expe- 
rienced in uniting the portions whfch had been 
nearly severed.; The catgut would tear 
through the bowel when too much strain was 
put on it. and render the work useless that bad 
already been dome, There was no way to reg- 
ulate the strai but by the judgment of 
the surgeon, and §t was bard to make it equal 
every time. But patience and skili surmounted 
all difficuities and in avout two bours the last 
opening in the bowel bad been closed. ‘The 
sutures were crossed and interlaced sO as NOt 
ouly to add to thef strength of tho parts, but to 
prevent any foreign substance from escaping. 
Aitter all the int@stine that hadgbeen exposed 
had been. wasbe@ in a solution of the bichio- 
ride of mercury it -was placed where it be- 
longed. The ext@rnal wound was then closed 
by silver and cat@ut sutures, several stitches 
having previousi¥# been tuken in the peritone- 
en baidaged witb antiseptic 
gauze.

> The MecVicker-Thomas Affair. 

The New York Graphic takes wp the Mc- 
Vicker-Thomas controversy and, after defend- 
ing Mr. Thomas from the ‘* beer-tobacco-lem- 
onade’’ charge, it criticises him sharply for 
his ambition to become a ** great operatic con- 
ductor and impresario’’: 


In a moment of weakness Mr. Thomas per- 
mitted himself to be tempted to assume control 
of and lend his name and authority to the Amer- 
ican opera company, an organization whose aims 
and purposes are not only most patriotic and 
commendable, but which had the financial back- 
ing of Mr. Thomas’ most wealthy patrons. The 
temptation to increase his fame and at the same 
time to prevent any other aspirant for the honor 
from getting in ahead of him decided him at 
once, and he stepped boldly to the front, little 
thinking what the future had in store for him. 
As the result of his first season’s work he has 
not only destroyed the confidence of many of his 
most enthusiastic admirers in his musical infal- 
libility, but has laid himself open to the criticism 
of the merest tyro in the art. Such mortification 
he does not deserve, for he has rendered in his 
way great service to musical art in America, and 
for this he ought to be accorded due credit. Mr. 
Mec Vicker says: 

“The intent of operais thata dramatic com- 
position set to music may be rendered by the 
human voice with orche:>tral accompaniment. 
You reverse this and give the public, or rather 
sell them at high prices, an operatic composi- 
tion arranged for your orchestra and accom- 
panied by human voices with spectacular effect, 
und then the people of America are told: ‘This 
is your opera; you must support it from National 
pride. While itisin keeping with your selfish 
nature that you should seek, with the aid of sub- 
sidies, to enhance your fame, you must not ex- 
pect to succeed at the expense of the human 
voice. Which is God's gift. and cannot be made 
secondary to catgut and brass,” 

Judging from these remarks the standard of 
musical appreciation in Chicago is by no means 
as low as is popularly supposed, and what Mr. 
McVicker says about the requirements of oper- 
atic renditions is perfectly just and true. The 
‘criticisms which he makesof the performances of 
opera as conducted by Mr. Thomas are equally 
trenchant. As the Graphic has in times past 
pointed out, the great defect in the policy of the 
American opera company has been to subordi- 
nate everything to the spectacular and orches- 
tral features of the enterprise. So far as genu- 
ine opera is concerned, the results of the season 
have indicated a flat and dismal failure, which 
cannot but be discouraging to those interested in 
real musical and artistic progress in this country.

Property Being Bought and Sold the Same 

* gs Any Other Commodity, and Ig Re- 
garded as a Good Security—Good In- 
quiry for Acres—Some Notable Sales for 
the Week-—What Is Doing Among the 
Architects and Builders. 

The weather the last week came nearer 
causing the real-estate market to drop into an 
easy pace than anything that has occurred 
since last May, yet there Was & g0od trade and the 
aggregate of business was not far behind that 
of most of its immediate predecessors.

“The fact is,” observed a dealer in the 
course of conversation on Chicago realty the 
other day, “real estate in this city is daily 
reaching a better basis than it has occupied, 
and as a consequence as @ security it is being 
greatly enhanced. Ballooning bas all ceased, 
and such a thing as a pronounced boom in any 


particular property is someting oniy remem- 


bered of the past. As arule property is being 
bought and sold the same a8 any other com- 
modity, with a. respectable margin in view. 
There was atime when a sbrewd man could 
conviace capital that such a piece of property_ 
on a certain locality would improve so rapidly 
in value that money could be doubled or quad- 
rupleg.within the year. But those times are 
past and the talented schemer finds very little 
to do in the line of gulling people who want to 
purchase property. Men bave come to inquire 
what revenue is being derived from pruperty 
in the vicinity where they intend purchasing 
and then they figure on a natural and healthy 
increase in value as time advances, and by that 
means attain the reliable basis on which esti- 
mates of the value of property should be 
made. With such a business-like way of trad- 
ing in vogue scaipers are very little needed,

Reports from. arcbitects’ offices continue 
very encouraging, and there is good reason for 
the prophecy that fall and winter building will 
be very plentiful.

Tne Chicago money market was firm, with 
interest rates tending higher.

AN ADROIT AND ELOQUENT PLEA. 

There was a coinplete change of tactics by 
the defense in the Anarchists’ trial yester- 
day. Mr. Foster, who followed Mr. Ingham, 
not only ignored the defense sought to. be set 
up by Messrs. Salomon and Zeisler in their 
speeches, but repudiated their methods and 
their theories. He did not do it abruptly, 
but he did it effectively. He did not make 
any effort to defend Socialism, Communism, 
or Anarchy. On the contrary, ‘he declared 
that Socialism was dangerous, Communism 
pernicious, and Anarchism damnable. As an 
American citizen he deplored the vicious 
teachings of Spies, Parsons, Fielden, and 
Schwab. He deplored that they did not 
value their privileges as citizens,, and that 
they did not put their talents to better use. 
The passages of his able speech in which he 
referred to these matters were the most elo- 
quent and impressive of his whole discourse. 

Mr. Foster's policy is to limit the investi- 
gation of the jury to the evidence bearing 
directly on the charge made in the indict- 
ment. With a keen appreciation of the feel- 
ings of the American people not shown by 
any of his associates he knew that it would 
be.worse than useless to try to excuse the 
incendiary harangues and editorials of his 
clients. He aimed to convince the jury that: 
though Spies and his fellow-defendants had 


given instructions as to their manufacture, 
had advocated the overthrow of the existing 
social system by force, all of which was out- 


trial for those teachings and those plottings, 
but for a specific crime—the murder of 
Mathias J. Degan. It should be shown, Mr. 
Foster argued with great ingenuity, that the 
prisoners had conspired to throw the bomb 
which killed Degan, and that it was thrown 
in pursuance of their conspiracy by a con- 
federate. Having thus narrowed the issue 
to the specific crime, Mr. Foster maintained 
that all the evidence about inflammatory 
Speeches and bomb-manufacture was beside 
the question, though the court had not so 
held it, | 

This was a bold defense to make, but it 
was the Only tenable one, and was most 
adroitly maintained by Mr. Foster. In ap-

THE LEGISLATIVE NOMINATIONS. 
The forthcoming conventions of the two 


parties for the nomination not alone of 
county but also of legislative candidates will 
be of more than ordinary importance. 
There has never been perhaps a time when 
the people, without regard te party, have 
feltso deeply the necessity of placing honest 
and competent men.in the field. This feel- 
ing is strong among Republicans, and they 
are notin the temper to bear it with com- 
placency should their convention fail to 
reach their expectations in this regard. 

An equally grave responsibility rests upon 
the Democrats. The reforms which are 
called for will be equally urgent whichever 
party shall be successful. It is of the ut- 
most importance, therefore, that the Lroquois 
Democrats, who represent the best elements 
in their party, who have no sympathy with 
the gang, and who publicly profess to be in 
favor of reform, shail use all their influence, 
not only tosecure the nomination of honest 
and competent candidates for the county of- 
fices but of equally honest and competent 
candidates for the Legislature. 
fort should be made at the next session to re- 
form our present system of county govern- 
ment, our judicial expenditures, the present 
methods of selecting and paying jurors,~ as 
well as to effect the passage of important 
amendments calculated to extend - still 
further: the area of criminal-law _ re- 
form . and simplify as well as 
In view of 
the existing demoralization in county affairs, 
this demand is certain to be made by the peo- 
ple at large. They will insist that the Coun- 
ty Commissioners shall no longer have fhe 
opportunities to pack grand juries so as to 
prevent the investigation of notorious crimes, 
including their own blackmailing and boodle 
schemes ;- that the present profligate expeni- 
iture and corrupt use of money shall cease; 
that the county finances shall be administered 
with prudence and economy; and that some 
way shall be provided by which. bribery and 
blackmail, both in the Common Council and 
the County Board, may be ferreted out and 
punished, There are other measures of gen- 
eral importance to the State at large which 
will come up for consideration in the Legis- 
lature and which should be investigated by 
men of ability, but they are secondary in im- 
portance to local questions of reform which 
the people of Cook County will demand 
shall be settled. 

Upon this issue the two parties should 
make common cause, so that whatever candi- 
dates may be elected the issue itself will re- 
ceive the consideration which it deserves. 
The Iroquois Democrats, if they are go dis- 
posed, can force such nominations and dictate 
the local reform policy, however much they 
may differ from the Republicans on other 
and less important questions. It 
partisan policy. ‘The reforms are not asked 
for by Republicans alone, but by the tax- 
payers and by all law-abiding citizens, who 
suffer alike from the corruption and profligacy 
of the ringsters in the Council, and the 
County Board. All that they ask is that the 
legislative and County Commissioner candi- 
date_ of either party shall be selected upon 
the grounds of honesty, capability, and pub- 
lic spirit. Then, whichever party is success- 
ful, they will have the right to anticipate 


their release from the present system of or-

HONORING SEWARD IN THE SOUTH. 
A few days ago at a reunion of the former 


pupils of Pheenix Academy at Eatonton, Ga., 
the fact that William H. Seward was once 
fora brief time an instructor in that institu- 


tion was dwelt upon as one of the choicest 


reminiscences appropriate to the occasion. 
It was, quite natural that the graduates 


should take-pride in identifying with their 


institution, a man greatly distinguished for 
statesmanship and classic eloquence, but the 
incident seems specially worthy of remark 
because it was\when teaching in the South 
that Seward asquired his deep hatred of 
African - slavery, and Southern political 
domination—a_ féeling which governed 
his subsequent public career, in the 
course of which\ he incurred the 
bitter enmity of the South and finally made 
himself the mark for the dagger cf a South- 
Even in Georgia a few 
are now found to do honor to the memory of 
Seward, but undoubtedly ‘his support of 
Andy Jolnson’s reconstruction policy com- 
mands more respect there thahk anything in 
the earlier portion of his public life. ‘Dis- 
tinguished for sagacity, foresight,\and devo- 
tion to principle, Seward, like Greeléy, closed 
his career with strange inconsistency, and 
yet doubtless it is only the latter portion of 
his record that calls forth applause in 
Georgia, 

Had Seward died when Lincoln did he 


would have stood in history as one of the, 


most consistent and unwavering of Repub- 
lican statesmen. True, he entered politics 
as an anti-Masonic agitator, but that was a 
youthful episode soon ended, and from 1835 
to 1865 Seward’s course was marked by 
statesmanlike qualities of a high order. He 
saw the hopelesness of settling the slavery 
question by compromise, and early declared 
that the issue was one between antagonistic 
civilizations and involved an ‘ jrrepressible 
conflict’; and he had even the hardihood to 
declare that it concerned a ‘‘ higher law” 
than the Constitution. Seward not only an- 
ticipated great. political struggles, but seemed 


F at times to divine the future of party leaders 


and to fwretell the associations that would 
cluster about particular names—a faculty 
strikingly illustrated in his great speech in 
Chicago toward the close.of the Presidential 
campaign of 1860, when he exclaimed: 

Hail to the representatives of the Republican 
party cliosen here by the Republicans of the 
United States and placed upon the platform of 
that creed. Happy shall he be who sual) give them 
his suffrage. 
the Virtue of Wisdom acquired by experience. If 
he bea young man he shall in all his coming 
years tell his fellow-men with pride “I, too, 
voted for Abraham Lincoln.” 


This was .the prophecy Seward put on | 


record in October, 1860, when a considerable 


portion of the people actually believed the | 


election of Lincoln would prove a National 


calamity and probably lead to the destruction |

THE STOMACH NOT A RETORT. 

The August Forum contains an interest- 
ing article by Dr. Cyrus Edson of New York 
on poisons in food and drink. It is a matter 
of general knowledge nowadays that the 
germs of many diseases are received into the 
system.through the medium of the water we 
drink, whether in town or in the country. 
But notwithstanding this fact, physicians are 
rather apt to. look for other sources of dis- 
ease, especially in large cities, where the 
water, long in use, is generally accepted as 
pure and wholesome chiefly because it is 
clear and cold. As Dr. Edson remarks, 
‘*We do not fear that which our senses fail 
‘*to warn us-against,” although the clear- 
ness, coolness, amd consequent seeming 
purity are by no means proof that the 
‘deadly bacilli, more to be dreaded than 
*‘venemous serpents,’’ do not lie hid in the 
sparkling liquid. People who are appre- 
hensive on this point, and there are a great 
many, use various filtering devices and 
consider themselves safe in consequence; 
but recent experiments have shown that of 
all the different water-filters invented there 
are but two or three which meet the require- 
ments of the case, and they are so constructed 
as to admit of easy and thorough cleansing 
of the filtering material. Others after a com- 
paratively short period of constant use be- 
come so impregnated with impurities as to 
be incapable of absorbing any more, and 
serve only to hold solids, or partially dis- 
solved solids, the absence of which from the 
** filtered ” water leaves it limpid and spark- 
ling in the glass, but by no means pure. 
Aiter all, the only pure process within the 
reach of everybody for the purifying of 
drinking-water is boiling. 

From water Dr. Edsou passes to the con- 
sideration of ice, that minister plenipotenti- 
ary of dyspepsia, and in .a single paragraph 
he scouts and disproves the popular theory 
that water purities itself by freezing. <As 
proof that it does not he adduces the case of 
terrible typhoid epidemic which occurred last 
year in Plymouth, Pa., where the germs that 
caused it were shown to have been exposed 
for three days to a temperature of 20° 
Fahrenheit. 

Between water and the ordinary solid food 
substances comes milk; but in dealing with 
this, so often the exclusive food of invalids 
and children, we enter the domain oi the 
adulterator of food, who can. eventually be 
reached by the law. Milk becomes infected 
by dilution with impure water and is made 
unwholesome and dangerous by the use of 


| preservative salts which are added to keep it 


from souring in warm weather. ‘These salts, 
Dr. Edson says, *‘are ‘to be condemned be- 
‘* cause they irritate the kidneys and tend to 
‘* cause Bright’s disease.” And yet milk is 
almost invariably prescribed for patients 
with that disease. Milk from swill-fed and 
diseased cows is obviously unwholesome, 
and ‘‘ infectious and ‘contagious diseases 
‘*have been traced to milk accidentally con- 
** taminated.” 

The article goes on to show that there is a 
regular traflic in unsound and unwholesome 
meat from the ‘‘carcasses of animals that 
have died of disease.”” This is known to the 
dealers as ‘‘case”’ meat. The fat is described 
as having an appearance similar to that of 
wet parchment. This kind of meat may gen- 
erally be detected by its sickening odor, and 
unless thoroughly cooked it will transmit 
disease. Immature meat like veal is said to 
be unwholesome for two reasons—first, be- 
cause it contains no nourishing elements, 
and, second, because it is extremely indigest- 
ible. Adulterations of candy and fruit jelly 
by positive poisons receive due consideration, 
as well as those of green vegetables, coffee, 
and teasavhere coloring matters chiefly are 
used to swindle customers. Canned goods, 
when properly put up in a fresh and healthy 
condition, are recommended. 

The remedies suggested are obvious: pop- 
ular hygienic education and the enactment 
and enforcement of anti-adulteration laws. 
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DECADENCE OF POLITICAL PLUNDERERS. 

The developments in the Squire-Flynn in- 
vestigation show how easy it has been in the 
past for men of little honesty and great 
audacity to enrich themselves by the profes- 
sion of politi¢és in New York City. The trial 
of Jaebne had already furnished testimony 
which showed that painters, carpenters, and 
hod-carriers working for day wages succeed- 
ed in getting into the Board of Aldermen, 
and, after a Single term retired with a com- 
fortable competence secured by blackmail 
and bribery, and in two instances at least by 
collusion with professional thieves. It was 
reserved, however, for the Squire-Flynn in- 
vestigation to unearth two cases of a still 
more extraordinary character. 

Maurice B. Flynn has been in New York 
but a comparatively short time. Originally 
a farm-hand, he’ came to the metropolis a 
few years ago with $37 in his pocket. He 
got.a position as clerk in a grocery store, 
then served in other minor positions in mer- 
cantile business, and at last became a partner 
in a prominent iron house. As soon as he 
began to accumulate a little money he went 
into polities, and his first venture landed him 
in the Assembly. His firm having been en- 
gaged in public works, he speedily joined 
politics to business and made it pay. Money 
poured in on him, and he extended his opera- 
tions until at last he controlled all. the city 
improvements of a public description. -Once 
in eontrol of the Department of Public 
Works he\enjoyed unusual facilities in get- 
ting fat contracts for the. firm of which he 
was a member, besides the political spoils 
which Squire \assigned ove: to him as the 
consideration for his appointment to the 
position of Commissioner of Public Works. 

The career of Squire is still more remark- 
able. Barely half ‘a dozen years ago he 
came to New York without a cent of money 
and a comparative stranger.. He tried to 
make a living by selling\the manuscripts of 
plays, but, failing in this, tarned his atten- 
tion to polities. In Boston\he had been the

procure. Squire was thus on the high road 
to success when the sudden death of Thomp- 
son broke up the combination. 

Politics conducted as a business and a 
source of private profits has been very re 
munerative in tha. city, as well as in others, 
but it may be questioned whether it will 
be as lucrative in the future. One after an- 


other the mercantile politicians have come to _ 


grief. Some of them have found their way 
‘to the penitentiary and others have fled to 
Canada. Squire and Flynn ,are in the 
clutches of the law, and had not Thompson 
died he might have been there also. The 
Statement that he committed suicide may not 
be altogether groundless. There is a strong 
popular reaction against the corruptness of 
political patronage, and the courts are doing 
good work in ferreting out the seoundrels 
and punishing them. It is an indication of 
a healthier condition of public sentiment, 
and a sign that the days of boodle are num- 
bered. 


CONSULAR CERTIFICATES FOR EMIGRANTS. 
Soon after the tragedy of the 4th of May 


at the haymarket in this city the Depart- 
ment of State at Washington sent out a cir- 
cular to its Consular officers asking for infor- 
mation regarding emigration from countries 
where Socialists and Anarchists abound. 
Among the replies received was one from 
Consul-Gcneral Juessen at Vienna in the 
form of athorough and very interesting re- 
port on the subject. 
Austrian passport system he says that an 
Austrian can cross the frontier without a 
passport and without much difficulty, and 
can board a ship without being asked for his 
papers or having his character inquired into. 
AS a consequence only the better elasses ‘of 
Austrian travelers obtain passports, while 
Socialists, Anarchists, bankrupts, embez- 
zlers, swindlers, and young scalawags who 
wish to escape military duty, together with 
all other classes under the ban of the laws, 
never bother themselves about papers, be- 
cause they know that the authorities are as a 
rule giad to get rid of them. The emigration 
of such subjects being a gain to the Empire 
the Consul-General says that there is no 
prospect.of a more rigid enforcement of the 
Austrian passport system. 

The majority of these European refugees 
are’'dumped down ‘at Castle Garden, where 
pauper and ascertained criminal would-be 
immigrants are taken in charge, as far as 
found, by the Commissioners of Immigration 
and returned by the same vessel that brought 
them to the other side of the ocean. But re- 
cent discussion of the subject in New York 
has clearly demonstrated that the Commis- 
sioners in the present state of the laws have 
no adequate means of preventing the landing 
ot large numbers of criminal foreigners, who 
annually recruit the criminal classes of the 
great cities. Attempts to secure intelligent 
prohibitory legislation by Congress. have 
failed and the difficulty becomes yearly more 
pressing and serious. In view of this condi- 
tion of the matter a suggestion offered by 
Consul-General Juessen, in his report is 
worthy of attentive consideration. He pro- 
poses that the United States shall require, 
by proper legislation, every emigrant who 
lands in this country to ‘‘ present a certifi- 
‘** cate from the United States Consul of the 
‘* district from which he emigrated.” Such 
a law might come nearer to reaching the root 
of the evil than any measure that has thus 
far been projected.

Frank- 
lin was short and fat, and Peter Cooper was only 
about five feet six. Commodore Vanderbilt was 
tall and commanding. but Jay Gould is short and 
unimpressive in his physical appearance.

A yreat 
deal of wrong, without practical recourse for 
the injured, bas been done in this country 
under the system of making arrests by tele- 
graph, As things are now there is a defect-in 
the practice—it should bo just and reasonable.

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FOSTER’S GREAT APPEAL. 


REGGING FOR THE LIVES OF UN- 
WORTHY MEN. 


He Acknowledges that Socialism and An- 
archism Are Hateful, and that Their 
Advocates -Are Despicable Creatures; 
but He Objects to a Conviction on That 
Ground When the Defendants Are 
Charged with Something Else—A Speech 
with a Marked Effect on the Jury. 

Judge’ Gary’s court-room was uncomfortably 
crowded yesterday morning ata quarter be- 
fore 10 o'clock. The newspaper reporters and 
the lawyers who arrived late had great diffi- 
culty in obtaining seats. The ladies’ benches 
were filled and several new faces appeared. 


The brisoners looked fagged and weary a8 they- 


entered. The jurors were ontime. Mr. Ing- 
ham proceeded svon after 10 to close bis argu- 
ment for the prosecution. He was somewhat 
hoarse, but his voice was manageable, and he 
bad his argument we!lin band. He quoted 
‘from Lord-Justice Coleridge’s decision in the 
Johann Most appeal case to show what con- 


‘gtituted incendiary and seditious language, 


and maintained that Fielden’s language the 
might of May 4 justified the interference of 


.the police for the dispersal of the crowd, 
He reviewed the testimony of the chemists 


as to the component parts of the bomb thrown 
at the baymarket and those found in the pos- 
session of Lingg, and the Czar bomb found on 
August Spies’ desk. There was no doubt that 
alithe bombs were manufactured by Lingg. 
That in itself was sufficient proef of conspiracy 
and complicity. The evidence was ample to 
connect the prisoners with the throwing of the 
fatal missile. Lingg affected to smile at this 
portion of Mr. Ingham’s speech, but the smile 
goon faded into a sickly expresbion of disgust. 
Schwab looked the picture of despair, and 
Spies’ whitened face was ‘as rigid as that of a 
corpse. It did not matter where the bomb was 
tbrown from, or -whether Gilmer's testimony 
should be accepted as true. That the bomop 
bad been thrown by one of the fellow-conspir- 
ators of the prisoners ‘was undoubted and 
‘all were equally guiity with the bomb-thrower. 
And as far as Gilmer was concerned Mr. Ing- 
hamtbought the jury would prefer to believe 
the man, who,under the Stars and Stripes, bad 
bared his breast to the buliets of the enemies 


of bis country rather than the. enemies of all 


government, who marched under the black 
fiag that meant for men death, childbood mu- 
tilation, and women rape. The Prosecuting 
Attorney pointed out a jatal discrepancy be- 
tween the evidence of August and Henry 
Spies, which went far to corroborate the tes- 
timony of the witness Thompson. At about 
a quarter pust 11 o’clock Mr. Ingbam wound 
up aspeech replete with cogent legal prece- 
dents, bristling with telling arguments, and 
well-arranged facis of complete test mony in 
a brilliantiy eloquent peroration. There wus 
an evident desire on the part of the ladies to 
applaud, but the stern face of the Judge re- 
strained them. 

Mr: Foster, who tollowed for the defense, 
has not long lived in Chicago. He came here 
in March from Davenport, Ia., near which city 

he was born about forty years ago. He is of 
medium h:gbt and square build. His teatures 
‘are refined and ipteilectual. Au abundant 
growth of rich auburn bair adorns b s sbapely 
head. Mr, Foster obtained considerabie fame 
as a lawyer in bis native State, took an active 
art in po:itics, and was one of the. Blaine 
ectors in 1884. He was very activé in the 
campaign of that year, and, as might be

yesterday, be does not regret baving been so, 
and will be there again if the occasion arises. 
Mr. Foster bas borne the brunt of 
the fight so far in the triai. He has 
not had an easy task.

It was impossible to accommodate balf the 
persons who soveht to obtain admission at the 
afternoon session of the court. The change 
of tactics by the lawyers for the defense may 
‘be traced perhaps to the remark of Kielden at 
the conclusion of Mr. Zeisler’s speech Friday: 
**O, h—1l, that kind of a speech will never do.

MR. INGHAM’S FINISH. 


Forcible Presentation of the 
‘Case for the State. 

At 10 o’clock Mr. In~ham resumed his ad- 
dress to the jury on behaif of the prosecution. 
There bad been a good deal of talk, be said, 
about the constitutional right of free speech. 


Closing His 


. The Constitution gave the people the right to

meet and petition, but not to advise other peo- 
ple tocommit murder. This rigbt was based 
upon the old English common law, and in En- 
giand was also found a definition of what con- 
Btitutes incitement-to murder. The case he 
Was going to quote had also had another con- 
mection with the present one. It was 
brought in London in 1881 against 
Jobenn Most, who was then pubiishing 
his sheet, the [Freiheit, in that. city. 
It was shortly after the assasination of the 
Czar of Russia. He there advocated the as- 
Sasination of all the heads of Siates, from Con- 
Sstantinuple to Washington, and was convicted 
of inciting to murder. 

Mr. Ingbam read the proceedings in the En- 
giish court, the article upon which he was 
tried, and Lord Coleridge’s decision. Then he 
Said: ‘tit is sbown that these defendants— 
Spies, Parsons, Schwab, and Fischer—were en- 
gaged inthe publication Of articles in which 
theyadvised the destruction of the police by 

“force, in which they advised workingmen to 
arin themselves with dynamite and be ready 
whenever the conflict should come to destroy 
the po'ice force. For the publication of any 
one of these articles the Jefendants could bave 
been convicted of a misdemeanor. And when 
Fielden that night toid the people that 
war had been deciaref and that they 
must arm themseives to resist what had never 
taken piace he was gtriity of a misdemeanor, 

*yand for that reason, if for no other, the po ice 
force hada right to disperse the meeting. 
They say the Mayor and State’s-Attorney knew 

what was guing on and did not iuterfere. 
What of that? These men are on trial now. 
if others are guilty they muy be tried after- 
wards. 

“The treatment that Herr Most received in 
London shows you that the only salvation of a 
community is toenforce the ietter of the law 
witbout sentiment, that bloodshed may be 
avoided. Herr Most was convicted for the 

ublication of that article, and no English po- 

men have been blown up with dynamite.

** What’s the answer to all this?’ That the 
bomb was not thrown from the alley, but from 
thirty-eight feet south of the alley. And if 
they had satisfied you of that was it not still 
tobrown by one of the Anarchbists—one of tne 
conspirators? The bomb came from the con- 
spiracy. And the moment it resuited in the 
death of Degan the crime of conspiracy was 


| merged into the crime of murder.”’ 


Returning to Spies’ story of tne word ** Ruhe”’ 
Mr. Ingbam said the fact that Spies sent out 
Rau to stop the effect of it showed that Spies 
could have stopped it—that be bad control of 
it. He did not go and tell the Chief of Police 
about it to keep bis men away and avoid a con- 
flict. He allowed the meeting to take its 
course. Of the testimony of Gilmer and 
Tbompson Mr. Ingham did not speak mucod. 
He said their testimony was true, Dut the case 
was strong enough witbout them. Ino conclu- 
sion be defended Mr. Grinnell against the in- 
sinuations of paving put on perjured testi- 
mony and eulogized tne State’s-Attorney for 
bis efticient work, and wound up as follows: 

“The responsibility in this casé, even the 
subordinate responsibility that I bear, is a 
very greatone. I beiieve, in this case, asl 
bave told you before, that your verdict will be 
one of a significance greater and wider spread 
than any verdict which ever has been ren- 
dered. When Sumter was fired on, when the 
flag was insulted, when the attempt was made 
to destrey the Goveroment, it was an attempt 
merely to change the form of government. 
When the bomb in this case was thrown it was 
the opening sbotof a war which should destroy 
all government, destroy ali law, leave men free 


but the strong arm. I believe for myself that 
bdmanity—not merely our peop'e, not merely 
we of America, but that tLumanity the wide- 
wor!d over—has no hope or no safety save in 
the law. Law iis the very shield that guards 
the progress of the race; it is tne palladium of 
the jiberty and the lives of all people. Law 
which does not punish murder breeds deatb. 
Jurors who from the merciful instincts of their 
hearts hesitate to convict the guilty are in re- 
ality merciless as the grave, for by their ver- 
dict they people graves with the inhocent 
victims of midnight assassination and fill the 
mind with deeds of biood. Innocent blood 
from the days of Abeltillnow cries to Heaven 
for vengeance; innocent biood coatami- 
nates the ground upon wiich it falis, 
spring up-dragon’s teeth. 
And now if you believe these men guiity, if 
you are satisfied be; ond a reasonable. doubt, as 
you cannot help but be, that th: se.men were a 
party to a conspiracy unlawful io its nature, 
and that from that conspiracy a human lite 
was taken, that they are murderers under that 
law, see to it that. the majesty of the law of 
the State of lilinois is vindicated and its pen- 
alties enforced. That is the demand’ upon you 
this day and this hour, not.only of the people 
of the State of Iliinois but of humanity itself; 
for humanity witb all its fears, with aii its 
hopes for future years, is banging breatuless on 
your fate.’’ 


MR. FOSTER FOR THE DEFENSE. 


Trying to Overcome the Injury Done the 
Case by His Associates Who Have Spo- 
ken. 

At balf-past 11 Mr. Foster, after a recess of 
five minutes, began bis address for the de- 


fense: 

** IF THE COURT PLEASE, GENTLEMEN OF THE 
Jury: This is the forty-eighth day of this 
trial, and it seemed to me that for more than 
twenty days during the introduction of the 
testimony, and during the last three davsin 
the argument, there was onthe part of the 
ebrewd counsel representing the State here a 
desire to drag us out into the underbrush in 
order to assassinate us upon immaterial issues. 
We bave not followed them so far as our testi- 
‘mony in this case is concerned. Take the rec- 
ord and read it from bewinning to end. Not 
one syllable bas been introduced on the part 
of the defendants except what has reference 
to the baymarket meeting and the meeting at 
McCormick’s. For tne first time I am 
compelied in the argument to go be 
yond what I believe to be * the 
proper scope of the testimony and 
ot the investigation in this case. l somewhere 
atsome time remember reading a legend to 
the effect that the grass never grows upon the 
grave of a man who was brutally mur- 
dered by the Indians in the earwy set- 
tlement of this country. If nature has 
any such sympathy with poor distressed 
bumanity, then if a verdict is rendered 
in this case which will destroy the lives of these 
eight men because of apy theory advocated 
by them or any beliets beid by them, upon the 
prejudice which counsel would incite within 
you, then upon their graves the flowers will 
never bioom and the birds will never sing. Mr. 
Walker said justice is blind. Justice is blind. 
Justice Cannot see when a man is brought to 
ber bar whetber be was born beneath the flag 
of Wiliam and of Bismarck or beneath the 
flag of Victoria and Giadstone. She cannot 
see whether be was born in a- foreign 
land or beneath the starry banner of Awmer- 
ica. Is it necessary !or me to argue to you 
gentiemen that these men are foreigners, are 
Germans? Is it necessary torme to retfer to 
the argument of the gentleman yesterday that 
they are not citizens ot the United States? Our 
law knows no citizenship when a defendant 
is brougbttothe bar of justice. Our law is 
grand enough, our iaw is broad enough, the 
Principles upon which our Government is 
founded are such that it Matters not whetber 
he be _French, German, Irish, Italian, or 
wherever bis birthpiace may be. Al! men are 
equa! before the juaw. I must go out of the 
record a litte, gentiemen, to discuss the sug- 
gestions made for the first time, according to 
my experience, on the purt of Mr. Ingham, 
that there was no evidence that any of the 
defendants except Mr. Parsons wee citizens 
of the United States. Because. be referred to 
it l bave the rght to refer to it, because he

ures—our prejudices. They are all citizens of 
the United Siutes except Louis Lingg, 1 be- 
lieve the testimony shows that he bas been in 
the country two years. I tb nk that Spies said 
he came herein infancy. I know as a matter 
of tact that Neebe, born in the State of Penn- 
sylvania, never was a foreigner. Schwab has 
been in this country long enough to be a citi- 
zen. Whether beis or not is entirely imma- 
terial for the purposes of this case. I know 
that Fielden bas been bere more than twenty 
yeurs. I know that Fiscner bas been in Chica- 
go for the last ten to twelve years, and Engel 
tor tifteen or twenty years. What is che im- 
portance of the suggesuon that they are 
foreigners, and Germans, except that it is im- 
portant to wring from you a verdict grounded 
upon prejudice. Are we to estabiish a princi- 
ple—are we to say to King William’and Bis- 
marck: ‘Germans bave no rights wherever 
the Stars and Stripes are seen to wave’? Are 
we to say to those countries that we look-upon 


of Government is converned; that we bave 
quarters ang bave justice only for such of our 
inbubitants as were born upon our own s0il? 
It is unfair, gentiemen. Tnese men are 
on triai.for their lives. It is not a question of 
doliars and cents. It is not an injustice which 
we can do today and take back tomorrow. 
You destroy their lives and there is no appeal 
from that. I can never sbake off by day nor 
torget during the night the danger of an in- 
justice being done as the result of prejudice. 


4_J beg of you, gentiemen, to make no mistakes. 


The lives of eight men are at stake, and there 
18 More at stake than that. It is important to 


highest aim and desire as an honorable man to 
see that no innocent man is punished. It is 
the desire of the court, unquestionably, to 
guarc carefully the rights of the accused as 
wellas of the people. It is important to the 
counsel representing the defendants that they 
make no mistakes, and leave nothing undone 
that can be done to present to this jury every 
circumstance which would be favorable to the 
accused in this connection. But the great re- 
sponsibility rests upon you. 7 

“If these men are convicted,’ continued 
Mr. Foster, *‘gray-haired mothers must go 
down in sorrow to the grave; wives must live 
ulong with their weary burden of grief: little 
children and children yet unborn must. bear 
the stigma which you will piace upon these 
men, and in whispering tones they must be 
told something of the sire whose name dare 
not be spoken, and they must be taunted as 
they go to school by schoolmates: * Your fa- 
ther was hanged.’ I say the danger of an er- 
roneous conviction is 80 great, it seems to me

this case. Tired as you are, I know that, con- 
sidering the enormity ot an erroneous verdict, 
you will forgive me for consuming more time 
thun any gentleman heretofore has con- 
sumed.”’ , 
Mr. Foster found fault with the remarks of 
counse! for the State in regard to the flowers 
with which the defendants bave been decorat- 
ed during the trial. He desired to say that he 
bad never advised this oruamentation of the 
accused, but be wanted it distinctly under- 
stood that be’ had never obiected to it. Ilo this 
connection Mr. Foster paid a beautiful tribute 
to the devotion of wdOmankind to those they 
loved, and closed the bouquet ‘branch of the 
case with the speech of the oid forty-niner: | 
* 4 man’s sister may forget him, bis wife may 
prove untrue, but bis mower wil! wait for bis 
return, and wait, and wait, and then go to 
Heaven and wait for bim there.” The refer- 
ence was to Mrs. Spies, who bas been in at- 
tendance on her son August almost since the 
trial began. Mr. Foster said the case was not 
to be determined upon the question of flowers, 
and then went tor Frank Walker and 
charged that many of Walker's state- 
ments were due to his inexperience, 
and also to the fact that lawyers were often led 
to make rash statements to juries. Walker, he 
said, bad charged the defendants’ lawyers with 
huuting through the slums of Chicago to find a» 
man who looked i.ke Spies and bave bim to 
light his pipe inthe alley. Such statements 
were made to influence the jury, and be bad 
no doubt when the case was ended Walker 
would take the speaker by. the band and call 
bimself bis friend. If counsel for defendants 
had done anything atrocious or audacious the 


jury were asked ** for God's suke’’ not to visit 


the penalty for it upon the beadsof Spies & 
Co. If Mr. Foster or his associates had in- 
duiged in an umguardec reflection upon a 
ruling of the court, be asked the jury to pun- 
ish him and -bis associates and not the defend- 
ants, wko were not responsibie tur what coun- 
sei did. | 

The question of prejudice was next taken 
up. and Mr. Foster said the jury bad been se- 
lected because they were men of intelligence, 
though most of them had stated they were 
prejudiced against Socialism, and therefore 
the defendants bad to start out under the dis- 
advantage of baving to overturn the existing 
prejudice of the jury in order to get.on even 
terms with the prosecution. The jury bad no 
right to be governed by prejudice. If a man 
were to be hung tor merel; advocating prin- 
ciples which were pernicious to our ideas of 
right there was no use of Mr. Foster contnu- 
ing his argument. Said be: * Let the Sheriff 
go and erect a scaffold; let bim- bring eight 
ropes with nooses dangling at the end; let him 
pass them around: the necks of these eight 
meu apd stop thie farce now, if they are pre- 
judgea before the trial.” 

Mr. Foster was inclined to find fault with the 
statutes of lilinois, which do not provide, 
as do the statutes of other States, that each de- 
fendant may bave @ separate trial. Much in- 
justice was often done because of the inability 
ot juries to locate crime on the proper party 
where accused persons were tried in a bunch. 

When court was deciured open for business 
in the afternoon alithe seats were taken and 
the audience piaced themselves ina position of 
close attention to Mr. Foster, which was main- 
tained throughout the afternoon. There was 
an indication of boarseness in Mr. Foster's 
voice when he bean to speak, but it soon dis- 
appeared and be traveled through tne long: 
bours of the afternoon session witb an unDim- 
paired throat. 

It WAS an open secret that the defendants 
were indicted for oiurder, conspiracy, and 
riot, but he would only argue the question of 
conspiracy 80 far as it related to the crime of 
murder. The question of Socialism was of no 
importance unless it was connected with the 
murder ot Degan, and the defendants were nut 
being tried for any offense but that of con- 
spiracy whicb resulted in the murder of De- 
gan. The prosecution bad been trying to toile 
the defendants out into the underbrush and 
assasinate them on immaterial issues; but the 
detendants’ counsel were too smart to be se- 
duced by the song of the siren. Suppose - pies 
etal. did conspire to overthrow, socie., and 
their conspiracy stopped there, then there was 
nothing to argue. A verdict rendered upon 
auything else than a conspiracy directly, con- 
nected with the outrage perpetrated at the 
haymarket would fall to the ground and 
amount to nothing. 

**l am not going,”’ declared Mr. Foster, **to 
follow the gentlemen to the Lake-Front and 
otber meetings except so far as casually to 
answer argumeuts of the gentlemen who have 
preceded me, because our position is that we 
are trying these men tor murver committed 
the 4th of May, and for nothing else. I care 
not what their: Opinions are; whether they te 
Socialists, or Communists, or Anarchists. It 
is immaterial what they may be. And 1 wish 
to say now once forall that I do Wot stand 
bere to defend communism, socialism, or 
anarchy, because I beiieve in 
and in their principles they are wrong. As- 
suming that social.sm is wrong, that com- 
munism is pernicious,and that anarchy is 
outrageous, we are .broughbt back to the one 
question, whether these meu are responsi- 
ble tor this murder.”” Mr. logbam had said 
it was a bistorice trial, but the speaker thaqugnt 
jit was no more historic than acase of horse- 
stealing. Mr. Ingbam was wrong on the ques- 
tion of reasonable doubt when he said the 
jurors should be sat .sfied as jurors when they 
were satisfied as men. In ordinary life men 
acted on a great variety of things, but ina 
trial the jury acted only on the testimony pro- 
duced before them. If a man were on trial 
for burglary, the State’s-Attorney would not 
be perwitted to show that the prisoner had 
been guilty of prior burg aries. Here, how- 
the 
cradle to the grave: and at this point Mr. Fos- 
ter would say be never quarreled with a court 
after a decision had been given, but the court's 
decision in regard .o test:mony bearing upon the 
previous bistory of the detendants was some- 
thing which shocked che legal sense of Mr. 
Foster. Bad cbaracter could never be shown 
on the original case of the prosecution, nor 
could other irrelevant matters be admitted in 
testimony; but in the cuse at bar Herr Most’s 
conviction in Engiand baa been padradeu before 
the jury to intiuence their floding. Another 
fact rupg in by the prosecution was that Lingg 
resisted the detectives wbo arrested him. That 
was not done merely to shuw that Lingg re- 
sisied arrest, but it was done to tasten a bad 
character on Lingg. With regard to Spies, Mr. 
Foster bad supposea that the State’s-Attorney 
wouid bave contined bis testimony to witnesses 
from the State of. Illinois, but instead of that 
Mr. Grinnell bad traveled over into Michigan 
and shown by the witness Moulton what Spies 
had said at Grand Rapids. 

Although Mr. Foster bad announced that be 
would not touch the conspiracy part of the 
case, he went back to Fielden’s speecb a year 
and a half ago at Market square, when Fieiden. 
proposed to lead a procession of Anarchisis on 
a raid on the Board of Trade, and claimed that 
that was no part of a conspiracy which re- 
suited in the murder of Officer Degan. Unless 
the defendants were proved guilty of the hay- 
market killing they were not guilty at‘ail. 
Passing from tbis point to a general statement 
of the tesiimony, Mr. Foster said the reporters 
who bad testified in the case were bright, intel- 
ligent, honorable men, and they bad told the 
jury they were instructed to report only the 
most inflammable parts of the speeches of the 
detendants. It bad been stated that defend- 
ants’ counsel bad not denied that Fielden, 
Spies, and others of the accused bad delivered 
Anarcbistic speeches. **We bave not contra- 
dicted that statement,’’ said Mr. Foster, **and 
we never will. One case at a time; we will 
try them for their other offenses when we come 
to them.”’ 


In reference to the responsibility of the 
Atarchistic missionaries Mr. Foster said: 
“Suppose lamabad man and I have a boy 
whom I teach to lie, and steal, and murder. In 
the midnight be goes forth without my kaowl- 
edge or approval and he commits the crime of 
murder. Beiore that bappens: people would 
Say): ‘There is a boy who is being trained fer 
the gallows.’ But when the murder is com- 
mitted who is it that is to be pumsned for the 
crime? Iam morally responsible, because my 
tenchings led him up tothe murder, but legaily 
lam not guilty. And that is the prince ple. 
which has troubled the gentlemen for the 
prosecution all tbrough this case. A com- 
municauion appeared ina Chicago paper before 
the trial bad commenced stating that 
any lawyer who ehould undertake to defend 
the Anarchists should be banged. Suppose 
some citizens had acted on the proposition and 
taken Capt. Black and me and Messrs. Salomon 


and Zeisier and kilied us, who would be guilty | 


of the murder? The proprietors of the paper 
who pubiisbed the communication? They 
would think it bard to be hung because a cor- 
respondent bad written a communication: -but 
the theory of tne Stute in this case is that the 
defendants must be banged because their 
terchings .led upto the commission of te 
crime. It bas been said that a Ubicago news- 
paper advised the throwing of. hand-grenades 
among the strikers. That must have been the 
communication of some ‘crank’ on the same 
level of sanity as the party who recommended 
the hanging of the defendants’ |awvers.”’ 
Acting on the advice of the newspaper, the 
strikers took their hand-yvrenades and used 


thein; the guilty men were the men who used 


the grenades, and not the paper whieb recom- 
mended their use. [If Mr. Foster should ad- 


vise aman who was bard up to go downto | 


the corner of Clark and Lake streets, to knock 


down and rob the first likely-iooking man that | 


came aiong, Mr. Fuster would not be guilty of 
robbery; but if he advised a man to select Mr. 
Grinnell as the victim, apa Mr. Grinnei! should 
be kilied in the scuffle, then Mr. Foster wouid 
be guilty; and that was the position of 


their inception ° 


the defendants. Somebody bad written to one 
of the papers that the eight defendants sbould 
be placed one after another on a dried-beef 
cutter and sliced from the feet up. The man 
who advised this was beneath the contempt of 
all buman beings; but suppose & paper should 
say: “Bring on your machine,’’ and the ma- 
chine was brought and tne defendants were 
converted into mincemeat. The newspaper 
editor would not be guilty of the crime, for 
that would rest on the shoulders of the man 
who turned the crank. Mr. Foster did not care 
whether Spies, Neebe, and all the otber de- 
fendants bad talked revolution and destruction 
of property and annihilation of everything 
that they could lay their bands on eternally 
and everlastinzly; unless they were connecied 
with the murder of Degan they were not guilty. 

.Mr. Grinnell—jt ig only fair to you, Mr. 
Foster, to suggest that if you are going to com- 
ment On the newspaper articies, { shall have to 
answer you. ? 

Mr. Foster—I expect you to answer in regard 
to anything [ may suggest. 

. Mr. Grinneil—None of these articles are in 
proof, 

Mr. Foster—No, sir, they are not in proof, 
and 1 do not care whether they are in existence 
or not. Idonot know whether the sugges- 
tion to use hand grenades is a fact, but if, it is 
a fact and I hadthougnt of it I would use it 


Sin illustration, because I bave @ right to use it 


to illustrate my argument. I say if any other 
newspaper bad advised the mingling of poison 
witb bread and giving it to tramps, bow wouid 
the editor of that paper like the idea of the 
theory of the provision cof law as given us 
by the p:osecution in this case, that because 
be disseminated the idea be led to the poison- 
ing of men by people actmg On bis esugges- 


‘ tion? 


Every line and syllable of the Alarm and the 
Arbeiter-Zeitung which could be found advo- 
cating Socia‘ism bad been brought into court, 
and the jury bad been asked to convict tne 
detendants because some of them published 
Socialistic articles. That, bowever, was a 
course of procedure whicb did not apply to 
any other newspaper man in tue world, and 
never could. THE CHicAGO TRIBUNE and other 


papers were protected in their utterances, but 


the Alurm and the Arbeiter-Zeitung were not. 
**] am not bere,’’ continued Mr. Foster, ‘de- 
tending the Alarm or the Arbeiter-Zeitung, 
or any of their. principles, but = 1 
am bere demanding that right and 
honesty and true principles of law ana 
notbing else shail destroy these men if they 
are to be destroyed. In oneof the Chicago pa- 
pers May 19, 1886, appeared the fotowing: 
“Gatling guns. and brave men behind them 
are the only true remedy for about all the 
strike troubles.”” ‘**My God!’" exclaimed the 
sneaker, “if the Arbeiter-Zeitung or the Alarm 
shouid publish sentences like that bow the 
gentiemen would ring the changes upon them 
by the hour and by the day! But these great 
papers are protected. Understand, I am 
not arraigoing the newspapers of Chicago. I 
respect them. I have read them for years and 
sears. _I delight in their independence, and in 
the ability with woich they are published; but 
lsimply call your attenuon to the unfairness 
which is demanded by the prosecution when 
it comes to the Aiarm aad the Arbeiter-Zeitunag 
in comparison with the papers to which I have 
referred. So far as the iuculcation of ideas 
which woula lead uptothe crime of murder 
was concerned, the Arbeiter-Zrilung and the 
Alarm would sbow very favorably as compared 
with papers which recommended poison and 
Gatling guns.”’ 

After giving Mr. Grinnell a jab for not offer- 
ing in evidence a letter whico he bad shown to 
the witness Johnson, in regard to the assign- 
mentof Johnson by the American group to 
the job of killing a man named White who had 
colmimitted an assault upon a girl, Mr. Foster 
said a number of revolvers bad been brought 
into court and :t bad been ciaimed that the de- 
fendants should be hanged because they bad 
revolvers. He would not be afraid to wager a 
five-cent cheroot that Mr. Grinnell carried a 
revolver when be was out after dark. 

Mr. Grinveii—You wou.d jose vour five cents 
if you wade that bet. [Laughter. | 

Mr. Foster—I don't bel.eve it. 1 would have 
you sworn, or else bave you teil me outside of 
the bearing of this jury, betore I would beiieve 
that I was mistaken. If every man who car- 
ries a revolver should be arrested you would 
have to orm acorralas Digas the Lake-Front 
and Market square together to keep them in 
bounds, tor the County Jail would be toosmall 
for the purpose. Yet the:e is a great parade 
bere made of the fact that Fiscber had a re- 
voiver and a file on bim. Some men carry a 
revolver and others carry a knife, because a 
Knife is more useful at close quarters. It it 
was a pon ard or a stiletto —- lawyers for 
the prosecution would roar, but it is only a 
file. Fischer wus a poorman apd cou!dn’t buy 
a. knife, so he sharpened up his IMlittle 
tile and carried it. The reason why the 
revolver was tound on Fischer was that the 
foremun of the Arbriter-Zeitung office bad told 
bimto put it on because he did not wish it 
lying around loose. Fischer didn’t carry it on 
his shoulders, but he put it in his pocket, and 
now the prosecution shouted: ‘See the im- 
plements O! warfare! See the ridges on the 
tile; they are used to hold the poison.” Theo 
Mr. Waiker takes Herr Most’s book and sbows 
bow: daggers can be poisoned. It seems 
that Herr Most is on trial here, 
while Parsons is convicted. Think of it! 
One man tried and another man condemned. 
Walker reads from Herr Most’s book that a 
little prussic acid put on and dried in these 
ridges would be a fine thing to poison the body 
of the victim, and Walker says that is the rea- 
son a file was used. Their chemists.bave been 
nere and couldn't find any poison, and it could 
only be proved by the testimony of Frank 
Walker of counsel forthe prosecution. If you 
are going to take the testimony of the counsel 
instead of that of witnesses lt want to stop 
now., The pruss c acid was put upon this file 
by Frank Walkerin bis testimony, and $no- 
where else, and that testimony not under 
oath. 

Mr. Foster stepped overtoatsble and picked 
up one of the petroieum bombs. Holding it 
above bis head, be exclaimed: ‘** Hang Spies, 
hung Neeoe, bang Parsons, hang Engel, bang 
Fielden, bang Lingg, bang Schwab, hang 
Fischer, because amoung Other things tbree tin 


‘cans were found under a sidewalk in the City 


of Chicago! Strangle them todeathip part be- 
cause these three cans were found! When 
were they in the possession of the defendants? 
Never, SO Sar aS the testimony is concerned. 
You are asked to smell of them. They want 
s,our noses near tothe top of them. Why? 
Because they were tound under a sidewWhlk in 
Chicago nearly two months alter May 4. Non- 
serse!’’ 

**There is no evidence that any of these de- 
fendents ever read Herr Most’s book or knew 
the conteuts of it. Only that it was sold at 
some picnics. That does not make any differ- 
ence—they are Socialists, bang them; they are 
Communists, exterminate them; they are An- 
archists, strangle them. That convicts them 
of itseif. They say Lingg bas no detense bere, 
he is the scapegoat. There is nothing in this 
case so far as Linggis concerned, except that 
he was a bumbmaker and that be made bomos 
at Seliger’s, and walked out on Lurrubee street 
with two bombs in his pocket. .That is all 
they have proved and, gentiemen, that is true. 
Are we to be called upon tocontrad ct a fact? 
Where is the connection of Lingg with the 
throwing of the bomb on the ha market? Yea, 
Lingg-was a bombmaker and not one word 
have I to offer in his excuse. I ask 
the question as a citizen who has 
the interests of the United States at 
heart: and the protection of property. 
Il can say to Mr. Spies and Mr. Scnwab that it 
were better it they were in avuotber business 
than to teach foreigners to bate and transgress 
law. If the Government is not good enough 
jor the foreigners let them return. As1lo Par- 
sons, it 1s a shame that any mau born beneath 
the Stars and Stripes should bave declared 
that thie country’s Jaws are notall that they 
sbould be, or might be all that coud be de- 
sired. 1 bave no compassion for the man wbo 
wduid resort to force, The biood of his fore- 
fathers and of mine is emlaimed in the red 
upon our flag, the white the purity of our 
cause, anc the biue the free azure air that 
floats Over Our mountain tops or gatbers over 
our Western plains. Let the law take its 
course, but let the law be just. 

‘**] um willing to admit that Spies six years 
ago marched down Michigan avenue witb the 
black flag—not the embiem Of the bignoway- 
man, but of the starving musses—that one of 
bis lieutenants carried a red-flag, and that tney 
biew up every buniding aiong the street. 
Fieiden eighteen months ago marched with a 
large procession into the Board of Trade 
Building and sat down to the $2U supper, ana, 
filling theirunwortby stomacts witno it, they 
inserted their bombs and blew the building to 
atoms. Thatis what they did. Parsons led 
the mob to Marshall Field’s, and they helped 
themseives. They did this; they did not only 
Say so. Now what are you going to do about 
it? We are going to indict them, try them, 
prove it by witnesses, and convict them, and 
until they are indicted 1 say we are not going 
totry them for thai.

BAD BOUKS AND PLAYS, 


How the Catholic Church Warns Its Mem- 
bers Not to Read or See Them. 

Some peopie ask why the Catholic priests of 
the city bave not, like some Protestant minis- 
ters, raised their voices in their pulpits against 
the very “loud’” spectacular theatrical per- 
formanuces that are given bere from time to 
time. A TRIBUNE reporter calied on Father 
Agnew, acting rector of tne Catoedra! of the 
Holy Name, 5 esterday, and asked him how, if 
ac all, he warned his people against shows 
which he regarded as immoral." He said: “A 
Catholic priest never descends to _ the 
sensational in sacred discourses, and 
much less would he beeome the adver- 
tising medium of a sbow by assailing 
it in his characte? as a priest. The church ab- 
hors these shows where brazen women appear 
in costumes—or ubsence of costumes rather— 
that ought to bring the blush of shame not 
only to a virtuous woman, but to a deeent 
man. No priest could visit such a play as bus 
been holding the boards at a certain theatre in 
this city tor the last thirteen weeks. A priest 
doesn’t know what it is, but if the brazen, im- 
modest picture-bilis give an ides of it, what 
must the play be! Our silence on these mat- 
ters brings Our conscientious parishioners to 
us to ask whether certain plays are harmful 
and we put them on their guard. Then, too, 
in the confessional many a young man and 
woman bring up questions of a like nature 
and ask the law of the cburch and our advice; 
and, thank God, the true members of our 
flocks are never seen in audiences gathered to 
Witnsss tlagranti: -immoral performances.”’ 

“Is there such a thing as a local index in 
which condemned current publigations are re- 
corded?”’ | 

**No; why just think! At the rate trasby 
and really immoral books and pampbhieta are 
poured out upons*the community in our days it 
would keep a colony of index-muakers busy 
Keeping up with the publishers. No, the work 
of posting the young people on dangerous 
literature is left to the brothers and sisters in 
the schools and to the parish priests in their 
intercourse witti their children. The average 
Catholic child after being instructed in bis re- 
ligion thoroughly up:to the time of his 12th 
year, Say, knows pretty well what is right and 
what is wrong for him to read, and if he isin 
doubt be knows where to go—to the priest— 
and he does go, too.”

The way things 
ure going now it looks as thougb there will be 
no woney in tbe Treasury tor a- year, 
and long before that time I am certain 
the boys will have to let their vouchers go tor 
25 per cent discount. O, yes, Mr. Van Pelt 
and his friends look after our interests in 
great shape, but he hasn’t found ans body 
who would cash our -vouchers for us ata 
reasonabie discount. I bave a family to sup 


- port and I guess I'll look for another job, but 


you can bet that I don’t work for any Van 
Pelt gang in tbe future.’’ 

A Washington street money broker said: 
‘*Yes, I buy these salary vouchers and bavea 
big stock of them on hand, aad unless pros 
pects epeedily brighten in the county’s finan- 
cial affairs I'll bave to charge a higher rate of 
discount. Why, l'ilsellout my entire ‘batch 
of vouchers for a cent and a ba'f on the déliar 
profit on the money I advanced on them.,”’

A BIG HOTEL TENANTLESS, 


The Story of That Unprofitable Investment, 
the Kockaway Beach Hotel, and the Un- 
successful Attempts to Make It Pay. 

New York, Aug. 14.—|Special.j—If a dozen 
Orso of certain wealthy and fashionabie fami- 
lies would suitably locate themselves for their 
summer-outing they could tnereby save them- 
selves from the aggregate loss of a million 
dollars. They invested that amount in the 
largest hotel in the world, and it now stands 
empty on the beach. at Rockaway, as it has 
since its erection five years ago. The enter- 
prise bad plenty of vim and money at the out- 
set. William H. Vanderbilt bougbt stock to 
the extent of $100,000, William Waldorff Astor 
took a considerable amount, John W. Mackay 
put in a great deal, aud among the 
other holders were a number of members of 
weil-known New York society families. ~The 
intention was to establish a great watering- 
place, distinguished for its incomparably big 
bouse and characterized by more splendors 
in hot-weather 
resorts. “he building was quickly erected and 
partialiy furnished. Its site was a barren 
Stretch of flat sand, without any other natural 
attraction than the ocean that made a surf for 
bathing. ‘the scheme was to lay out parks 
and drives, and for that purpose the purchase 
of land was so extensive as to exclude annoy- 
ances from outsiders. The promoters ot the 
scheme think that the attempt to open the 
hotei before these landscape improvements 
were made was premature, and that the fail- 
ure waé a resultof the uninviting aspect of the 
Surroundings. Anyhow, the whole bottom 
fejl out of tne business before it began. The 
Sheriff ciea:ed out the furniture and the com- 
pany went into bankruptcy. The bonds were 
bought up cheaply by the Drexels, bankers, 
ior asyndicate. John W. Mackay bas never 
ceased to-.regard the Rockaway Hotel as 
feasible. Close.y connected with him in tel- 
egrapnic and botel interests are Edward §S. 
Stokes and Col. Rovert G. Ingeraoll. In dis- 
cussing the Rockaway fiasco Ingersoll evo!ved 
the idea that if the property could be sealed 
with fasi:on it would bé a success. He calcu- 
lated that if a dozen distinctly modish New 
York tamilies wou'd spend a summer there, or 
even a portion of a season, the multitude 
would tlock after them. He was for present- 
ing the plan tosome of the families who had 
lost heavily by investing in the company. as- 
suring them. that their money would return 
multiplied if they would but impress their 
tashionableness on the piace. Under his di- 
rection a tborougb canvass of the desirable 
parties was made, but with small encourage- 
ment. No sche pn would alter the summer's 
program for purpose. The Astors barely 
listened to the suggestion. The scheme lost 
its pristine brilliance in aweek. The Rock- 
away Hotel, largest in the universe, is ten- 
anted by a solitary watchman.

The Women’s Fawcett Memorial. 

The drinking fountain erected as a woman's 
memorial of the late Prof. Fawcett was un- 
veiled Tuesday afternoon, July 27, in the gar- 
dens on the Thames Embankment, east of 
Charing Cross. The fountain is constructed 
ot gray Aberdeen granit. Above the basin 
into which the water flows is a bronze medalli- 
ion besring in relief a representation of the 
bead and face /of the political economist and 
legisiator to whose memory the fountain is 
dedicated. The artist (Miss Grant) has repro- 
duced with great success the blended nobility 
and serenity of his features. Below the 
medallion are inscribed the words: ‘* Erected 
to the memory of Henry Fawcett 
by his faithful © countrywomen.,”’ On 
either side ip a sbell are bis initials, ** H. F.” 
The cost of the construction of the fountain: 
bas exceeded £600. The ceremony was per- 
formed by Louisa Lad, Goldsmid, and among 
those present were the Dowager Countess of 
Bucban, Lady John Mauosers, Mrs. Garrett 
Anderson, Mrs. Marshall, Miss Davenport Hill, 
Mrs. Lucas, Mrs. McLaren, Miss Grant, and 
Miss Emily Davies. Lady Goidsmid observed 
that the occasion was one of special interest to 
women, for it rarely bappened, that they came 
forward to recognize the services rendered by 
any public individual. But the time when 
women could not be dissociated from bouse- 
bola duties had gone by, and facilities were now 
atforded them of earning their own livelihood. 
No man had dune more towards that end than 


_be whom they were there to bonor, in order 


that women might participate in the advan- 
tawes that men enjoyed. She regretted that the 
funds at their disposal did not admit of the 
erection of a more elaborate monument as a 
record of their gratitude, but it would, at any 
rute, serve a useful, as Well as an ornamental 
purpose. Her‘d.adyship then unve.led the 
fountain amid applause. Lady Jobn Manners, 
in moving a vote of thanks to Lady Goldsmid 
for the part she had taken ‘in the movement, 
Suid that it afforded her great pleasure to be 
present to render a tribute of respect and rev- 
erence to the great and good nian to whose 
memory the monument was erected. Mrs. 
Garrett Anderson (Mrs. Fawcett’s sister) also 
spoke. The first person to advance to the 
fountain and to drink of its waters was a post- 
man. ,

To ascertain what the Brussels middie 
classes think of the present agitation, I called 
at the office of the Independance Belge, the 
geat Liberal organ. The director was absent, 
but one of the chief editors assured me that 
the Brussels bourgeoise were divided into two 
camps—one panic-stricken and bostile to agita- 
tion, the other indifferent. ‘he people are 
knock-kneed here, too ignorant of matters at 
issue to fight over the labor question; they 
fight enough over clericalism and anti- 
ciericalism, but they do not understand 
this business. Ono my way to Brussels I had 
haited at Lille, hoping to see the notorious 
Alfred Defuisseaux. Some months ago he 
was found guilty of Outraging the King by 


-gtirring up sedition by publishing a firebrand 


called Le Catchisme du Peupile, which the Gov- 
ernment professed to hold responsibie for the 
Sanguinary riots at Charleroi. The’ autbor 
escaped to France at the very moment the 
Judge was passing sentence upon him. I just 
-missed Defuisseaux. The French police bad 
ordered him off to Puris. A _ trusty friend, 
bowever, conveyed a letter to him and he re- 
plied as follows: 


I have been expelled from Lille. In a few 


words, this isjthe position of every party in Bel-~ 


gium: The Government: is now entirely in the 
hands of Conservatives, divided into Liberals and 
Catholics. The latter are in office. The people 
demand universal suffrage. The laws are all 
made at. present by and for Conservatives. Give 
the people the suffrage.and they would have 
radical laws. The parliamentary majority 
are Radicals.- The present movement 
has been, aggravated by- the misery of 
the people, who are crushed by taxation. Our 
means for action are, first, these manifestations. 
If within eight months they have no result, we 
shall try a general strike, dépending for support 
on cooperative societies we are founding in every 
direction, especially coéperative bakeries.; The 
bourgeois is sfrenzied because hie feels he cannot 
rely on the army. 
tain. We can continue the struggle three months 
—long enough to ruin the great industrial firms 
by preventing them from executing foreign or- 
ders. When ruin stares them in the face they 
will yield, . , 

Defuisseaux adds that be is determined to 
come to Brussels tomorrow at ail hazards, but 
will only show himseif if his intervention is 
needed to prevent bioodshed. ‘I'he little Town 
of Guise being ciose to Lille, I took the oppor- 
tunity of interviewing M. Godin, the philan- 
thropic founder and manager of the great co- 
operative institution of Guise the Familister. 
Two thousand souls depend on the iron found- 
ries. Godin, who originaily owned the works, 
ro.uptarily took bis workmen into partnership 
with him some years ago. He said: 

The causes of the present agitation are partly 
economic and partly politic. The first are due to 
the fallin wages and industrial stagnation; the 
second are due to attempts of the Catholic party 
to check education, trample on the liberties of 
the people, and also to the impotence of the Lib- 
erals to ameliorate the intolerable condition of 
the working classes. A third party, the Repub- 
licans; has arisen, which demands universal suf- 
frage, and stands midway between the masses 
and the Liberals. But the only dangerous 
question to LBelgium, as it will soon 
be in all civilized . countries, is the 
labor question.

I know all the ob- 
jections to this plan, but I say all might be met 
if Governments would take council together and 
admit their solidarité. ; 

With the exception of Godin all the great 
manufacturers I have seen are hostile to the 
labor party. ‘ 

The workmen in their parade and meeting 
tomorrow will be allowed the greatest latitude 
as regards singing and the display of emblems. 
Even the red flag will be tolerated. Every 
hope is entertained that no disorder will ac- 
company the gemonstration. Military precau- 
tions will not be reluxed, bowever.

JUSTICE FOR PROF. GRAY. | 


HIS APPLICATION FOR A PATENT SAID 
TO HAVE BEEN REINSTATED. 


This Action Indicative of a Desire to Annul 
the Privileges Lllegally Giver to Beil 
Without an Appeal to the Courts—The 
Administration Decides Upon the Policy 
in Regard to Bond Calls—Important 
Decision in a Land Case. 

Wasainaton, D. C,, Aug. 14.—|Special.1—It 
Was said today that Prof. Gray’s original 
application for a telephone patent has been 
reinstated at the Patent Office. It is the rule 
of that office that an application expires after 
two years unless renewed. Prof. Gray, after 
the Beli patent had been issued, took it for 
granted that everything was iegal and proper, 
and so made no request for renewal of applica- 
tion. Gray’s application was filed three months 
ago, but no action has yet been taken on the 
matter, and it cannot be learned whether the 
application has ever been considered. Had 
the application been reinstated it wouid 
not be equivalent to issuing a 
patent to Prof. Gray, but it would reopen the 
case in the Patent Office independently of the 
suits in the courts. The Pan-Electric people 
confidently predict that a decision favorable to 
Prof. Gray will be had in the department be- 
fore the macter is settled in the courts. A 
meeting of the Pan-Electric stockholders was 
held in Col. Casey Young’s office here today 
with closed doors. The purpose of tne meet- 
Ing was said to be to consider the financial 
condition of the company, but the principal 
subject under consideration is the application 
recently renewed for the Gray patents. The 
Bell people say that the whole thing is a 
stock-jobbing scheme, and that the filing of 
the application was kept secret to be brought 
Out at the time best fitted for bearing the 
marketof Bell stocks. Commissioner Mont- 
@omery said today: **The filing of applica- 


tions for patents and of caveats in this office 
belongs to the seéret archives; and I would 
have no right to divulge anything that may 
be recorded in this wav. I can say, however, 
that I have heard nothing of any application 
or caveat of Gray for several months past.’’ 
Causey Young said: ‘It is astonishing to me 


that nothing bus been said about this renewal. 


It was done neari; three months ago.. It is 
very important, and would seem to mean that 
Gray will get bis patent and have one of the 
larwest suits for damages against the Bell peo- 


pie that. pave been begun in American:courts | 


lor years.”’ 

. What effect will this have on the Pan-Elec- 
tric?’’ 

‘It will simply substitute Gray for Bell and 
give to the former ali the rights that belonged 
to the latter.’’ 

The President bas appointed John Goode of 
Virginia to be special counsel on the part of 
the United States in the suit instituted at Co- 
lumbus, O., to test the validity of the patent 
granted the Bell Telephone Company. Goode 
will appear in Cincinnati Aug. 20 at the pre- 
liminary hearing ef the demurrer and plea to 
the jurisdiction in the United States Circuit 
Court, Judge Jackson presiding. Judge Thur- 
nan and other Government counsel, it is said, 
recommended Mr. Goode’s appointment. 

Col. M. V. Montgomery, Commissioner of 
Patents, will leave Sunday morning for Deer 
Park, Md., where he expects to remain until 
the lust of September. He will decide before 
his return all the cases before the bureau in 


which arguments bave been submitted. 


The Bond Calls. 

Acting-Secretary Fairchild said today that a 
policy bas been determined on by the depart- 
ment with regard to future calls for bonds. 
The call for $10,000,000 which will mature 
Sept. 15 was made because it was deemed wise 
and expedient. Future calis will be deter- 
mined solely by the state of the finances. 
While it is probable that a second cali for 
$10,000,000 bonds may be made next month, 
such action will depend entirely upon the con- 
dition of the Treasury at the time. Secretary 
Fairchild’s views in regard to the public debt 
are embodied in the following statement made 
by him before the Senate Finance Committee 
when tae surplus resolution was under con- 
sideration: 

The Secretary of the Treasury is fully in ac- 
cord with this resolution so far as it -is a declara- 
tion in favor of applying the surplus revenues of 
the Government to the extinction of the interest- 
bearing debt in such amounts andat such times 
as this may be prudently and beneficially done. 

Mr. Fairchild denies in the most positive 
terns the published statement that be and 
Treasurer Jordan are at variance on the sub- 
ject of bond calls, and says that the recent call 
wus made after a conference with Mr. Jordan 
and with his entire concurrence, 

An Important Land Decision. 

In the case of Thomas Rees vs. The Central 
Pacitiec Raitiroad Company, involving a quarter 
section of land, Mount Diablo meridian, San 
Francisco Land District, California, Acting- 
Secretary Muldrow bas decided that the extent 
of a Mexican private claim must be determined 
by the records of such claim as presented to 
the Board of Commissioners for confirmation, 
and that from such record it must be held in 
this case that the claimed limits of E! Sobrante 
never ran south of the patented lines of the 
Moraga grant; and, adhering to former de- 
cisions of the department, that under the grant 
to said rdilroad company its right_.to the odd- 
numbered sections within the granted limits 
attached to jand that was free from claims at 
date of definit locaton of said road, though in- 
cluded within the aileged limits of a Mexican 
private claim, at date of the grant. This de- 
cision will control the disposition of several 
thousand acres of land, and, considering tne 
principle invoived, it is regarded as one of the 
most important cases which has come before 
the department during the year.

THE CHURCH AND THE KNIGHTS, 


Cardinal Gibbons Outlines the Position of 
the Ecclesiastical Authorities as to Labor 
Organizations. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 14.—A local paper 

will print tomorrow an interview witb Cardinal 

Gibbons, in which he says: 

Cardinal Taschereau’s condemnation of the 


Knights of Labor should not be taken as the sen-. 


timent of the church toward that organization. I 
am not familiar with the labor organization in 
Quebec, but it 1s certain that the Cardinal's hos- 
tility grew out of some local laws or con- 
duct of the Knights which are contrary to 
the doctrines of the church. As to the Knights 
of Labor organization in the United States, I 
have not thoroughly examined their constitution 
or studied their purposes, yet from reading the 
newspapers and Mr. Powderly’s public state- 
ments lL infer that the objecis of the Knights are 
praiseworthy. and in no way opposed to the 
views of the church. The Catholic prelates will 
to a man declare in favor of the organization of 
labor. There can be no wrong in such a course. 
Organization is the basis of ‘all progress—po- 
litical, social. and religious. Only when it is 
abused does the church raise her voice and call 
out her children. I have no Knowledge of the 
workings of the local societies: in Cana- 
du. Whether or not secret pledges are 
taken by the Knights here is a question on which 
more light should be thrown by their leaders. 
Vicar-General Conway of Chicago, who examined 
the constitution of the body carefully, assures 
me thatit bears no resemblance to that of the 
Freemasons, Odd-Fellows, and other organiza- 
tions which the church has always antagonized. 
A distinction must be made, too, as to the nature 
of the sécret pledges. Wehold that if a man 
joins a society swearing never to reveal any of 
its workings, no matter how criminal, and to 
obey the dictates of its officers blindly, he sur- 
renders his personal liberty,-becomes a Slave to 
his fellow-man, and cannot partake of the sacra- 
ments of the church. On the other hand, 
if a man joins an organization, swearing to 
keep secret its workings, with the proviso 
that nothing therein shall be contrary to the 
laws of the land, to his conscience and religious 
tenets, we hold that his action is perfectly justi- 
fiable. The whole question as to the church's at- 
titude towards the knights of Labor depends on 
which of these oaths the members take. If the 
latter are in accordance with Mr. Powderly’s 
statements then the church says to the Knights 
of Labor: “God speed you.” If, however, the 
absolute, blind pledge is taken, no matter how 
laudable the objects of the society are, the 
church can never countenance it and will call on 
her children to withdraw under the pain of ex- 
communication. So everything depends on the 
proviso. :

WHAT THE CANDIDATES HAVE TO SAY 
REGARDING THEIR CHANCES. 


S. B. Raymond Keturns from the East Full 
of Confidence—The Wards Claimed by 
Matson—The Contest for Judicial Honors 
—Mamer'’s Intrigues—Louis Hutt Still in 
the Field for Treasurer—The Iroquois 
Will Take No Interest in Local Politics. 

S. B. Raymond arrived home frum the East 
yesterday morning and began active work to 
secure bis nomination for County Treasurer. 

He set at rest all claims that be wouid try to 

secure a change in the arrangement of the call 

as agreed to last Thursday, asking that the 

Treasurer be placed in advance of the Sneriff. 

by saying that he was satisfied to let matters 

rest as they are. ‘* My chances for the nomi- 
nation have not been affected in the least, and 

I am satisfied I will get it. Of course I was 

not in favor of calling the convention so early, 

because it 1s difficult for a candidate for a 

leading county office to stand the strain and 

annoyancs of along campaign. Isbould have 

been opposed to an early convention, eyen if I 

bad not been a candidate, but since it has been 

called 1 am satisfied with the order arranged 


for the nominations. | 
Mr. Raymond’s return was the signal for a 


general rally of his forces yesterday. They 
came up witb a solid front and claimed victory 
for Raymond. There was even talk among 
them of the possibilityof an entire disregard 
of geographical lines, which usually cut so 
great a figure in conventions, and the nomina- 
Sberiff— and Raymond 
for Treasurer, Doth of the North Side. One 
thing that appeared to give confidence to the 
Raymond forces was the apparent change of 
front among some of the First Ward politi- 
cians, which, it is claimed, will bring that por- 
tion of the city into the convention with a del- 
egation in support of Matson and Raymond. 
The First Ward has been counted on for Mat- 


son and Davis all along because of the mutual ° 


interest they bave on account of geographical 
lines. It was believed that Deputy-Sheriff 
Nickerson would be able to control the 
delegation tor Matson, and 
this would naturally make it 
Col. Davis. 
merchant, who is said to be backing Kay- 
mond’s campaign, bas taken a warm interest 
in it of late, and that the result will be a com- 
piete change of front so far as Treas- 
urer is concerned. In fact, it is openly 
claimed by Raymond’s friends that this 
influence bas brought Col. Abner Taylor 
over to the support of Raymond, and that an 
arrangement will be made by which Nickerson 
will be satisfied by having a delegation that 
will support Matson, after which it will go to 
Raymond. Of course the friends of Col. Davis 
scout the idea that such an arrangement will 
be made. It is claimed on Kaynond’s side that 
the West Side is now completely aivided, and 
that the followers of Col. Davis and 
Jack Stephens are so widely apart that they 
cannot be brought together ugain in this fight. 
In other words, that Stephens’ friends will lay 
the Diume of his deteat,. which is now consid- 
ered one of the most probable resuits of the 
convention, to Davis, and that they woulu vote 
for Raymond even after Stephens’ defeat in 
order to get revenge upon Davis. Upon this 
bypothesis they argue that all Raymond bas 
to do is to prevent the South Side from going 
to Davis with any degree of solidity. and they 
insist that geographical liues will have less in- 
fluence on the South Side than any other divis- 
jon of the city. 

This is one feature of the Raymond side of 
the case. Another claim is that he will carry 
the four South Side city wards, the Sixteenth 
and Eighteenth on the North Side, and have 
allof Stephens’ support on the West Side, to 
say nothing of what hewill get from other 
wards with candidates of their own who will 
want assistance from him. This is the claim 
set up, apd on paper it makes a strong case. 
If undisputed it would leave Mr. Raymoad with 
clear sailing. The trouble for tim is, the claim 
is disputed, and perhaps in some wards 
correctly so. Davis’ supporters in the Third 
and Fourth Wards are among those who 
usually get out to the primaries. In the for- 
mer they are led by E. G. Keith, and in the 
latter by J. L. Woodward, who usuaily know 
how to secure delegations. While it may be 
possibie that neither of these delegations may 
be solid, yet the weight of opinion is that a 
majority of them will support Col. Davis, 
though the strength which Louis Hutt will 
bave there should be borne in mind. But 
geographical lines will not be wholly aban- 
They may be in the First Ward, but it 
does not follow that they will be elsewhere. That 
the friends of Raymond do not really think so 
is shown by the fact that they have finaliy re- 
solved to carry the fight into the Fifteenth 
Ward anda attempt to wrest that delegation 
from Matson. This may mean that they tear if 
Matson is nominated Raymond’s chances 
would materially decrease, while if Matson 
were deteated in his own ward the probable 
effect would be to leave Raymond the only 
North Side candidate for a leading office. It is 
given out, theretore, that a square issue will 
be drawn between Matson and Davis on one 
side and Raymond and Stepbens on the othe.

The Figtit for the Shrievalty. — 

After the Judges are disposed of the Sheriff, 
unless there is a change in the call, wiil be 
nominated. This will be the main fight in the 
convention, because so many other issues will 
be settled by it. It is claimed that C. R. Mat- 
son is now farin the lead. He counts on the 
support of the delegates from the First, Third, 
Fourth, Sixth, Seventb, Tentb, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourtéentb, Fifteenth, 
and Seventeenth Wards, and a majority of 
those from the country towns. There may 
possibly be a break, he admits, in afew of the 
wards where there are local candidates, but in 
the main thinks thev will goto him. Deputy- 
Sheriff Potter thinks he will comein with the 
Lake and Hyde Park delegations as a nucieus 
tor his support. Jack Stephens claims generally 
that he wil! be nominated, and quietly divides 
up the various delegations between himseif 
and Matson, going on the theory that fear wiil 
cause candidates in other wards to help him. 
He bas been laying claim to the Second Ward 
all along, but the powers that be have not 
given any promises on either side. They insist 
that it is now a toss-up as to who gets it. Ste- 
phens also lays claims to the Fifth Ward on tbe 
promise of W. E. Kent that he will give it to 
bim. That claim will be disputed ina way that 
may prove disastrous. Everything indicates 
that there will be one of the liveliest fights in 
the Fifth Ward it bas ever known. While the 
chances are somewhat in Kent's favor, his po- 
sibon as committeeman giving bim ano ad- 
vantage, he will have harder work on his 
bands this year than he ‘ever. baa. 
If he carries the delegation for 
Stephens and Raymond it will be by a very 
smail majority. Stephens has been claiming 
to have the promise of a good deal of strength 
from the Fourteenth Ward, but if Coroner 
Hertz comes out squarely to make a fignt for 
Matson, as it is now thought be wil: do, 
Stephens’ cake will be dough there. It is dif- 
ficult to figure out .any possible combination 
that can beat Matson. Many think Matson's 
nomination would lead right up to that of Col. 
Davis, although S. B. Raymond tbinks otaer- 
wise. Louis Hutt is counting on the Fourth 
and Sixth Wards to vote tur him, and the tact 
that be is a German and has great personal 
popularity to help bim out farther. Hutt is not 
a candidate for County Clerk. The fight tor 
this office will apparently be between James 
H. Gilbert of the Fourth “Ward, ex-County 
Commissioner Senne, Charies Catlin of the Fil- 
teenth, and Miies Kehoe of the Seventh. W. 
EF. Kent of the Fifth Ward, Frank Fucik of the 
Sixtb, Tom Sennott of the Eighth, and Mr. 
Peters of the Fourteenth are all after the Pro- 
bate Court Clerkship, and Maurice J. McGrath 
would take that or the Cierksh'p of the Crim- 
inal Court. All these clerkships will depend 
upon the nominations for tne leading offices. 

Although it is conceded on all sides that only 
good men should be nominated for County 
Commissioners, there bas been no general 
movement inthe direction of securing them. 
George Kroll, George Rahifs, ex-Ald. Bond, and 
others have been mentioned, but it now iooks 
as though the materiai for these offices would 
be sprung upon tbe convention the day of its 
meeting. 

There is a singular lack of activity among 
the Democrats, who are waiting to see what 
wiil be brought forth by the Republican con- 
Outside of John M. Dunpby, wbo 
want3 to be nominated for Sheriff, there is no 
open candidate for a county office on the 
Democratic side. Walliam Best, Charies Kern, 
J. H. Prentice, and Mr. Schoeninger have been 
suggested for Treasurer, but Best says ne 
would not bave it, and the others appear to 
want the nomination brought to them.

Candidates for Superior Court Judge would be 
interested, for instance, in belpirg Mr. Loomis 
in the Twelfth Ward, which possibly might 
draw off one of the candidates for 
the places they seek. If, on the other 
band, L. ; Perce of the ‘lt welfth 
Ward comes ‘out ._ as vw candidate 
for County Judge, the other seekers after ju- 
dicial honors might be up a stump as to what 
they had better do. In Prot. Kistler’s place it 
has been suggested that Raymond and Ste- 
phens might both be willing to help bim.

With such a multiplicity of candidates there 
will be a lively tight over the nominations.

The fight 
may be further simplified by repominating the 
present Judges. It is said, however, that Chris 
Mamer has taken offense at the action of the 
old Judges in using their influence for an early 
convention, and that he has sworn vengeance 
against them. It was hinted yesterday that he 
wus endeavoring to make trades with other 
candidates by which they were to help lay out 
the old Judges ifin turn the other candidates 
would help nominate Stephens. It may be 
considered doubtful whether any candidate for 
Judge would make a trade in that way. 
Trying to Get Up a Trade and Labor Ticket. 
The trade and labor political agitators are 
meeting with some opposition in their plans to 
puta straight labor ticket in the field, the op- 
position coming from members of their own 
associations who are uow holding political po- 
sitions. It is estimated that of the 6,000 polit- 
ical oftices now beid under the State, county, 
and Federal authority over 500 are held by act- 
ive members of trade organizauons. The 
leaders of the trades-unions who are anxious 
to puta labor ticket in the field denounce 
these men and accuse them of attempting to de- 
feat the plans of the majority of the laboring 
men in order that they may hold on to the offices 
they now have. Notwithstanding this opposi- 
tion, however, each of the trade organizations 
has elected three delegates to the political 
conference to be held at Greenebaum’s. Hall 
next Saturday afternoon at 2 o0’clock. The 
chances are that a full list of candidates, 
it they can be secured, will be placed 
before the laboring men for their 
suffrages. The leaders of the movement claim 
that there are fully 40,000 men who are mem- 
bers of trade organizations—Knights of Labor, 
the Central Labor Union, and the international 
trade and labor unions—who can be depended 
on to support this ticket if proper men are 
nominated. 


Louis Hutt Not a Candidate for 
Clerk.

LEVELED BY A CYCLONE, 


Damage Caused by a Wind-Storm in Two 
Indiana Towns. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Aug. 14.—[Special.]—A 
cycione which struck Newburgh, Ind., a small 
town fifteen miles above §-this city today, 
caused great destruction to crops and proper- 
ty. The roofs of a number of dwellings and 
business houses were blown away. LHBetbel’s 
large flouring-mill was wrecked. A large barn 
and storehouse was lifted from its founda- 
tion. 

Reports from Yankeetown, a small village 
seven miles above Newburg, say the cyclone 
passed about a mile and a haifeast of that 
piace, doing considerable damage to barns and 


dwellings. | 

As far as can be learned no lives were lost. 
The damage cannot be estimated, as only mea- 
gre details can be obtained tonight. | 

READING, Pa., Aug. 14.—Reports received 
from the couutry districts today show that 
last‘night’s cloud-burst and storm were unprec- 
edented. Many thousand busbels of unripe 
fruit are now lying onthe ground. The streets 
ot Hamburg presented the. appearance of riv- 
ers. Hundreds of cellars were flooded, and 
wagons and agricultural impiements were 
wasbed from farmyards into the Schuy/kill and 
carried. away. The West Hamburg Kolling- 
Mill and Tobias’ brickyard were wasbed out by 
the stream, compelling the workmen to flee 
for their lives. The embankment along the 
Reading Railroad was washed away, leaving 
the rods and silis hanging in the air. Corn 
fields were wasbed away, leaving not a vestige 
of the crop, anda tobacco fields were ruined. 
The fruit crops are a total loss. Three barns, 
valued at $12,000, were struck by lightning and 
destroyed, together with several animals, and 
the roots of three ehurcbes in the western sec- 
tion of Berks County were partially biown off.

That Mr. Finerty’s speech and the address just 
read to you should breathe a spirit of resentment 
against England is quite natural. [{Laughter.] 
They, like you, have been driven from Ireland by 
the power of England; and it would be a surpris- 
ing matter, a wonderful exhibition of human 
gratitude, if they entertained any other feelings 
towards that Power.8 |Hear! hear!) In addition 
to this resentment expressed by the Chairman I 
noticed a feeling of revenge in what has been ad- 
dressed to you, while we in 
choose between wasting our energies in a fruit- 
less policy of revenge or husbanding them:in or- 
der to use them in the work of Irish independence. 
Now I, for one, have put one side the policy of 
revenge. Most of the people in Ireland, all its 
leaders at least, have done the same: and I main- 
tain that we are right. {A voice, * You bet your 
life you are right,”’ and applause. | 

I would rather by patient endurance, by suffer- 
ing insult, by putting up with calumny and mis- 
representation, plod on through all my life work- 
ing for Irish national self-covernment than to 
gratify the natural promptings of the Irish heart 
to have revenge for what Ireland has suffered in 
the past. [Applause.| The fight for Irish na- 
tional self-government looks perhaps different in 
Ireland to what it does in Chicago. [|Hear! 
hear!}] It is very easy to establish an Irish re- 
public 3,000 miles away from Ireland by patriotic 
speeches [applause and luughter|; but I assure 
you itis notatall an easy task on the hillsides 
and.the plains of dear old lreland. [Applause. | 

We have, therefore, in this contest at home, to 
work and strive, and, if necessary, suffer, for the 
measure of liberty which it is possible for us to 
win. .If on being satisfied with less than what 
satisfies you we become recreant to the past his- 
tory of our country, to the past achievements of 
Irish. patriots, then we are quite willing to take 
the blame. The defeat of Mr. Gladstone in Par- 
liament, and the rejection of the appeal which he 
addressed to the electorate of Great Britain, have 
handed the reigns of government over to the bit- 
terest enemies of Lrish national sentiment, I do 
not think this isso much of a misfortune tothe 
cause of home rule itself as for the evil conse- 
quences Which will ensue to Ireland by continued 
turmoil and agitation owing to the postponement 
of the question. The methods resorted to in Order 
to effect the defeat of Mr. Gladstone were as 
mean and as unscrupulous as the ‘victory there 
by obtained will be fruitless and fleeting. He 
appealed to what is goodin English nature to 
right a mighty wrong which has inflicted untold 
miseries upon Ireland. His enemies made a 
counter appeal to the fear, bigotry, and prejudice 
of their countrymen. Every nation, like every 
individual, is made up of bad and good qualities. 
The bad quality in the English nation has for the 
moment triumphed over the good, and the ques- 
tion of home rule is consequentiv postponed un- 
til such a time as the better England reasserts 
its supremacy over the meaner England. But, 
associated with this defeat of Mr. Gladstone's 
efforts to give a local Legislature to Ireland, we 
have many circumstances of an encouraging 
character, I think it will be ald but impossible 
for the same weapons to be used again by 
the Tories against the proposition to. give 
a Parliament to Ireland. Notwithstanding 
the division Within the | Liberal party, 
the bolting Chamberlain and Hartington, the 
frantic cries of the Empire and Protestantism in 
danger, Wales and Scotland and over 1,0U0,U00 
English voters have supported the scheme of 
Gladstone to substitute an Irish Legislature for 
Westminster rule. [|Applause.| Now this sup- 
port, surprising as itis when -we consider what 
the feeling toward Ireland was in England seven 
or eight short years ago, would have been much 
greater if Gladstone had not handicaped_ his 
home-rule scheme by his Land-Purchase bill. 
‘the people of Great Britain were frightened at 
the statements made by Chamberlain that they 
were liable to have to pay £150,000,000 in order to 
buy out the Irish landlords. <A univérsal opinion 
obtained in Great Britain that this would be too 
much for even: England to pay to release its terri- 
torial garrison from the position it cecu- 
vies in lreland, Well, this revolt in KEn- 
gland against the Irish landlords is in itself 
a significant victory for [fish land reformers and 
for the principles of the Irish National Land 
League. When the British taxpuyer-is threat- 
ened with some financial risk. some dunger to his 
pocket in the carrying out of such a purchase 
scheme as Gladstone's. he suddenly becomes 
convinced of the fact that Irish landlord property 
is not of the value the landlords pretend it is, and 
that the buying out of the whole of the Irish 
landlords would be a very profitiess undertaking 
on the part of the British taxpayer. Well, the 
result of this, ladies and gentiemen., is that the 
class Which evicted you. and which has inflicted 
s0 Many wrongs upon Ireland, must now come to 
the Irish nation, or rather to the Irish Partlia- 


ment when it is Won, and won it will be within a’ 


few years |applause}: they must come to the 
Irish nation and surrender their trust or accept 
whatever terms the Irish people choose to give 
them for their property. 

The. defeat of Mr. Gladstone’s home-rule 
scheme is believed by many ardent Nationalists 
in America to be not an unmixed evil. I must 
say that the same opinion largely obtains in Ire- 
land. The scheme proposed by Mr. Gladstone 
recognized the principle of national self-govern- 
ment for which the Irish race has so long con- 
tended. A Parliament in Dublin to manage Irish 
affairs appeals strongly to me as an Irish Nation- 
alist to accept such a-measure, and hope for 
time to remedy the other drawbacks of such a 
measure; and, consequently, when appealed to 
by Mr. Parnell for my opinion, I agreed with him 
that we would not be actihg in the interests of 
the Irish people if we did not advise them to ac- 
cept and give a fair trial to Mr. Gladstone's 
| Applause. | 

Now consider for a few moments what is the 
altered condition of things in Ireland today from 
What it Was ten years ago. Then Irish landlord- 
ism dominated the social. and political life of 
Ireland. The Irish tenant farmers exhibited a 
want of spirit which was not, calculated to en- 
list external sympathy very much in their be- 
half. Dublin Castle at that time was the des- 
potic ruler of Ireland. No English Minister, no 
English party ever spoke in the House of Com- 
mons without declaring that the existence of 
irish landiordism and castle rule in Ireland were 
indispensable parts of the greatness of the Brit- 
ish Empire; while worse than all at that time ex- 
ternal public opinion seemed to have more sym- 

athy with the power which kept Ire- 
and down than with the efforts of the 
party which’ sought to effect something like 
national self-government for the country. Now 
what is the condition of things in Ireland todav? 
The landlord garrison of Ireland is so battered 
and broken that the English people have sternly 
refused to buy them out. The tenant farmers of 
Ireland show a better spirit and more determina- 
tion in Cotontins their rights.. An English Min- 
ister who in 1881 put 1, Irish Land-Leaguers 
in prison introduced a measure into the Imperial

Parliament in 1886 which, if successful, would 
have made sonre of these ex-suspects the virtual 
rulers and governors of Ireland. (Applause. | 

The situation in Ireland today is such as may 
largely draw upon the patience and forbearance 
which I ask of my countrymen in America for 
the leaders and the people athome. Gladstone's 
defeat gives power in Ireland for a time to the 
landlord garrison of that country and its English 
supporters, the-Tory party. Many men in Amer- 
ica may believe that this means the defeat of our 
seid and the overthrow of our movement. 
Vell, such emphatically is not the belief of the 
leaders at home or of the Irish people. We do 
not think that the movement started by the Land 
League is at all impaired by the recent defeat in 
the House of Commons. Solong as we have cool 
heads and resolute hands to carry. on 
the struggle it matters very little 
about one or more knock-down blows. We 
have been so accustomed to reverses in Ireland, 
our movement has so often arisen from defeat to 
smite its very overthrowers, that we are not dis- 
couraged or dismayed at having to begin again 
this winter the fight that has been going on with- 
out cessation during the last seven years. The 
overthrow of the Gladstone Government will 
change the scene of action from Westminster to 
Ireland. In the British Parliament Parnell has 
had the balance of power during the last few 
years. Therefore the struggle for Irish autonomy 
wus mainly carried on there. Now the sceneof 
action and-strife is removed to Ireland, where, 
notwithstanding the might and power of En- 
rland, Irish national sentiment reigns supreme 
in an impregnable position. [Applause. } 

The policy of the Tories while in power will, in 

‘my opinion. resemble the tactics employed by 
them in order to obtain power. They appeaied 
to the fanaticism of the Orangemen of Belfast in 
order to show to the civilized world how deter- 
mined what a a ‘peaceable and law- 
abiding people” if the North of Ireland were in 
their opposition to home rule. Well, the result 
ofthis appeal_Yas been such that Englishmen 
who believed in the peaceful disposition of the 
Orangemen of Ulster are horrified at the course 
pursued by England which fougd expression in 
the murder of Catholic policemen by English 
soldiers. And consequently these tactics of 
Churchill, meant toinjure home rule, have really 
had the contrary. effect, and I believe the 
kindred policy which the party of which he is the 
virtual leader will carry out next winter will 
have the same effect. They will enable the Irish 
landlords to harass and evict the tenants in or- 
der to drive the people into disturbances, so that 
such disturbances may be an argument against 
the concession of self-government to Ireland. 
They little know, although they ought from past 
experience to have some idea of the spirit of re- 
sistance which this policy will evoke, When they 
attack the rights of the heurthstone, when they 
War against the influences that concern 
the homesteads of the people, they 
have awoke a spirit that nothing 
can put down except the extermination 
ofthe people. It will be the duty of Lrish’na- 
tional sentiment in Ireland to once again defend 
the homes of our people. {Applause.}| You | 
say, It may be objected in America that this will 
be a social rather than a national spirit of resist- 
ence, It will be both; justas the efforts which 
Parnell made in Westminster for home rule 
would, if successful, free the land of Ireland 
from Irish landlordism, so will the fight of Ire- 
land to emancipate the land carry with it the 
struggle for Irish national independence. [Ap- 
plause.} . Both of these methods of combat work 
well with each other. One is the refiection of the 
other. Both will be the invincible means by 
which we will work out, with God's help, the 
national regeneration of our country, ([Ap- 
plause. ] 

In conclusion, ladies and gentlemen, I will only 
ask you to sustain us in Ireland, to back up the 
Irish National League in the strugyle of the com- 
ing winter as you generously supported the Land 
League in years gone by, andas you subsequently 
renerously gp wt the Parliamentary party in 
ts, tight in festminster. I do not appeal so 
much ‘for your financial assistance as for the 
moral support you can render us herein America; 
first, by the unity which ought to prevail among 
yourselves; and, secondly, by the respect you 
pay to the public sentiment of this great Repub- 
lic. Wewanrtto win in this struggle in Ireland 
as. much through the respect we will get for 
the means and the methods we —s as for 
the intrinsic merits of the Irish cause itself. Yo 
ought to be proud, I am sure you feel proud, a 
the universal feeling of friendship prevalent in 
America now towards the struggles whicit we are 
making at home to secure National self-govern- 
ment. You can consolidate sentiment strongly, 
and you can perpetuate that kindly feeling in 
America by not thrusting across our path in Ire- 
landa policy which we will not accept. You 
may hold your own opinions; yuu may express 
them fearlesly as you will; you may find fault 
withthe way in which we are struggiing, but We 
will not allow even you: generous Irish-Ameri- 
can people to teach usin Ireland what our duty 
is (applause), and how we must fight in order to 
win for our country all that is possible to be won. 
You can best maintain this unity of 
friendly American sympathy by _remain- 
ing thoroughly united and harmonious 
yourselves in -your various Irish National 
organizations. While you see the whole Ameri- 
can people and the whole American press almost 
one in wishing us success, there is no room for 
dissension among Irishmen, either at home or 
abroad. {Applause.} Therefore, it is the moral 

- support we ask from you here today rather than 
the material support which heretofore you have 
riven with lavish hand to us in our struggles at 
Lome, ‘ 

Finerty Differs Somewhat with Davitt. 


Chairman Finerty said Mr. Davitt had mis- 
conceived their purpose. They wanted them 
{the Irisb in Ireland! to take ali they could pet 
and look for more. Did Euglandor Mr. Davitt 
suppose that they would thrust any policy on 
them? It there was any way they could an- 
noy Engliand—keep ber awake nights —they 
wanted todoit. He was born in Connaught 
and brought up partly in Tipperary. When 
the Irish peopie did acts of violence they 
should not be cursed for so doing. When the 
Irishman sawtbat it was only the hand of 
charity that kept bim and his family from 
starving could he be blamed for resisting’ If 
the Irish ever fought for an Irish Republic 
they would find thousand and thousands in 
America to support them. They should not 
be chary of their biood if it were necessary. 
He approved of what Mr. Davitt had done and 
of what Mr. Parnell had done. Said Mr. Fin- 
erty: **‘ We are glad to see Mr. Davitt.here as 
the representative of that dear old country 
that gave us birth. Great God, gentiemen, 
we don’t want them to accept dangers that we 
don’t wanttoshare. Our Cbrist said: ‘He 
that denies me before men him will I deny 
before my Fatberin Heaven.’ Some of our 
leaders denied us in the House of Commons, 
but we won’t deay them. However we may 
differ in opinion, the glorious gospel of unity 
in aid of Ireland sbal! prevail. They shouid be 
aided with our swords and our pens, or in 
any other way we can help them. I shall be 
prepared for compromise when every selfish 
word shali be atoned for by England. Charity 
is grand, my friends; forgiveness is great, 
but England is not yet in sackcloth, We have 
forgotten that Gladstone was a bypocrit, 
a Pharisee. Absoiutely: we no lopger groan 
for the Earl of Spencer. Spencer bas repented, 
my friends. He is a sheep, but still be is a 
kind of a black sheep, Great beavens, gentie- 
men, itis impossible tor us to stand under 
that flag and listen to those mild doctrines that 
Mr..Davitt gives utterance to., It will not 
always bein the power of Engiand to dictate 
terms to Ireland. God grant the bour may 
come when in some broad line of battle our 
soldiers may be able to wipe out the stigma of 
the battle of the Boyne, Some of us may 
never see it. Weare getting old, some of us. 
Let us hope that Ireland will never cease to re- 
gist. It is for this we think and toil, and our 
oniy hopeis to lift up our flag, to establish a 
republic which will be presided over py a Par- 
nell or a Micnael Dayitt.’’ 


The Evening Meeting. 


The evening meeting, which was attended 
by fully 10,000 people, was -presided over by 
Alexander Sullivan. He said the purpose of 
the gatherings was to give utterance to the 
sentiment of that greater Ireland which was 
banished from its natural home, and to bring 
together in friendly ahd neighborly commun- 
jon the scattered Gaels who resided in Chicago. 
Falsely and malignantly the man who im- 
prisoned Parnell and Davyitt |applause!| had 
said that they were associated with dynamiters, 
and extremists, and _ rebels, und that 
they were responsible for the sentiments 
entertained by all these elements. It 
would be idie to deny that there 
were dynamiters [applause]; that there are 
men who would rather take liberty on the field 
of arms than through an English Parliament.

England, and if men herein America choose to 
fight for revenge. choose to resort to retaliation 
for the wrongs inflicted upon them and their 
country, we cannot be to blame.

I find no fault with Mr. Finerty or Mr. Sullivan 
for the sentiments they express. [A voice: 
“They are all right.""] I am not going to puss 
judgment upon any Irishman. [* Bully for you!” 
and applause.| Judgment has very often been 
passed upon myself with very unpleasant conse- 
quences, [Laughter.} Wein lreland must face 
the enemy and fight the battle of our country. 
[Applause and “True for you.”’*] We are the 
men inthe gap. We have to run all the risk, we 
have to take the consequences, providing we 
make a false step. Therefore, we are 
the men, I think, who have <- the 
right to say in what way we, the 
people of Ireland, shall work out the regenera- 
tion of ourcountry. [Applause and “ Good."’} 
There is little account taken here in America of 
the terrible odds against which we have to con- 
tend at home. Don't you think the policy which 
has brought so much about is the best and the 
wisest policy for us to pursue’ [Applause and 
‘Yes."] Anyhow, we are going to pursue it. 
[** Good enougn.”| I am certain that in a short 
time we will win this fight. 

I will be glad to see Lord Salisbury resort to 
coercion for two reasons. Wherever that policy 
has been fallen back upon by the English Gov- 
ernment it has invariably been followed by some 
concession to Irish national sentiment; andthen 
a little danger in the Irish movement may have a 
very salutary effect upon some individuals in that 
movement. If coercion comes along we will 
very soon get rid of them, and the real manhood 
of Ireland, the determined national spirit of the 
country will come to the front; and with that 
Lord Salisbury will have to deal, 

Llreadin the papers the other day that. Ran- 
dolph Churchill {hisses} was preparing some 
scheme which was to settle once and forever the 
lrish dificulty.. 1 don’t expect very much from 
Lord Randolph Churchill. [Laughter.| He is 
decended on the one hand from Lord Castlereagh 
[hisses], a gentleman who, you know, once 
anticipated justice by committing suicide; and, 
on the other hand, the present practical leader 
of the Tories comes from Jack Churchill. The 
idea that a man “so descended can pro- 
pose anything which would be aéceptable 


to Irish national sentiment as a satisfactory solu- 


tion of the Anglo-Irish question is simply absurd, 
These County Boards, and this kind of Parlia- 
mentary Committee, if offered fifteen or twenty 
years ago, might have been accepted as an install- 
ment of justice; but when, we know now that this 
something or other, policy or scheme, isto come 
forth in order to weaken the popular demand of 
Ireland for an Irish Parliament we simply tell 
Lord Randolph Churchill to keep his scheme in 
his pocket. 

I can pledge you my word, from the knowledge 
of things at home and from my belief in the 
honesty of Mr. Parnell and his followers, that in 
a very few. years’ time it will be the priyilege of 
some of us to come out here, not to a National 
League Convention, but to tell you what meas- 
ures we intend to propose in the Irish Parlia- 
ment in College Green. (Cheers. |} 

Mr. Sullivan then introduced Mr. Patrick 
Egan, who briefly congratulated the audi nce 
on the good sense, unity, and patriotism it dis- 
played by showing that neither the sophistry 
nor rascality of any one man or set of men 
could create dissension in the Irish ranks. 

Tnomas : Brenan, first, Secretary of the Land 
League in Ireland, said he hoped to see a 
peaceful solution of the Irish question, but it 
remained witn the Engiish rulers to decide this 
point. But with or without English assist- 
ance, Ireland will go on in its work of fighting 
for home rule. 

Alexander Sullivan spoke again, and said 
that Michael Davitt agreed with bim that dy- 
namwitards existed, and that England couid re- 
fhove them only by removing English politics 
trom Ireland, but God had not given to the 
Irish race the benignity and gentie beart of 
Davitt. While he boped for a peaceful end- 
ing to the present troubles, he had little faith 
in any remedy which might be conceived in an 
English Parliament, but the Irish people were 
ready to give itatrial. Davitt was a stranger 
in this country, but he was not, perhaps, fully 
aware that if the support of the Irish in this 
country was withdrawn from Ireland, the 
movement in that country wouid be like an eel 
—without vertebrae. 

The Rev. George C. Betts, a Protestant min- 
ister, made a short address, in which he said 
that when he first beard of Davitt he expected 
to find that he was anxious to drink blood out 
of an English skull, but since meeting him be 
had discovered that Davitt was a peaceable 
man, anxious te settie Ireland’s wrongs with- 
out resorting to bloodshed if possible, 

John F. Finerty, amid loud cheers, said that 
to stow that the assemblage had nothing but 
the bighest respect for Davitt he moved that a 
vote of thanks be tendered to him fcr his pa- 
tient and earnest devotion to Ireland’s cause. 
The motion was put by Mr. Sullivan, who said 
that what bad hitherto appeared to be a pas- 
suge-at-arms between Davitt and Finerty was 
now seep to have been nothing but ‘love 
taps,’’ and it was easy to see where they stood 
after tonigit. He who struck Davitt struck 
Finerty, and be who struck them both struck 
Irisbmen everywhere. Three cheers were 
then. given for Davitt and three more for 
Egan. 

‘** God Save Treland’’ was then sung by Jo- 
sepb P. Duffy, the audience joining, and the 
exercises came toa close. The exhibition of 
fireworks followed, many bandsome and 
appropriate designs being seen. Mr. Davitt 
andtne other gentlemen viewed them for a” 
few minutes, and about 10:45 o’clock took car- 
Triages back to their respective residences and 
hotels. 


WEST SIDE DRIVING-PARK. 


A Very Large Crowd Present—The Speakers 
Devote Considerable Time to the Leaders 
of the Other Demonstration, 
The exercises at the West Side Driving-Park 

were annouaced to commence at 8:30 a. m.,, 
but the people who arrived that early could 
only stand around and watch each other and 
the clouds. At3o’clock people were arriving 
in droves, and by 5 o'clock there were proba- 
bly 6,000 persons on the grounds. The amuse- 
ments of ‘the day were opened with the foot- 
ball match. Some 200 men and boys eugaged 
in it, not one of whom had other inspiration 
than to kick the ball unless the two or three 
men are excepted who invariably aimed itat a 
white plug-hat worn by one of the contestants. 
Then canie the hurley match, in which more 
shins were barked and. beads cracked than in 
any other game ot the day. After the speak- 
ing, which was held in Floral Hall, the crowd 
filed out to the race track agwaip to witness the 
races, The most amusing contest of the day 
was when 200 boys from 10 to l4.years of age 
started down the track. The race was given 
to a 12-year-old youngster who stole a march 
upon the other boys by jumping the fence 
after the start was made, thus getting a lead 
of several hundred feet. 

Two bands were in attendance during the 
day. The dancing element among the picnick- 
ers apparently got more enjoyment out of the 
day than any other. The proceeds of the pic- 
nic, which will be continued today, when 
the balloon ascension will take place, go 
for the benefit of St. Josepb’s Orphans’ Home 
and the Parnell Parliamentary fund. As some- 
thing over 20,000 tickets were sold, about 
$2,500 will be the share for the last mentioned

Wedon'’t want a man with one eye fixed.on 
Ireland and the other upon a political oflice in 
this country. We don't want such a map, nor 
a puppet wbo moves to the rigiit or left, back- 
ward or forward, guided soiely by a string 
puiled by the wizard behind the curtain. The 
convention will not be found in the pocket of 
any inen or clique of men. There will be 
a full ar* free discussion, and after 
the speecnes of our irish _ visitors, 
who bave come to tell of the wants and aspi- 
ravons of the bome organization, leaving us 
to devise the ways and means, there will be 
enough common sense, patriotism, and stern 
resolution in its compgysition to tbwart the 


schemes of ail the tricksters and political as- * 


pirants who may be found there. No matter 
what may happen in the end, ways and means 
will be found to aid ana uphoia the brothers 
in Ireland. No man who is patriotic, honest, 
and earnest will stand in the way of Ireland’s 
advancement. If there be a man against 
whom multitudinous charges bave come up 
from all quarters, and which we have come 
bere to sustain, if he be honest he should say: 
* Although Iam wronged, and although these 
charges can’t be proved and are wholly with- 
out ftoundaunon, still it is quite clear that with 
me as President or with a puppet President 
the Irish-American peopie cannot be united, 
so I will step down and out and make room for 
some one who can unite them.”’ 

Mr. Henry F. Donovan thought the meeting 
plainly demonstrated that the Irish-Americans 
needed no Jumbo to induce them to iend their 
presence and money to the cause of Ireland 
and the orphans.. Irish patriotism bad no 
limit, and there was no limit to the lengths 
these people would go in work and money 
todo honor to Parnell. The meeting was to 
be construed as a message of conciliation, not 
of war; as a message from the Irisb people that 
honesty and patriotism and not American poli- 
tics were to govern the operations of the Irisb- 
Americans in their support of Mr. Parnell. In 
that light they could afford to pass by the 
byenas who were quarreling by the way, and 
who dared to insult the peopleof Chicago by 
declaring that they were not good enough to 
meet and-entertain their own guests. 

Mr. Edward _L. Carey of New York thanked 
the clergy and otner speakers for their praise 
of the Ancient Order ot Hibernians. He said 
the same parties who were bow seeking the 
controi of the league attempted at one time to 
disrupt the society which he had the bonor to 
represent. Patrick Egan bad announced that 
no organizstion would be given representation 
in the coming convention which had not sent 
its contribution through Dr. O’ Reiily. This was 


an outrage which he did not believe the con- 


vention would carry out. : 

In introducing Mr. W. J. Hynes the Chair- 
man announced that be was a maa upon whom 
the leader of the opposit faction would lay a 
heavy band if he dared, but if Hynes should 
tail his fall would be like Samson’s—with the 
whole structure of the league tottering down 
with him, There was a tbreat abroad in the 
land that any man who dared connect himself 
with the Palmer House committee would be 
tabooed by these aristocrats. But the hour 
for their fall had come, and the people -would 
read before the convention closed that these 
politicians and tricksters themselves had fall- 
en. Mr. Hynes, after explaining the object of 
the Palmer House committee, said they 
were going on with the work, and a 
hearty inVitation was extended to every man 
and every delegate who was here for Parnell. 
Tne rooms of the committee would also be the 
rallying ground tor every delegate who owns 
bis own vote, and who comes without a coliar 
round bis neck and the wiip of his master 
over his bead. 

Judge Hogan then made a few remarks, and 
Dr. P. H. Cronin read the following resoiu- 
tions, which were unanimously adopted: 

WHEREAS, It is apparent that serious evils ex- 
ist the management of the representative organ- 
ization of the Lrish people of America, known as 
the Irish National League. 

WHEREAS, It is known that means have 
been used by those high in wuuthority in that 
organization to give color to the assertions that 
those opposed totheir management of the league 
are mere recalcitrants ; 

Resolved, That we urge upon every, representa- 
tive of the Irish people in the approaching con- 
vention of the league the necessity of placing at 
the head of the organization then of such charac 
ter as to claim the respect not alone of the Irish 
people, but of all clusses of gur citizens as well. 

Resolved, That here, in mass-meeting 15,000 
strong. we pledge to Charles Stewart Parnell our 
best eiforts. to sustain him in every movement 
that in his judgment may lead to the unity of the 
Irish people at home and abroad. 

Resolved, 'That we recognize the fact that the 
Irish leaders at home are the proper persons to 
represent the feelings, hopes, and aspirations of 
their people in regard to the political present 
and future. Wedeplore the position taken by a 
certain elass of Irishmen who would embarrass 
the work of Mr. Parnell and his colleagues. by 
foolish threats and suggestions that find ho place 
in the policy of the duly elected representatives 
of nine-tenths of the Irish people. 

Resolved, That we cable to Mr. Parnell our 
sentiment of earnest support of his policy, 
in the name of every true Irish man and woman 
in this broad land, in the glorious work to which 
he has -devoted his life. 

Resolved, That we tender to our distinguished 
visitors our heartfelt thanks for their kind words 
of counsel, and trust that their voices may be 
heard in no uncertain tone in the councils of the 
Irish-American people at the forthcoming con- 
vention. F 

Letters of regret were then read from the 
Hon. Hempstead Washburne, Hugh O'Brien, 
Mayor of Boston, Gov. Oglesby, the Hon, Allen 
G. Thurman, John Boyle O’ Reilly. . Congress- 
men Foran and McAdoo, Gov.

A LIVELY TIME AHEAD. 


There Will Be Fan in the Convention Over 
the Selection of Officers and the Choice of 
a Line of Action for the League. 

The preliminary skirmish of the impending 
battle between the contending factions of the 
Irish National League took place yesterday. 
As the bosts were divided by the Chicago 
River there was noopportunity to effectively 
reply ‘to each other's rbetorical  bat- 
teries. Nor, indeed, so far as the 
immense crowds at both picnics were 
concerned was there any disposition for war- 
fare; good humor and thorough enjoyment 
seemed to govern both. But among the iead- 
ers of both there were enmities which occa- 
sionally in private found vent, which foretell 
a heated struggie in the convention, It will 


it must be- 


not down, nor ean it be postponed, Each side 
is armed with rhetorical bombs, and they will 
be exploded. 

At the West Side demonstration there was 
much feeling, quietly expressed, against Davitt 
for his refusal to speak there. *’Twas a 
splendid opportunity for a truly great leader,” 
said a »rominent judicial gentleman and an 
earnest advocate of the league, **to 
harmonize matters instead of em- 
bitteringe them.”’ Otners said that 
his action would bave tbe effect of 
strengthening a clique which bad other pur- 
poses than parliamentary agitation in view, 
and which was contemplating the destruction 
of the league. And one went so far as to say 
that there was a scheme against the leadership 
of Parnell involved. At the Ogden Grove pic 
nic there was less public vituperation, but the 
attempts oi certain men to disrupt the organi- 
zation were treely commented upon. The op- 
position was, they declared, not a movement 
on principle, but personal antipathy. 

Who will be the next President of the 
league is one of the questions elready dis- 
cussed. The opposition doesn’t seem to have 
any one fixed upon as yet. President 
Egan says positively he will not ac- 
cept anotner term, and Jobn F, Finerty, 
Maunce Willbere of Manayunk, Pa., and 
©’ Neil! Ryan of St. Louis are talked of. So is 
Alexander Sullivan, but be declares that un- 
der no circumstances would he accept the: po- 
sition again. The best opinion seemsto be 
that Willbere will be supported by the present 
leaders. He ie conservative in his views and a 
prominent member of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians. 

Among the arrivals the night before last 
were Jobn Devoy and the Hon. Edward L.Carey 
of New York, both with b.ood in their eyes. 
Devoy and Davitt were the first to preach the 
Land-League doctrine, and finally induved Par- 
nelliand other public men in Ireland to lead 
it. Devoy will, no doubt, make a  Obitter 
attack in the convention on “Sullivan 
and his leaders. He says that to oust them is 
the safety of the organization. What force he 
can call to bis aid or wnat bis line of attack 
will be he would not say, but he feels confi- 
dent that the convention will back bim and his 
friends when the facts are laid before it. Mr. 
Carey is also determined tor a change. He is 
a leader in the A. O. H. order, and has always 
been promirentin Irish national! affairs. In- 
quiries as to the views of deleyates through- 
out the country, so far as elected, did not re- 
sult in anything very definit, but it seems 
probable that the great majority of those from 
New York and New England will be 
with the opposition. Pennsylvania, with 
few exceptions, will be with the present 
leaders, who, however, deny any great disatffec- 
tion in the East outside of New York City. 
The western delegates are said to be pretty 
solid for the powers that be, but the opposition 
say they will be surprised in those calculations. 
Neither side is disposed to talk specifically, 
fearing to make known their tactics and in- 
tendions. Mr. Egan and bis party stili main- 
tain that there will be no serious dissensions 
in tne convention, and that its proceedings 
will go on as harmoniously and leisurely as 
need be required. Such,\too, are the opinions 
expressed by several delegates who arrived 
yesterday, among whom were the Rev. Dr. 
Betts, an Episcopalian clergyman, formeriy of 
St. Louis, now of Louisville; Michael Boland of 
New York,Tbomas Brennan of Omaha,and W. J. 
Gleason of Cleveland. All of the above are 
well-known and influential men. 

An adherent of the Egan-Suilivan side yes- 
terday ridiculed the idea that American poli- 
tics had anything todo with the dissensions, 
and proceeded to show that while Egan and 
Sullivan were Republicans, nine-tenths of their 
followers were hidebound Democrats; on the 
other band,while Hynes and Carey were Demo- 
crats, most of their active associates were 
Republicans. 

On the arrival of each new delegate a caucus 
‘is held, and both parties will probably boid a 
formal caucus Tuesday next, when each will

vania; Mr. Michael Davitt; and ten of the 
leading Irisb-American orators of the conven- 
uon. The Irish-Americans will each speak 
five minutes. The names of the Irisb- 
American speakers will be announced Thurs- 
day. The doors will be opened at 7 o’clock, 
and a first-class band will furnish patriotic 
music until 8 o’clock sharp, when the meeting 
will be called to order. Five thousand chairs 
will be placed in the battery, and every ar- 
rangement will be made to secure a great suc- 
cess. Tickets will be for sale only at the door.

IN AND AROUNDNEW YORK 


LAWYERS PUZZLED BY A RECENT EN- 
ACTMENT OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


Possibility that the Bequests of Samuel J. 
Tilden Will Be Taxed—The Cigar Manu- 
facturers Agree to the Return of Their 
Union Workmen—A Jersey Girl Runs 
Away with an Indian—The Cut in Steam- 
ship Rates. 


New YorK, Aug. 14.—[Special.]—A very 
nice point of law is likely to arise from the 
munificent bequests of the late Samuel J. T i 
den. The law of 1885 provides that the State 
shall collect.a tax of 5 per cent on all public 
bequests. About $4,000,000 has been be- 
queatbed by the willof Mr. Tilden for publie 
libraries, The tax would give the State $200. - 
000 Out of the estate and an additional $10,000 
to the County Treasurer for collecting the 
same. But a special’ provision of Sec. 1 
of Chap. 483 of the laws of 1885 exempts 
from taxation all property hertofore exempted 
by the laws of the State. Subdivision 5, Sec. 4, 
Part 1, Chap. 13, Title 1, of the Revised 
Statutes exempts from taxation al! “real and 
personal property of every kind belonging to a 
public library.” But another section of the 
law of 1585 says that the taxes on public be- 
quests shall accrue on the death of the dece- 
dent and 6 per cent interest shall be added if 
not paid witbin a specified time. This is con- 
sidered by many as likely to bring the Tilden 
estate under the taxable clause. If the Tilden 
library baa been established, and not in con- 
templation, there would be no doubt in the 
minds of many distinguished lawyers that the 
bequest thereto would bave been held exempt 
from taxation. But as it is an institution to 
be established within the limits of two lives, 
the estate intrusted to persons selected totake 
charge of it during those lives, which may be 


a period of fromtento fifty years, and the 
taxation, with interest, begins on the death of 
the decedent, many are inciined to think the 
estate will have to pay the tax if claimed. It 
will, bowever, be pvrought before a court tor 
decision, and as‘there is no record of such a 
case among the reports of the State courts the 
decision will be louked for with much interest 
us a precedent. 

There are gifts, however, that fall within 
the meaning of the Jaw and upon these the tax 
wiil be paid. Theseare $50,000 to Mrs. Lucy 
R. Tilden, $50,000 to Susan G. Tilden, $100,000 
to Anna J. Gould,- $100,000 to Marie Celeste 
Stauffer, and the sma!! sums left the servants 
of the household. Neither Andrew H. Green, 
one of the executors, nor Lewis C. Ledyard of 
the tirm of Carter & Ledyard, bad beard of this 
demand by the Treasurer of Westchester 
County. The law gives the executors six 
months in which to pay the tax without pen- 
ality. Thereafter the penalty is 6 per cent 
per annum, or 10 per cent per annumif the 
executors. at the end of the first year have 
failed to furnish bonds for the payment of the 
tax, The law further provides for the deduc- 


tion of the tax from each legacy so that the 


general estate may not suffer. Consequently

The Cigar Manufacturers Surrender. 
The cigarmakers were jubilant today at the

The executive board of the 
union bas informed them that if they donot ac- 
cept the union terms by 9 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing, the strikes in their shops will coutinue and 
they will have to pay an advance of $1 per 
1,000 cigars to the men. The men of the other 
shops will assemble at their various beadquar- 
ters at 7 o’clock Monday morning and will 
march to their shops in bodies and resume 
work. 

A Jersey Girl Elopes with an Indian. 

A comely damse)] of 19 summers hailing from 
Newark, N. J., bas been continually noticed 
about Buffalo Bili’s Wild West camp at Eras- 
tina, Staten Jsland. She was there the day 
that the show was opened and since that time 
she bas never failed to patronize it two or 
three or four times aweek. The young dam- 
sel’s attention seemed to be riveted upon the 
fascinating person ot a Pawnee Indian named 
Pushaluck, the vest looking fellow in the camp. 
Pusbaiuck spoke a little English and a great 
deal of Indian. He always lingered as near 
the comely young damsel as duty and fences 
Soon the inhabitants of the 
Wild West colony became convinced 
that Pushaluck had _  (failen victim to 
the New Jersey girl's charms, To- 
day Pyushaluck disappearea trom the 
camp and it was considerea more than a 
strange coincidence that the damsel was not to 
be seen on the grounds. It was subsequently 
ascertained that the girl bad arrived in the 
morning, met the sombre Pushaluck, and to- 
gether they had taken the train for New York. 
News of the elopement quickly spread in the 
camp. Buffalo Bill was in a towering rage 
when he beard of the romance. He swore in 
good, round Indian. Heis under a contract 
with rne Government to return Pushaluck with 
the other Indians to the reservation in good 
order at the expiration of their leave of ab- 
sence. Toreturn Pushaluck as a benedict 
would not be, in Buffalo Bill’s opinion, to re- 
turn him in good order. Buffalo Bill instituted 
numerous inquiries with a view to discovering 
the whereabouts of the runaway, but he met 
with no success. 

The Cut in Steamship Rates. 

The immigrant cut-rate war among the con- 
tinental steamship companies which broke out 
aboult-a fortnight ago bids fairto last some 
time. The Red Star Line, which brought about 
the war by cutting its connection witt tbe con- 
ference and reducing its steerage rates, seems 
determined not to yield anything to the lines, 
whicb are practically trying to boycott it. The 
latest cut was made by the Netherland Amer- 
ican Line, which bas reduced its rates to Lon- 
don by way of Rotterdam from $20 to $12 and 
to Seandinavian ports from $18 to $15. A rep- 
reseutative of one of the warring continental 
lines said today that very littie steerage busi- 
ness was being done at present. Should the 
immigrant business pick up the companies will 
undoubtedly drop their differences and unite 
on good substantial rates. The companies 
were willing to grant the Red Star people some 
concessions, but not enough to satisfy the lat- 
ter. It was rumored that the continental 
companies would nearly all make further re- 
auctions in their steerage rates Monday. The 
agents of these lines did not, however, make 
any such announcements themselves. It was 
also rumored that the English lines feared that 
the low continental rates were robbing them of 
steerage business and that they would make 
reductions in a day or two. One of the English 
agents saia that such reductions migeht be made, 
but that no orders tocut bad yet been received 
from the home managers. 

The Strike Among Canalmen, 

The strike among the cana! boatmen is 
spreading rapidiy. Today, at the meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the union, tbh 
waiking delegates reported that over 1,000 
canal boats and barges had beenr** tied up’’ jin 
tne harbor and sound by striking boatmen. 
District. Assembly No. 49, Knights of Labor, 18 
bucking up tae Boatmen’s Union. 
they will oraer the laborers on the locks at 
Port Johnson, Elizabetbport, Perth Amboy, 
South Amboy,rand Hoboken to stop work until 
tbe strike is ended. Orders have ‘also been 
given to stop the loading of coal barges and 
boats at Honesdale, Pa., and other places in 
that State witb coa! intended for this port. 

‘ Herr Niemann Coming. 

Arrangements have been concluded by 
which Herr Niemann, the well-known tenor of 
the Berlin Opera-House, will come to this coun- 
try to sing in the torthcoming season of Ger- 
man opera.: Herr Niemann bas a fine tenor 
voice, which 1s famous in nearly all European 
musical circles. The Emperor's permission to 
allow Herr Niemann to leave the Berlin 
Opera-House has been given, and Herr Nie- 
maon has been granted a leave of absence for 
three months. He will probably sing the first 
night of the season in ** Tannbduser " or * Ri- 
eozi.”” .He will be assigned the leading tenor 
parts in all the operas in which be sings. Herr 


Niemann will probably arrive in this country 


about the middie of October.

CABLE CHAT. 


An Important Letter from One High in the 
Authority of the Church—Gossip About 
the Stage—What the American Actors 
Are Doing on the Other Side of the 
Water — Personal and General Notes 
from Abroad. 


Lonpon, Aug. 14.—[New York Times Spe-. 


cial Cabie.|—Advices from Rome say the Amer- 
ican Catholic hierarchy and clergy are just at 
present considerably occupying the mind of 
the Vatican. Tho authorities of the Propaganda 
are anxious to know the effect of the decrees 
of the recent Plenary Council of Baltimore 
and the obedience shown them. So far all 
the reports of Bishops have been roseate. 
Episcopal letters sent to the Propaganda, and 
private communication passing between En- 
giish, Irish, and American Bishops, ail go to 
svow that there is a decided spurt of increased 
discipline. The outward conduct of the Amer-. 
ican Catholic clergy bas been brought within 
more thoroughly clerical lines. As this mat- 
ter is important I quote from a long report in 
Italian sent to Mgr. Dominico Jacobini, acting 
prefect of the Propaganda, the pre:ate who is 
undoubtediy the link between the Pope him- 
seifand American Catholicism: 


It is with the utmost consolation, most illustri- 
ous monsignor, thatI announce to you thut the 
Pienary Council of Baltimore has considerably 
increased the synodal action of the Church of 
Christ, which ayails for the salvation of humanity 
and the spread of the Gospel everywhere. Cler- 
ics from the highest to the lowest are competing 
in sacred learning. zeal, and that wondrous uni- 
formity of discipline which marks out the Ca- 
tholicism of today. To begin with, I observe an 
increase of diligence in the preparation of stu- 
dents for the priesthood. The great work of 
forming diocesan seminaries, according to the 
mind of the Council of Trent, is progressing. 
The Sulpician system, venerable and upos- 
tolic in its origin, has been chosen by 
the Archbishop of Boston as his stand- 
ard of pastoral training. A new college 
founded by the Rev. Prof. Hogan of Paris hus 
been started in Boston, and the clergy of that 

rovince will thus be well grounded in solid 
earning and virtue. It is fitting to note, too, 
that the French system has been practically 
modified to suit the temperaments of American 
youth. Ali captious or undutiful objection to 
tranquil reform has been conquered—a great 
Sign of earnest and fervent faith in a people so 
independent and sturdy as are Americans. Un- 
limited power of Bishops within their own terri- 
tory has necessarily been | curtailed by the coun- 
cil. This, too, has been adopted loyally and with 
beneficial prospects to the cause of religion. As 
to the devotion of the American Catholic laity 
there can be no doubt that it equals, if it does 
not excel, that of England and her colonies. 

The letter continues in a similarly eulogistic 
Strain concerning re‘igious communities, the 
method of carrying out the services of the 
cbhurch, and the private livesof the American 
clergy. The chief embarrassment of the Holy 
See in its relations with America lies in the 
grave question of the nomination of Bishops. 
Until the decrees of the council are in fair 


working order there must necessarily be some’ 


strong pressure brought to bear whenever a 
vacancy occurs among the American Bisbop- 
rics.

BAYARD’S QUEER FUREIGN POLICY. 


He Climaxes His Biundering in the Cutting 
Case by Sending a Special Envoy to Mexi- 
co to Investigate It. , 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special.|— 

Secretary Bayard has at last been driven into 

acknowledging his weakness. Although he 

has persistently and repeatediy denied that the 

United States was to send a special envoy to 

Mexico itis given out this afternoon at the 

State Department that A. G. Sedgwick of New 

York is now on his way to Paso de! Norte and 

Chibuahua. Even this morning it was em- 

phatically stated: by Mr. Bayard that such a 

proposition bad never been broached. it was 

left for Assistant-Secretary -of-State Porter to 
reluctantly admit that there was sume trutd in 
the story. The motive which has ied 

Mr. Bayard to deliberately mislead the public 

is clear enough. The sending of a special 

envoy to Mexico is practically a vote by the 

State Department of want of confidence in it- 

self. Mr. Bayard could not say in a plainer 

manner that he has most likely made a mis- 
take in dealing with the Mexican Government, 

He demanded the immediate release of Cutting 

nearly one monthb ago in the most peremptory 

terms. There was but one outcome to 
such a demand in_ the of its 
being refused if the honor of the 

United States was to be upheld, and 

that was war. The Mexicans refused to re- 

lease Cuttmg, and Bayard has dawdied along, 
waiting tor something to turn up to re.ease 
bim from his embarrassment. In the mean- 
time the Mexicans bave taken advantage of 
their opportunity and have changed the in- 
dictment against Cutting, as THe TRIBUNE pre- 
dicted, so that it appears that he was tried for 
circulating a libel in Mexico. In the official 
correspondence transmitted to Congress ure 
the affidavits of two persons familiar with the 

Mexican language, who swear that the Judge 

of the court in which Cutting was tried stated 

that the offense was for the publication of the 


event 


-atieged libel in the El Paso (Tex.), Herald. 


‘Mr. Sedgwick has not veen given diplomatic 
powers. He has orders and authority to secure 
the records of a court which@never pubiishes 
its records, and to look up &ail the facts and 
study thorougbly the features of the Cutting 
case. He will report directly to the Secretary 
of State. He is expected to go to Paso del 
Norte and to Chihuahua. It is said at the State 
Department that be. will probably not go to the 
City of Mexico. - There are various opinions 
as to what effect the appointment of 
a spevial envoy to Mexico will have on repre- 
sentatives of the United States now there. It 
is believed that Judge Jackson, the Minister to 
Mexico, will take it as an insult. Bayard and 
Porter have both expressed their utmost con- 
fidence in Minister Jackson and in Consul 
Brigbam at Paso del Norte, but tbeir action in 
sending Mr. Sedgwick down there can have 
but one significanee. They bave not tne confi- 
deaoce which they express. 

~Ciry oF Mexico, Aug. 14.—The Minister of 
Foreign Relations, Sehor Mariscal, bas addressed 
a communication under date of the 12th inst, 
to Minister Komero at Washington, giving a 
review of all the legal points in the Cutting 
controversy. The communication draws atten- 
tion to the inexactitude of some ot Secretary 
Bayard’s statements, due, no doubt, it says, to 
unreliable information given him by interest- 
ed and excited persons. The prosecution of 
Cutting did not originate with the Judge, as 
stated by Mr. Bayard, but was the resuit of an 
offended party’s comp! aint, made in due form. 
Again, Cutting was not only not refused 
legal assistance, but was provided with coun- 
sel, be refusing to employ a lawyer. 

The communication enters at length into the 
question of jurisdiction, and cites numerous 
authorities. including Wheaton and other 
American jurists, insupportof the ciaim of 
Mexico for jurisdiction over offenses commit- 
ted against Mexicans on foreign territory. He 
cites among others Judge Story, who, in re- 
viewing a New York decision, say tnat, al- 
though the luws of every country are in their 
nature /ocal, yet an offense may be committed 
in one sovereignty in violation of the laws of 
anotber, and it the offender be afterward found 
in the latter State be may be punisbed-zaccord- 
ing to the laws thereof, and the fact that he 
owes all allegiance to ano.her sovereignty can- 
not be pleaded asa bar to indictment. The 
letter closed as follows: 

Iam fully convinced of Mr. Bayard’s wisdom 
and sincerity, which have been shown in his 
prudent conduct since he was informed through 
my letter to-Mr. Jackson of the impossibility on 
the part of our Government to secure the imme- 
diate release of Mr. Cutting. [ also fully appre- 
ciate the sincerity of his repeated assurances of 
friendiy consideration for Mexico given to you. 
But our friendly consideration for the Govern- 
ment of the United States is no less sincere and. 
profound, and we have sufficient confidence in its 
wisdom and justice! to expect that when, upon 
learning the whole truth, it finds that it hus 
taken a wrong position, it will not hesitate to re- 
cede from the same and will Know how to do us

| A BIG TURF SENSATION. 


ALLEGED ATTEMPT TO POISON CORRI- 
GAN’S MARE, LIZZIE DWYER, 
Pe Eero 

She Was to Have Been “Fixed” So that 
She Could Not Win the Competition 
Stakes, Run Ang. 6—Suspicious Tele- 
grams Put Lizzie Dwyer’s Owner on the 
Alert—Four Arrests Made in Connection 
with the Affair. 7 

The closing day of the Washington Park 
races developed a genuine sensahon among 
tne horsemen and patrons of the turf gener- 
ally. Early yesterday afternoon a report 
that Billy Pinkerton had ‘arrested three 
men for poisoning horses obtained  cir- 
culation at Washington Park. Inquiry 
revealed the fact that Pinkerton bad made the 
arrests for an alleged attempt to **fix’’ Lizzie 
Dwyer so that she could not possibly win the 
Competition Stakes, run Aug. 6. It will|be 
remembered that Lizzie Dwyer and Binnette 
were the only starters and that the race was, 
with the rest of the program for Aug. 5, post- 
poned to the next day on account Of rain, 

To a TRIBUNE reporter Ed Corrie>n made 
the following explanation of the arrests: “A 
week ago last Wednesday night, after Lizzie 
Dwyer and Binnette bad been announced as 
the starters for the Competition Stakes, a 
teiegram was sent irom the track to the city 
advising certain parties to play Binnette; 
that Lizzie Dwyer would not be able 
to win. The race was postponed 
the nextday, ana that afternoon another tele- 
gram went down-town saying it would be all 
right; to go ahead and piay Binnette. | learned 
what had been going on and that evening I 
went to the stable, took the Mare outof the 
charge of the colored boy Lee, who 
had the care of her, locked the door 
of her stall and gave the key 
to the watchman, with instructions to let no- 
body 20 near the mare until I came over froin 
Englewood in the morning. i directed him to 
feed her and how to feed her before I came, 
but not to let the boy near her. The next day, 
Friday, I got around early and took charge of 
the mure niyself. 
went out in the field and cried like a child 
wunted to know if I suspected him. 
Il told him to keep still and he would 
see whom I suspected. That morning another 
telegram went to town saying nothing could 
be done with Lizzie Dwyer, it was impossible. 
I Kept quiet and put the case in Pinkerton’s 
bands. The tiaare ran the race and won it eas- 
ily, and I gave her back: into Lee’s charge. 
investigated the matter 
quietly, and a couple days ago be becume sat- 
isfied that two colored tellows, Abirer Evans, 
who goes by the name of ‘Ten Broeck,’ and 
Dan Reeves, formerly a foreman for Pierre 
Lorillard, had made an arrangement with 
Cbarley Price, a colored boy from Lexington, 
who bas worked for me for tWo years, to bave 
Lizzie Dwyer ‘fixed.’ I thougbt Price was as 
honest as apy man I[ bad working for me, 
but it appears that be was offered $200 and 
being unable to resist the temptation agreed 
todo the job. Friday afternoon 1 went to 
Price and told him what I knew, and promised 
him if ne would teli me all about who was 
concerned in the scheme 1 would pay him off, 
let him go his way, and say no more about 
it. He wouldn't squeal, so I told Pink- 
erton to arrest his men and see 
if they would tell anything. He got themy,and, 
sure enough, they ‘boilered.” Pinkerton 
brought them out here, and when they met 
Price they said be was the man that agreed to 
ao the job forthem if be got $200 for it. 
Then I told Pinkerton to take Price away, 
which hedid. From what we can learn they beid 
meetings with a couple of white men who 
were undoubtedly in the affair. One of them 
was a bookmaker and the other, Pinkerton 
thinks, Was Tom Redmond—* Texas Tom,’’ the 
feilow that was ruled off at New Orleans two 
years ago this spring for dosing Carson and 
who was arrested at St. Louis two 
years aco this fall for trying to get one 
of Sam Bryant's boys to dose Sam’s filly Lady 
of the Lake. They kept him locked up down 
there for quite a while, but be was not prose- 
cuted. I don’t know whetber he was in this 
affair or not, but Piokerton thinks he was, and 
I guess Billy knows what heis about. I am 
going to ship to Saratoga Monday morning, 
but will leave no stone unturned to run these 
feilows to ground.”’ 

At this juncture Billv Pinkerton stepped up 
and showed Mr. Corrigan a telegram from the 
city stating that **Texas’’ bad been arrested 
and locked up 1n the Central Station. ‘** Now,”’ 
said Pinkerton, “all I want is to get my work 
in on the purty that was going to play this thing. 
I think I know who the pookmaker is that was 
tiguring around with them, and I am 21 years 
old and a pretty good guesser. If I was going 
to guess I would say it was’ that long scoun- 
drei from the Souta.”’ 

Redmond is a well-known loafer around 
Hankins’. He is a short fellow, with side 
whiskers, and wearsa white Derby hat. In 
1878 he is said to bave assisted in **fixing” a 
horse named Golden Leaf in Wisconsin. The 
‘horse, which belonged to Cbarlie Schwartz, 
‘died, 

During bis incarceration at St. Louis it was 
rumored that be bad threatened to squeal and 
implicate certain bookmakers. Shortly 
afterward assistance cume from so0me 
unknown source and he was released on 
bail, a lawyer who had. previously 
been almost an entire stranger 
to the criminal couris of St. Louis procuring 
a bondsman for him. Who the lawyer rep- 
resented is stilla mystery. Finally the cuse 
was dismissed for want of evidence, Bry- 
ant and his boy having gone to -Ken- 
tucky. Last winter he went to California 
and it was reported that while there he repre- 
sented an Eastern bookmaker as atout.: He is 
credited with having informed an Eastern 
bookmaker that the winter report that Ban 
Fox was broken down was astable story started 
for betting purposes.

The Summer Encampments—The Influence 
of the Chicago Anarchists’ Trial on Wis- 
consin Politics—Preparations for the Fx- 
position, at Which a Creditable Art Fx- 
hibit Will Be an Attraction—Milweu- 
kee’s Health—A New Trial Ordered in 
the Kelly Election Case. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis,, Aug. 14.—[(Special.]—One 
result of circumstances growing out of the 
May riots is the creation of a heretofore un- 
precedented interest in the State troops, A 
little moregthan a half-dozen years ago this 
State had but little in the shape of militia jaws 
on the statute books, outside the old ‘articles 
or war.”’ The uniformed force of State troops 
was comparatively scattered, iax in discipiine, 
and inefficient for any of the purposes for 
which a citizen-soldiery is properly organized 
and maintained. Each year, since that time, 
bas seen some slight improvement in the mat- 
ter of militia laws, and witnessed some slight 
increase in the efficiency of the force. This 
bas been brought about, in the face of a won- 
derfui amount of opposition, by the persistent 
labors of a few men who beiieve ia 
a well-organized body of State troops. 


The work of the troops during the riots 
opened the eyes of the people and showed that 
the State really bad a force which was of 
value in time of need. At that time, as now, 
the State force consisted of three regiments 
and one four-company battalion of infantry, 
one troop of cavalry, anda battery. Witbin 
forty minutes after tne alarm agivevd upon 
sounded from the fire-beill the Fourth Battal- 
ion, composed of the Milwaukee infantry 
compunies, was on ite way to Bay View. The 
conduct of the troops on that occasion was 
proof enough of the stuff of whicb they were 
made. A lively sense o1 recognition of results 
is manifested, and bereafter there is likely to 
be a healthy, ample public support for ‘such 
legisiative action as may be necessary to per- 
fect the organization of the National Guard of 
the State and provide for its wants. 

The Fourth Battalion will not go into camp 
this summer, the May service being put on 
record in lieu thereof. The Third Regimént 
encamped at Wausau a few weeks ago. The 
Second closed its encampment at Manitowoc 
today. The First will go into camp at White- 
water soon. 
great improvements, especially in the profi- 
ciency and military education of the officers. 

THE TRIBUNE'S reports of the Anarchists’ 
trial in Chicugo have been read in Milwaukee 
with an interest akin to thatina matterof a 
purely local nature. In the matter of the 
trials bere, the vest public sentiment fully sus- 
tains the action of Judge Sloan in postponing 
further hearing till the question of his juris- 
diction sbali be decided by the Supreme Court. 
Of late there bas been a lessening in the talk 
about the figure which these trials 
and their results will have on _ politics 
in this city and State. Certain factions 
of both tne Democratic and the Kepublican 
ranks bope fae benefit from the future course 
of the very iodetinit labor vote. And, in both 
parties, there are factions-which fear the re- 
sults of that course. In the case of Gov. 
Rusk the effort will be made to throw so much 
of the labor vote as can be intiuenced by dema- 
gogs against the Commander-in-Chief, who bad 
the sense and the back-bone to do his duty in 
behalf of law and the public peace. If this 
issue shail be kept up until election-day a very 
large vote can be influenced against the Gov- 
ernor—not enough todefeat bim—even it party 
lines shall be otherwise fairly well ma:ntained. 
But if the issue shail be kept up, the result 
will be a large vote from law-loving Demo 
crats who will rebuke the unlawiul elements 
and their demagog allies by quietly depositing 
ballots for Rusk.

FALL OF AN ELEVATOR, 


One Person Killed and Thirteen Others In- 
jured in a Milwaukee Fur Factory. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 14.—|Special.|— 
Amelia Biuhm, 17 years oid, was killed acd 
thirteen others wounded this evening about 6 
o’clock in the establishment of the Hansen 
Empire Fur Company. The elevator was 
on its last trip down and was crowded to 
its fullest capacity. The joad started from the 


fitth floor and proceeded as far as the. 


fourth in safety, when a crackling noise 
was heard—the 
tbe wire cable—and the next instant the ele- 
vator was lying on the bottom of the shait, 
with one young girl a mangled. corpse and the 
other passengers, screaming and moaning in 
agony. The wounded were extricated and 
conveyed to their bomes. The manner in. 
which Miss Blubm met her deata was most 
distressing. The large weight that should 
have operated the air-brake broke from 
its place at the top of the shalt 
and fell into’ the passenger compart- 
ment of the elevator and crusbed through its 
floor into the freigbt compartment below, car- 
r\ ing with it through the jagged timber of the 
flooring the body of the uniortunpate girl.

‘RUMORS FLOATING ABOUT OF A GEN- 


ERAL EUROPEAN WAR. 


France Wants to Fight with England Over 
the New Hebrides— Russia’s Hatred of the 
Germans Daily Making Itself More Ap- 
-‘parent—New Alliances—The Colliery Hor- 
ror—Michael Nicolas. Dead—Notes from 
the German Capital 


PARIS, Aug. 14.—[New York Times Special 
Cable.|—We are ail for war this week—war 
with Germany, war with the Pope, war with 
Austria, but particulariy war with Albion. 
This great conflict which the boulevardiers are 
entering upon with such gayety of heart 1s 
about the New Hebrides. Not one out ofa 
bundred of these fiery gentlemen knows where 
the Old Hebrides, much less the new ones, are, 
but they are going to fight for them. M. Fer- 
ry’s Republique Francaise says so. It is one of 
the complications out of which it is difficult to 
see the way, but which it has been morally 


certain that the French Republic eventually 
would get into The _ situation is per- 
ijlous in its very complicity. In sniffing 
about strange latitudes in quest of 
unconsidered colonial trifies the French lighted 
upon the New Hebrides. England, prompt- 
ed by Australia, warned them “ handsoff.’’ The 
French agreed. Then lately news came that a 
French Lieutenant bad landed forces at two 
points on one of the isiands, had built huts for 
the troops, and bad hoisted tne tricolors. The 
English demanded an explanation. M. Wad- 
dington pledged Lord Rosebery and M. de 
Freycinet assured Lord Lyons that the occupa- 
tion was purely temporary. This was accepted 
grudgingly, butrenewed assurances were given 
and the matter was supposed to be settied. 
Now the Parisian papers are rejoicing that 
France bas acquired the New Hebrides. 
Both. the Republique and the National 
insist that the tricolor must never 
come down again, and abuse the English for 
thinking it will. The populace, of course, is 
very decidedly of the opinion that the tricolor 
must not come down. The Ministerial organs 
are silent as death about the thing. Every- 
body is imagining witbout saying it that Gen, 
Boulanger will avail himseif of this oppor- 
tupity for, cheap popularity by defying En- 
giand, and insisting on the retention of the New 
Hebrides. What everybody neither says nor 
apparentiy dreams is that England will 
up against such a violation of dipiomatic hon- 
esty and shove Monsieur le Lieutenant off the 
New Hebrides into the seait he does not get out. 
The quidnuncs bere have it ali settled that En- 
giand will show the white feather. They are 
very ciear in their minds that Russia is their 
triend and that England is too much afraid of 
Russia to adopt a decided course in this mat- 
ter. There are intelligent, careful men here 
who, while not believing in England’s supine- 
ness, gravely suspect that in the New Hebrides 
isatrap which Russia and France have laid 
for ber, and who fear serious consequences. 
In this atmosphere of bombast and lying rumor 
it is impvussible to learn what truth there is in 
this suspicion or bow muck danger there really 
is, but it will certainly be a cruel calampty if 
the French people are dragged intosuch acon- 
flict. 

It would be difficult to describe the enthu- 
Siasm with which it is learned bere that the 
officers of the Russian army gave Deroulede a 
dinner at St. Petersburg and cheered bis 
speech declaring that Russia and France must 
speedily fight their common enemy—Germany. 
This, together witb the news that the Czar this 
year failed to invite Werder, the German mili- 
tary attaché ana personal representative of 
tne Kaiser, to the maneuvres at Warsaw, is 
puraded as evidence of big events trembling 
on the horizon and that the chance for re- 
venge is ciose at hand. It is not idle fire-eaters 
alone who are enjoying this prospect. The 
poor artisans and laborers whom one would 
think to be the last to desire and invite the 
trials and terrors of war are as hot-headed as 
the rest about the prospect. 

BERLIN, Aug. 14.—The North German Gazette, 
welcoming the Emperor om his return, says: 

The sincerity of the relations between the Em- 
peror William and the Emperor Francis Joseph 
has been restrengthened. The Emperor Will- 
iam’s peace policy merits the thanks of Europe. 

The proposed meeting between Prince Bis- 
marck and M. de Giers, Kussian Minister tor 
Foreign. Affairs, bas not yet been definitly ar- 
ranged. M. de Giers wili remain at Frazens- 
bad for three weeks. 

The Russian press persists in maintaining 
that the revent meetings between the German 
and Austrian Emperors signity a closer rap- 
prochement between Germany and Austria 
and a relative estrangement between both 
those Powers and RKussia.- The newspapers of 
St. Petersburg and Moscow have become very 
hostile to Germany, and devote much space to 
attacks on the whole German race. 

Military circles in Berlin are indignant over 
the conduct of the Russian officers in St. 
Petersburg in recently banqueting Pau! De- 
roulede, the great French advocate in Russia 
of a war of revanche against Germany. 


News from Berlin. 

BERLIN, Aug. 14.—[Special Cable.]—The Po- 
litical Correspondence of Vienna, a semi-ofificial 
publication, publishes a letter from Rome in 
which it is stated that the Italian Government 
is well informed as to the proceedings at 
Gastein and sanctions them. The Roumanian 
official pupers, commenting on the Emperors’ 
meeting at Gastein, say that the French-Rus- 
sian war-cry has been silenced by the German- 
They also declare that En- 
giand and Italy are in full sympatby with tne 
peace policy of Germany and Austria. The 
London Standard is of the opinion that the 
Russian hate of Germany and the attacks of 
the official Russian papers on Germany .and 
Austria secure England the place in the triple 
alliance formerly heid by Russia. 

The municipality of Munich bas refused to 
accept the invitation of Budapesth, the Hun- 
garian Capital, to the celebradon of the 200th 
anniversary of the recapture of the city from 
the Turks. This is accounted for by the bos- 
tility of the Hungarians to the Germans in 
Hungary, especially those in Siebenbuergen, 

The Russian press is praising the revenge 
song of the French poet, Deroulede, and ex- 
presses the hope that the poem will become the 
Freneh victory bymn. 

Prince Alexander of Bulgaria has ordered at 
Stuttgart the medals to be distributed among 
brave soldiers of the late war against Servia. 

The will of Franz Liszt has been deposited 
at Weimar and wiil be opened neryt week. 
Princess Witigenstein has been made the exec- 
utrix. 


Michael Nicolas Dead. 
Lonpon, Aug. 14.—Michael{Nicolas, the 
distingnished French Protestant theologian, is

He stud- 
ied philosophy and theology at Geneva six years, 
after Which he wentto Berlin and visited the prin- 
cipal Prussian universities. He returned 
to France in 1834 and spent several months 
ut Bordeaux and Metz in: the capacity of suf- 
fragan pastor. In 1838 he went to Strasburg, 
where he was appointed to the chair of philos- 
ophy of the faculty of the Protestant Theological 
institution of Montauban. He was the author of 
numerous historical and philosophical works. }

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A WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


The Recent Flurry in Kates of Interest on 
Loans and the Causes That Led to It— 
Signs that the Next Few Days May Sce 
a Still Tighter Squeeze—Some Stocks 
That Are Unhealthily High—Points for 
Speculators. 

New YOrK, Aug. 14.—|Special.]|—The Times’ 
financial articie saye; A certain degree of 
confusion and some alarm will neariy always 
be produced by some unpleasant event bhap- 


pening before the time that people expected | 


it. This bas happened to Wali street in the 
quick tigbtening of the money market. The 
bank statement of a week ago showed that the 
banks were downto about $8,000,000 surplus 
reserve, and everybody was warned by that 
exhibit to look out for a rise in interest ratio 
within a sbort while. The general expec- 
tation seemed to be that it - would 
take from two -. to three weeks 
to work up to a 6 per cent 
rate, and the street was taken a good deal by 
surprise when money became s0 scarce 
Wednesday afternoon that an old-fashioned 
ecramnble of borrowers took piace in the last 
bour, and one broker bid upto 40 per cent for 
$10,000 before getting it, while abundance of 
loans were made at 25 per cent. As for two 
years the street has been accustomed to see 
money considered high at 3 per cent this sud- 
dem scarcity operated like an eleetric sbock, 
and the idea of a man bidding 40 ‘per cent 
actuaily made many outsiders think be was 
crazy. The idea was plainly reflected in the 
papers the next morning. Only two years 
seem to have been enough to muke peuple for- 
get that nearly every spring and fall previous 
to the summer of 1854 money used to loan at 6 
per cent plus 1-16, or %, or 4% commission, and 
this for weeks ata time. It was quoted that 
way because of the oid usury law, which for- 
bade & man to pay more than 6 per cent for 
the use of money, however urgent his need for 
it might be, and however unwiiling other men 
migbt be to lend it at that rate. Ths amount 
over 6 per cent which wus paid in the street 
was considered to be in the light ot a commis- 
sion paid for extra services in obtaining the 
loan. The street called these commissions 
**shaves.”” One-eigbth commission pius 6 per 


cént is equal to about 52 per cent per annum. 


But 6 and a % sounds like nothing as compared 
with per cent, and if the broker 
who 40 per cent the otner day 
bad raised his bid to 50 or 55 it 
is likely be would bave been thought fit for 
Bloomingdale mgbt away. Now itis not impos- 
sible, not even improbable, that before the re- 
turn flowof money to this centre begins, 
which may be expected about October, the 
street may run intoone or two tigbt squeezes 
for aday ortwothat may send the rate up 
much bigher. It would be disagreeable if it 
did bappen, and it is hoped it will not, but it 
may. 

The banks generally raised their rates Thurs- 
day to 6 and 7 per cent on call loans, and they 
have not marked them down since. They 
were 5 per cent Wednesday. when tne 40 and 
25 per cent ioans were made on the exchange. 
The uninitiated may not understand why there 
should be this difference. It is simply becauge 
brokers made up their balances for the day 
toward the ciose of business, and what they 
needed to Square accounts they must borrow, 
A good many loans bail been called by the 
banks, necessitating a readjuetment ef ac- 
counts, and not expecting any such scarcity as 
developed itseif so suddenly, quite a crowd of 
brokers came in to borrow at the sume time, 
and that made the sudden scramble. Asa rule 
it is not mucb that is borrowed on the ex- 
change. A firm may be borrowing regularly 
at three or four banks from $300,000 to $50v,- 
000 on call. On these loans the banks would 
notify the firm between 1 and 2 o'clock, per- 
haps earlier, if there was to be any change in 
the rate of interest. But say about 2 o'clock, 
or later, the firm says it wants $10,000 or $20,-. 
000 to make its day's balance good. The quick- 
est way to getitistogo on to the exchange 
and bid till some one offers to lend, and so 
while the firm ma; bave loans of baif a million 
at5S or 6 per -cent, it may be forced to 
draw $10,000 over night at 10, 20, or 50 per 
cent. Thursday there was no scramble, be- 
cause the brokers started betimes to supply 
themselves against emergencies, so that, while 
tbe rate rose to 10 per cent before 2 o'clock, it 
fell off later under slack demand to 7; pe 
the rate varied between 5 and 7 per cent till 
the last hour, when it dropped to 3: and yes- 
terday, with very little business duing in the 
stock market, money was freely offered all 
day at 5 per cent or less. Someof the banks 
now are wore desirous of making time loans 
at 5 per cent than of taking chances of making 
occasional! big strikes in loaning on call at the 
excbange. They have had a busy time in the 
jast two years trying to make dividends wit 
money a drug at 2 per cent. ‘ 

Naturally the bank managers are not dis- 
pleased at the prospect of getting 5 and 6 per 
cent for their money again. Oue no longer 
sees the familiar face of the bank runner, with 
his eyebrows puckered up hke two interroga- 
tion points as he dropped in at the office to 
inquire confidentially of the head of the firm, 
Want any money today?’’ and the broker 
would sbake his head in a melancholy or des- 
perate way, according ‘to his disposition, and 
anewer in the negative, because there was no 
business doing and therefore fe had no use for 
money. It is the brokers,jmen who are doing 
the running now, and the bank people are in 
high feather again. 

Take it altogether, the stock market hag 
stood the unexpected squeeze very well, and, 
if nothing worse than we bave bad during the 
week were before us, the street would soon 
tbink as littie of a6 per cont money rate as ofa 
2 percent. But that is what we are not justi- 
ficd in expecting, and the fear of what may 
come rather frightens the average trader. He 
is timid abuut buying anything after the re- 
cent scare, and, whiie this feeling continues, 
it is tov much to expect that the market will 
manifest much bul! inclination. It needs a 
little time to recover from a bad scare. Then 
there are some stocks which are certainly too 
high, in yiew of the dividends they 
pay and the outlook for their earnmgs. The 
present price ot -New York Central is prepos- 
terous, not only in view of what it is now 
earning and paying, but of the outlook for its 
business, since the trunk line poel is develop- 
ing internal quarrels which threaten its dis- 
ruption at any moment. Lake Shore is paying 
nothing, has paid nothing for nearly two years, 
and another year may very safely be calculat- 
ed upon before it does pay anything. The 
Granger roads have to tace asbort crop in 
both in wheat and corn, tne 
reports on the latter baving come in so bad 
lately that a two-thirds crop is about all that 
is expected. These roads bad big crops to 
work on Jast year and made very large earn- 
ings in the fall months. Railroad men say 
they cannot do that this year. People can 
searcely be expected to buy these stocks at 
the present prices, especially while high rates 
for money continue and the further danger 
exists that a continuance of tight money may 
force the selling of large blocks of stock now 
tied up in loans. This is ove of the 
dangers of the market {ft may be de- 
moralized by having some big biocks 
of stocks thrown upon agit, and, with 
no short interest of any magnitude to afford 
support at the decline by purchases to cover, 
a big hole would be made in prices. It was de- 
pressed the other day by the sudden cessation 
ot the speculative buying of the Texas Pacitic 
securities, which followed the announcement 
of the compromise agreement among the dif- 
ferent bondholders’ committee. It not only 
deprived the market of a stimulus, but the 
sales to realize profits or otherwise caused a 
smart reaction in the quotations for the vari- 
ous classes ot seeurities, and affected others 
sympathetically. 

If .t wero not for the bigb prices at which 
some of tbe icading stocks haye been going, 
distinctiy with the idea of money continuing 
cheap, and that tbe 
full eirtns A would make a market on which 
the holder could get out, there would belittie 
duvger from t.gbt money. It would be safe to 
buy uimost anything purely on the ground of 
steady insprovement in business everywhere. 
As it is, people are inclined to settle and see 
what willbappen. The bank statement yester- 
day demonstrated that money was flowing freely 
to the intérior, and the advices from Chicago 
are that the bank people there are greatly 
pleased over the activity of business, which 
they say will give them-a more profitable August 
than they bave bad for three or four years. 
This is because produceof ali kinds is moving 
as free as it usually does in September and 
October, the movement this year baving been. 
much earlier than usual One could not 
ask for a better bull argument, but specula- 
tively it bas its other side. Other banks 
here are very expanded in the matter of loans, 
ana the drain of money is forcing them tocon- 
tract. They contracted their loans over 
$3 000,000 the last weex, and the result was the 
scramble described. Gold imports and the 
rather tardy relief from bond calis are’the 
things depended on to fill up some of the vac« 
uum which tne demand from the interior 
leaves, and the uncertainty as to the degree 
each of these movements will act and coun- 
teract on each other makes the present a good 
time to go siow in the market either way.

They Have Secured One Day in the Week for 
Rest and Are Progressing Toward a Gen- 
eral Early Closing Among Retail Dealers 
--How the Movement Was Started and 
Pushed--The Leaders Who Have Lent 
Their Energies to. the Betterment of 
Their Fellows. 

It is claimed, and without ashadow of reason- 
‘abie contradiction, that the retail salesmen of 
Chicago have been for years the most overwork- 
ed of any class of intelligent wage-workers. As& 
rule these men have vever been paid better 
than from $8 to $15 per week, and for twenty 
years bundreds and bundreds of them have 
tolled from fourteen to sixteen hours a day, 
and seven days a week. They were ex pected 
to be at their places of business as early as 7 
o’clock in the morning the year round, and as 
their low wages compelled them to seek low 
rents in the outlying districts they were 
often forced to leave their homes as 
early as 6 o'clock. Then all day long every 
man was expected to pay the most exact and 
unerring attention to business, and to always 
make bis manners sell the goods... No time was 
allowed them during which they might leave 


the store-room, except fora few moments at 


noon, when they were allowed to go out fora 
basty lunch, and again when supper time ar 
rived. But their work was not done with the 
daylight, for the retaii stores were universally 
kept open until iate* in the evening. 
There was no direct rule in this mat- 
ter in any of these stores, save that 
the salesmen must remain on duty as long as 
there was any sign of trade, and in this way 
five nights in the week 10 o’clock found them in 
the store. Saturday nothing was thought of 
holding them till midnight, and then demand- 
mg that they should be ready for work again 
at T o'clock Sunday the same as a week day. 
In ail classes of trad® these long hours meant 


' only hours of the most exacting and thankless 


labor. While there were buyers in the piace 
the salesman must be in the best of humor, DO 
matter what bis own state of health or 
private opinion of that same customer. 


- His retention in his place and the support of 


his family depended upon his sellmg goods to 
every one who was turned over to his care. 
And when business was so dull that no cus- 
tomer waited his services there was always 
work to be done in arranging, moving, or tak- 
ing care of the stock. It was considered in 
almost every store a heinous crime for a sales- 
man to sit down under any circumstances, and 
be was under suspicion if he left his counter 
even to attend to the call of nature. 

These men in intellect are far above the 
average laborer, who is only called upon to 
work ten hours a day; but they could find no 
such boon. Many of them were forced to go 
from one year’s end to anotber without more 
than a glimpse of their wives and children, and 
when they tound time for that it was 
by the elare ofalamp when the latter were 
asleep and the former worn out with the cares 


and labors thrown upon her because the fa- 
ther of the family could find no time to aid 


_ ber in attenaing to the children or carrying on 


the bousehold work. Few of them could af- 
ford to employ any domestic -heip for their 
wives, and thus the whole family was ground 
déwn and dragged down by the reientiess 
‘drudgery which the head of the household was 
foreed to undergo in order to put bread in 
their mouths and maintainthem in anything 
like the decency which he wished for them, to 
say Hothing ot comfort and pleasure. There 
can be no doubt that this mode of life 
has been a source of crime in this city, for the 
reason that, when the boys in chese families 
grew to an age when they could think of shak- 
ing off the care-worn mother’s restraint, the 
father hardly had ah acquaintance with them. 
He could not find time to train, guide, and 
control them, and there can be little wonder 
that the degrading influences of the street and 
low companions took bold on them and ied 
them astray. 
lt was not until the sprmg of 1881 that the 

men made any organized effort to shorten 
their hours and better their condition. At 
that time the West Side Dry-Goods Clerks’ As- 
sociation was formed, and Mr. Moritz Fisher 
became its presiding officer. After about 
four months’ hard work the society found 
that .it had about 100 members, and 
in -Aueust of that year a_ petition 
was circulated among the proprietors of the 
stores asking that the experimen‘of closing: at 
6o0’clock p. m. and Sundays be tried. A tair 
majority of the employers signed this agree- 
ment, but always with the condition that all 
the others should do so, anda great many of 
them tried the scheme for about two weeks. 
Some of the storekeepers, however, could not 
be induced to sign at all, and others did not 
keep their compact, so that at the end of a 
month the clerks found themselves exactly 
where they started, naving been defeated in 
their efforts both to escape Sunday work and 
to shorten their daily labor. Afteran exist- 
ence of about six months the membership 
dwindied down, and the last traces of that 
early-closing movement faded away.

The meeting did not produce anything but & 
committee of five for further organization, but 
as Mr. Quinn was put upon that committee 
and refused to serve, it never accomplished 
anything. Many members of the union were 
impressed with the idea that they needed the 
support of other labor organjzations, and with 
that end in view the Clerks’ ‘Union became the 
United Clerks’ Assembiy of the Knights of 
Labor, with Mr. McCarthy as Chairman, Mr. 
Magarrell Vice-Chairman, and Mr. Fisher Veo- 
erabie Sage. With the arrival of Sunday, July 
6, they made a strenuous effort to close up all 
the leading retail stores at least by means of 
an agreement and petition, 
the same time they attempted to 
bring about the enforcement of a rule that 7 
o’ clock should be the closing hour at night ail 
the week except Saturday. Led by one of the 
clothiers—Wooif, at Halsted and Madison 
streets—a good number in that trade declined 
positively to do anything at all. The dry-goods 
men were all willing enough to assent to the 
Sunday part, but the smal! dealers in the out- 
skirts of the city deciared that closing at 7 
o'clock was ruin to them. Nevertheless, a 
stagger was made at that date, but it did not 
bring about any good results. Since then the 
assembly has been quietly working in two dif- 
ferent lines, as the views of the various mem- 
bers differed. One step was that their de- 
mand for Sunday and 7 o'clock closing 
was sent to the ‘Trades Assembly and 
the division headquarters of the Knights, anda 
resolution was uranimously adopted by the 
former not to’trade at any time with retail 
mercbants who did not foilow the wishes of 
their clerks in this regard. This action bas 
not as yet been fully promulgated to the differ- 
ent unions, and its effect is not apparent. 

Some of the other members became con- 
vineed that the clerks were asking too much at 
one time. and they quietly went to work with 
the merchants to see what could be done with 
a Sunday-ciosing agreement alone. The work 
was 60 well done that a week ago today, for the 
first time in perhaps twenty years, ali the prin- 


cipal clothing, boot and shoe, and hat retailers. 


suspended business. Woolf himself went into 
the scheme and ciosed his piace, and‘alil the 
other prominent clothing houses followed, 
with one exception, and the proprietors there 
have signed since. The men are greatly elated 
over this fact, although they acknowledge that 
a great many of the simall dealers, who do not 
employ more than one clerk, are still running 
Sunday. They claim that these men may be 
forced to obey the Sunday law, if they cannot 
be persuaded to give themselves a day of rest, 
and help out the great body of clerks who are 
seeking the same thing. | 

With the hattera the work bas been extreme- 
ly difficult, for several of the down-town men 
appeared to be dependent upon their Sunday 
trade, and could not be induced _ to 
close up on that day under any 
circumstances. Among the number who 
did not close at all a week ago were: 


Barstow, the hatter at No, 129 Clark street; . 


the boot and shoe concern on North Clark 
street which masquerades under the title of 
the Working Shoemakers’ Codperative Union, 
and the two stores controlled by one Mosler, 
one in the Montauk Block and the other called 
“The Drive,”” on State street. Several busi- 
ness houses, too, have suited their own in- 
clination about the matter and decided upon 
half-way measures, sucb as keeping open part 
of Sunday and closing some nights at7 o'clock. 

In the work of pusbing the Sunday-ciosing 
feature acommittee appointed by the clerks 
sent a circular letter to every minister of the 
Gospel in the city whose address could be 
obtained in the directory, and _ they 
are a trifle amazed and. annored to 
find that with the single exception of the Rev. 
George Lorimer not one of the clergy an- 
swered the letter or took any public noticé of 
the matter. The men at the head of this 
movement want it distinctiy understood that 
they have no sympathy wWhacever with So- 
clalism or revolution, and they think that in 
working for one day's rest out of seven they 
It is ad- 
mitted that while the great mass of working 
people upon whom the outside dealers are de- 
pendent for trade are engaged until 6 o'clock it 
would not do for them to close at 7 o’clock the 
year round unless the working people can be 
trained to do their trading early. It would in 
fact force them to trade during their noon 
hour, and this would throw all the custom to 
the dealers in the heart of the city and about 
the great manufacturing and labor-employing 
centres. At present they intend to thorougbly 
work out and settle the Sunday-closing feature 
of the problem and then endeavor to bave the 
dealers try the experiment of closing at 7 
o’ciock during the four dullest months of the 
year—January, February, July, and August, 
for instances. No excuse has as yet been found 
why the clerks should not receive the encour- 
agement and support of the entire public, for 
they certainly bave long been little better than 
slaves and drudges. Plenty of men could be 
found last Sunday who were enjoying their 
first true holiday in tweive or fifteen years. 

While all this trouble was meeting the other 
clerks at every turp, the men employed in 
groceries, markets, and butchers’ shops were 
pushing their claims, and with much 
better success. The reasons for this success 
cannot perhaps be cleariy stated. but there 
was some advantage in the fact that the pro- 
vision men bad as aruilea different class of 
customers to deal with. and they had had all 
the grievances of late hours and Sunday work 


to complain against. The last Sunday in March | 


or the first Sunday in April three organiza- 
tions, which now compose the Grocers’. and 
Butchers’ Clerks Association, were started, 
but without any collusion whatever, and fora 
short time they ran independently. Noone 
appears to know who published the cal! 
that brought about fifty or sixty South Side 
grocers’ clerks together the last Sunday in 
March in the hall ut the corner of Wabash avy- 
enue and Twenty-second street, but it was 
probably one of the eight-hour organizations, 
for the professional agitator,:in the person of 
George Schilling, was there to talk of all sorts 
of impossible things and urge the mento at 
once join some one of the greater labor organ- 
izations. Me was met by Mr. Edwin E. Hart 
of No. 112 Madison street, Mr. T. M. Rowan of 
No, 8600 Cottage Grove avenue, and several 
other leading spirits, who confronted him with 
the idea that the clerks would do more by 
themselves than if they were hampered by any 
outside complications. The fight was a hot 
one, buc finally, by a decisive vote, it was tak- 
en as the sense of the meeting that they go it 
alone.

and a pure faith in the good sense and justice 
of their employers. At the present time they 
number over 600 members, aud show clearly 
that 90 per cent of the groceries, markets, and 
butcher-shops in this city close at 7 o’olock 
five days inthe week and never open at ali 
Sundays. They have met so far with no un- 
reasonable opposition except from T. P. 
Moran, at the corner of State street and Hub- 
bard court, and from Mrs. Auna 8S, Lindberg, 
at No. 155 Chicago avenue and No. 4 Clys- 
bourn avenue. These stores are all large 
ones, and their keeping open has forced 
smaller dealers in their immediate vicinity 
to do likewise or jose their trade. Asa rule, 
the men have found their employers ready and 
willing to do all in their power to aid them in 
bettering themselves. The officers of the asso- 
ciation in all the branches are particularly 
warm in their praises of their bosses, who have 
allowed them to leave their stores on all occa- 
sions when the work of the society demanded 
their attention, and this bas been done at ail 
times without loss of wagesto the men. At 
the present time the organization bas taken up 
a benevolent feature, and a fund has been 
started, outof which each member benceforth 
will be paid $5 a week when sick and $100 will 
be paid over to his relatives in case of death. 
Added to this the members and officers make 
it a part of their duty to secure work for all 
members out of employment, and this they 
can accomplish the more readily because no one 
is admitted who bas not been at least one year 
in the business and bas not a good moral 
character. The members claim that by open- 
ly declaring their opposition to all schemes of 
striking, boycotting, and forcing their em- 
ployers to meet their views, they bave gained 
the support of these men as well as that of all 
the better class of their customers. 


THE AMERICAN OPERA, 


What Its Lawyer Has to Say of Mr. Mc- 
Vicker'’s Suit. 

Mr. Eugene H. Lewis of the firm of Eaton & 
Lewis, New York, counsel of the American 
opera company, passed through this city yes- 
terday en route to the metropolis. He bas 
been spending.some days in Wisconsin and Ne- 
braska. When asked about the damage suit 
brought by Mr. J, H. .McVicker against the 
Americao opera company for alleged breach 
of contract, be said: 

**We have given no attention to the suit as 
yet, because it requires none. The suit was 
commenced by the service of a summons on 
Mr. Theodore Thomas witb true theatric ef- 
fects. Had Mr. McVicker communicated to my 
firm, from whom*he bad receivea letters as the 
counsel of the company, his desire to com- 
mence a suit, and requested us to appoint 
local counsel to accept service, we would have 
done so, and this course would bave saved Mr. 
McVicker the difference between the cost of 
postage and the process server's fees. But 
that would evidently not bave gratified bis de- 
Sire to appear aggressive to Mr. Thomas. 

“The company will, in due time, retain Chi- 
cago counsel! to defend the suit. The deciara- 
tion or complaint of Mr. MeVicker has not 
been flied or otherwise made public, and I can- 
not say, therefore, what the line of. our de- 
tense will be. The complaint, if filed at ali, 
then be 
time to make the defense known. So far as 
the facts are known to the managers of the 
American opera, Mr. McVicker’s suit is one for 
damages for the failure of the company to ex- 
ercise an option which it seci:red from bim in 
such a manner as to inure most to his bene- 
fit. Asl understand the facts, Mr. McVicker 
gave the company an option to have his the- 
atre for the fall season, and he is now suing 
the company because it did not choose to take 
the theatre. * It will be seen that such a ciaim 
is not difficult to defend. Stili, I presume that 
on my returnto New York we asabali retain 
counsel in Chicago so as to cover every point.’”’ 

Co. McVicker stood in front of his theatre 
yesterday afternoon ana smiled a sarcastic 
smile when the name of Theodore ‘Thomas’ 
counsel was mentioned. 

“O, yes, [know Mr. Lewis,’’ be said, “the 
has calied at my office a number of times dur- 
ing the last two weeks, but I have been unable 
to see him. He is certainly avery zealous law- 
yer, but if the defense is such an easy matter 
| wonder why be goes to ail the trouble he 
does.”’ 

**On bis part,’’ suggested the reporter, Mr. 
Lewis wonders why you did not request him 
by letter to accept service for Theodore 
Thomas, It is cousidered the more courteous 
mode.”” ‘**My letter published in last Sun- 
day's TRIBUNE shouid be a gsufficient an- 
ewer,” returned the manager. “It showed, 
sir, how much courtesy Thomas deserves 
or could appreciate. It ig nonsense to apolo- 
gize to your boots for putting them on. It’is 
wasting time. You don’t apologize to your 
boots for putting them on. No mandoes. It 
is nonsense, sir. Thomas geta every courtesy 
the law allows bim—does he want the earth? I 
should think he might be satisfied with the 
Columbia Theatre,’’ he added, with a dark red, 
sarcastic smile. 2 
**Mr. Lewis is of the opinion,” put in the re- 
porter, “that the American opera company 
had simply an option on your theatre, and that 
bey are bringing suit because it failed to use

**Very well; all right; very well,’’ said Mr. 
MeVicker; **we ought to know what options 
are out here. I had an idea that we taught 
New York something about them lately. 
Thomas broke his contract with me—is that 
plain? 1 put the matter inte the hands of my 
lawyer. and it will take its legai course.

THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


Meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trustees to Be Held Next 
Wednesday—The Institution’s Fate Then 
to Be Decided, 

The Executive Committee of the Board of 
Trustees of the Chicago University met at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday, but as Chairman 
Charles W.Needham was absent the meeting was 
postponed to Wednesday afternoon. The dis- 
cussion will be fraught with interest to Chica- 
groans and more particularly those persons who 
take an interest in matters educational. For 
at that sneeting it will be decided whether 
there will be a fall course, and, what is of stil! 
greater moment, whether the effort to reclaim 
the edifice from the $300,000 mortgage held by 
an Eastern life-insurance company must be 
abandoned. The building needs some $200,000 
worth of repairs and the indebtedness is $300- 
000, of which an installment of $10,000 must 
be paid by Aug. 31 ora foreclosure will take 
place. Towards this $10,000 about $8,200 is 
already in hand, and it is hoped that the 
remaining $1,800 will be forthcoming bv 
Wednesday: It is thought expedient by the 
trustees to raise the $300,000 mortgage pro- 
vided they are insured of an additional sum of 
$200,000 for the repairs, but should thie be 
found impossible it is more than likely further 
effort will be abandoned and the institution 
will go by default to the insurance company. 

Of the $500,000 required $100,000 has beea 
promised provided the entire amount be sub- 
scribed, and a further condition is that the 
university shall be in ail respects non-sec- 
tarialy

| JIMS WHEELBARROW. 


HOW IT SAVED HIM FROM BEING 
ROASTED TO DEATH. 


A Fireman Who Is Always Getting the 
Worst of It—Pipeman Ned Gets the Bet- 
ter of the Marshal Who Tried to Give 
Him a Smoking — Always Take Chief 
Swenie’s Advice on the Subject of Fali- 
ing Walls. 

Occasionally, if one is well acquainted, one 
may drop into a fire-engine house of an even- 
ing and find the members gathered in a circle 
in one corner on the main floor, and in the 
course of even a short visit be may bear dis- 
cussed almost everything, from the jatest 
wrinkle in harness up. Occasionally the talk 
is apt to grow reminiscental in its character 
and then the yarns that are spun of the péi= 
sonal adventures in the way of hairbreadth 
escapes and queer experiences are often quite 
interesting. To these men the life they lead is 
& sort of second nature and they think notbinge 
of incidents that would turn gray the hair of 
the average man. Their stories’ are told witb 
a breeziness that has a wonderful charm for an 
outsider and in a etyle that isinimitable. It 
was a TRIBUNE reporter’s good fortune a few 
evenings ago to spend a little while io 
a gathering of this sort in one 
of the West Side engine houses, 
There were about a dozen in the circle, aside 
from the reporter. There was a bright-eyed 
man of middie age whose seamed face and 


bands bore silent witness to tbe *roastings” - 


be had taken in years gone by; and the crossed 
trumpets on the lapel of bis neat uniform in- 
dicated that his faithful services had met with 
deserved reward in the way of promotion. 
Then there was a quiet, broad-shouldered 
young fellow, who‘was in charge of the com- 
pany intbe absence of his Captain, and the 
other ten were sturdy-looking fellows, some 
young, some middle-aged; one from far away 
Norway: two ortbree whose parents havea 
large corner in their hearts for a bright little 
far away Emerald Isie; two deep-chested, 
flaxen-haired men who saw the light first in the 
land of schnapps and Rhine wine: and the 
others were Chicago born and bred. Taken 
ail in all, it was a typical fire-company. As the 
tilted. back 
against the wall, a willing listener, the veteran 
of the party had just knocked the ashes from 
his pipe and refilled it from the package that 
seemed to be common property. 

*In the fall of 80," said he, as be started 
the fire with manya vigorous puff, *“*I was 
Piping on chemical—well, never mind what 
one; I'd bate to give my partner away. A 
mighty shrewd young Irishman was witb me, 
and for some reason or other—I dunno what— 
one of the district marshals got down on him, 
an’ used to ‘ ride’. bim hard whenever he gota 
chance. Ned, my partner’s name was—you 
know bim well; he’s a Lieutenant now, an’ a 
good one—knew the Marsbal was givin’ it to 
him pretty hara, an’ you can gamble he never 
let the Chief get any too much the best of 
bim. I remember one October afternoon we 
went to a fire on Milwaukee avenue, where the 
building was a story bigh and four stories 
long, and she was right bot, too, in the back 
end ot her, where the fire was. 

‘Well, bis nobs comes sailing up in his bug- 
gy, an’ be sees the old stuff rolling out pretty 
black. an’ he yells: ‘Where's that chemicai?’ 

‘** Here y’are, sir,’ says Ned, standing by 
with the pipe. 

***Get in there!’ says the white-batted man, 
‘an you stay there till you put that fire out.’ 

“The Marshal walked in with Ned a few 
steps till it zot too-thick to see, and then be 
says, ‘GO aiong now, an’ you stay there, mind!’ 
‘Rigbt, sir,* says Ned, and in he goes. But be 
didn’t gofar. He goes about six feet, then be 
squats down close to the floor, where he could 
live comfortably, an’ he begins lightin’ up on 
the bose an’ coilin’ her rigbt in front of bim 
till the Marshal, who saw the lead slippin’ 
along, thought he must have gone clear back 
to the rear. Pretty soon the fellows in the 
rear gets her opened up, and as soon as Ned 
sees the smoke beginning to lift so’s he can 
breathe he makes a@ great sneak back to the 
rear of the store, and presently, when the 
Marsbal goes back there, there was Mr. Ned 
makin’ out as if he was pretty near choked to 
death, and all the time he was a-laugbin’ in 
his sieeve at the man who thought he was 
givin’ my partner a terribie roastin’. Ned 
was a pretty cute sort ofachap, and he ain’t 
fully recovered yet.”’ 

“You never eatch the ‘old fellow’ doing 
any one any dirt like that,” said another mem- 
ber of tne party. ***He don’t send any one 
where he won't go himself, and he keeps a 
pretty bright lookout to see that nothing hap- 
pens to any of the boys. When be tells us to 
gO anywhere you bet yer life I go, and I stay; 
and when he says ‘back out’ of some place 
that looks ticklish I'm goingtohustie. He 
keeps you there as long as it’s safe, but when 
he sags ‘git’ you wautto git and don’t iose 
any time or you're apt to geta brick wall on 
you. Why, there wouldn't been a man caught 
by awallinthistown fora good many years 
if they'd taken the old man’s advice when he 
said tg git. You remember when the Langbam 
Hotel burned, and aiotof Bullwinkie’s men 
got caught? Weil, the old man had 
ordered everybody out of the building 
they were in five minutes before that south 
wallcame down. All our boys were out, but 
Bullwinkie’s fellows didn't feel that they were 
bound to obey Swenie’s orders and they staid 
there and were smashed. 

‘*Of course floors that come down are differ- 
ent. A floor'll come down on you while every- 
thing is apparently all right, and the old man 
has had some pretty close calis himself. But 
on. walls bis bead is level. You take his advice 
and you'll never get left.” 

Then there was silence for a few minutes, 
broken only by the rattie in the bow! of the 
last speaker's pipe. 

‘*Say, Jimmy,’’ broke in one of the party, 
‘you've been busted up pretty badly oftener 
than any one I know. Can’t you teil us some- 
thing about 6ne of your smash-ups?’’ 

**] was just thinking,’’ observed a pale-faced, 
thought!ful-looking young. fellow to whom the 
remark was addressed, ‘* that it’s about three 
years ago thistime since lwot my last bang- 
ing-up. lalways tave been unfortunate, but 
I never felt worse over anything than I did 
overadirty trick that was played me bya 
couple of fellows up on the Rawson street en- 
gine—No. 20. It was asclose a cali for my iife 
as i ever had. I had been laid up for 
about six months and was just getting able 
to be around. I was ambitious to get 
back orf active duty, and esked the Chief to 
put me ‘piping’ on some outside company 
where I could be of service and yet not have 
work enough to put me on my back again. 
Well, he toid me to go out on No. 20, and I re- 
ported there. The Captain was away and the 
company was in charge of a man who had just 
been promoted toa Lieutenancy, and felt his 
Oats pretty well. There were two pipemen 
beside me, beth of whom were older than I, 
but whoibad been on the department only 
about half the time I bad. They were great 
firemen in their minds, and when they saw the 
physical wreck I was they began to taik in a 
way that made me tired. 

*** Why,’ says one of these spark-hunters, 
‘if we only bad a pipeman that was some good 
we might do something, but with a duffer like 
this we can nevec make any fight.’ Well, that 
made me a little hot under the collar, and I 
made up my mind that if the chance came I 
would make those fellows sick. It was only a 
night or two after that the Anderson pressed- 
brick factory buildiugs caught fire, and we 
went Over there on a still. The fire was in the 
main building, a two-story Structure, and ad- 
joining this was a long one-story building in 
which the kilns were ‘located. We led in 
from the end of the kiln buildings, and sas 
we went in the door I noticed just on one 
side the biggest iron wheelbarrow I had ever 
seen; and | remember tbinking at the time 
that, like the green Irishman who saw the 
anchor for the first time and wanted to sce the 
man who handled that pick, I would like to see 
the man that wheeled that barrow. Well, we 
led in past five of the kilns, each 30x20, and 
took up a_ position between the fifth and sixth 
kilns. My two friends were at the pipe and I 
was doing the heelmg. We were about fifteen 
feet from.a row of windows in the main build- 
ing that looked right into the kiln-house, and 
tbrough these we were playing on the fire. 
She was coming through onto us preity warm. 
Our stream wasn’t avery strong one, and in 
spite of all we could do she gained on us. The 
smoke rolled over our heads along under the 
kiln-house roof and finally began to settle 
down over us. pretty thick. Iwas lying flat 
along the lead, and the other feliows were as 


‘low down as they could get, and kept changing 


off at the pipe. Pretty soon it came my turn to 
take the pipe and I slid forward while they 
siid back. It was getting hotter and hotter, 
and the smoke was so bad that 1 began to fee! 
like giving in, but I was going to let the otner 
fellows squeal first, as 1 knew they would. 
**Weil, I guess I had had the pipe five minutes. 
] was hugging the ground with my nose as 
close to the floor as I could get it, but I was 
suffocating in spite ot all I could do, so I shut 
the pipe half off into a sort of a spray stream, 
and stuck my face right into it. Gods! but it 
was refregbing. I expected when I shut her 
down that the fellows who were back of me 
would ask me what I was doing, but there was 
never aword from them. I was wondering 


woat was keeping them so quiet, and just then | 


I beard a voice away off in the distance cry- 
ing, ‘Jimmy! Jimmy!’ and then [I re 
alized that they had deserted me. I shut the 
pipe clear off and prepared to try to 
make my way to the door. Mind you it was 80 
biack with smoke that I couldn't see my hands 
two inches from my face. It was so hot that if 
I stood up and Lreathed the heated air would 
have cooked my lungs and I would have been 
gone. T was five kilns—150 feet—from the en- 


f trance, and the only thing I could do was to 


creep along the lead. I started on my hands 
and knees, badly bandicapped by a big rubber 
coat and a heavy hat. I struggled along about 
fifty feet, ana at the first coupling. I came to 
on the pipe I found there had been a leak, and 
that there was a puddle of water in a sort of 
a depression in the floor.

The tota) footings of the school census give 
the city a population of 703,817, an increase 
during the lasttwo years of almost 75,000. 
The following table gives the figures in detail: 
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There are 141,855 white males and 144,170 
females under 21 years of age; colored, 2,012 
males and 1,132 females under that age; of the 
Chinese 28 are under 21. Of the colored 4,399 
were women, and of the Mongolians 22.

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MR, POTCH’S GREAT SURPRISE, 


He Finds that His. Home Has Been Bought 
In by His Next-Door Neighbor and Seeks 
an Injunction. 

John Potch of No, 724 Van Horn street filed 
a bill in the Circuit Court. against his next- 
door neighbor, Joseph Soboscyk, who, he 
claims, bas cheated him out of his bouse and 


bome. It appears from the bill that in June, 
1883, Soboscyk began an action against Petch 
in Justice Brayton’s court, and recovered a 
judgment for $107. The transcript was filed 
in the Circuit Court and Potch’s house and lot 
were advertised for sale under the 
execution, and were purchased by 
Soboscyk for $128. The actual value of the 
premises is alleged to have been at 
least $1,000. Potchn swears that it was not 
until the year 1885 that be received any inti- 
mation of the proceedings. Though Soboscyk 
lived the very next door, and met Potch almost 
daily, he never mentioned tbe matter to bim, 
nor was Potch ever served with any summons 
or notice of the proceedings, nor was there, 
he says, any matter or transaction upon which 
be could bave been liable to Soboseyk in an 
action at law. It was in January, 1885, that he 
first learned of his neighbor's action by a let- 
ter from an attorney containing the surprising 
information that Soboscyk owned the lot upon 
which be himself lived, and that the land 
would be sold again unless Potcbh saw 
fit to puy bim the sum of $700. Aston- 
‘ished not a \Ilittle Potch, sought legal 
advice, and filed a bill upon which an injun 
tion- was granted restraining Soboscyk from 
selling the land. The bill, however, was after- 
wards dismissed for want of prosecution, 
owing, it is alleged, to the culpable negligence 
of the attorneys employed in the matter. 
Potch supposed the injunction still extant 
until he was informed that the land bad been 
mortgaged for a sum of $500 to one Henry 
Lee, a very young man employed in the office 
of Soboscyk’s attorney, George Sparling. 
Poich thereupon resorted to another legal 
firm and caused further investigations to be 
made, resulting in the institution of the preés- 
ent suit, in which he seeks to set aside the 
original judgment and all subsequeat pr 

ings pursuant thereto.. Judge Harker issued 
the injunction asked for by the complainant.

THEY HAVE CHANGED WITH THE 
TIMES, AND FOR THE BETTER. 


Peculiarities of the Various Weeklies and 
Monthlies—‘‘The Bible of the English- 
man Abroad ”’—Its Kindly Tone Towards 
American Actors and Authors—The 
*“World’s” Low Ailm—Breezy “Truth” 
—Modern “Punch "’—The Witty Applica- 
tion of a Famous Couplet. 


LONDON, July 24.—{ Special Correspondence. ] 
—The success and the wide sale of American 
magazines in England are evidence that we 
know bow to make a monthly in the United 
States. As yet, however, no American weekly 
bas ventured to invade Great Britain except 
those intentionally humorous journals, the 
Detroit Free Press and Texas Siftings. There 
are more English weeklies of a certain kind than 
there are American. ‘To our Nation, they have 
the Saturday Review and the Spectator; to our 
Critic, they have the Athenwum and the Acade- 
my: to our Harper’s Weekly, they have the 
Illustrated London News and the Graphic; while 
to their Truth and World we have only the 
Home Journal. The Academy is now edited by 
Mr. J. S. Cotton, who has succeeded in keep- 
ing its head above water. It is hard for a new 
paper to establish itself by the side of an old 
and solid journal like the Althenwum. Sir 
Charies Dilke owns the Althenwum, and it is 
edited by Mr. Norman MacColl. It is 
understood that the elaborate criticisms 
of poetry and of poetic principles 
which have appeared on the i‘ first 
page of the Athenwum are by Mr. Theodore 
Watts, Mr. Swinburne’s most intimate friend. 
Mr. W. E. Henley is also one of the most fre- 
quent and most valued contributors to the 
Atheneum. The Spectator has. a note of its 
own, due to the very strong personal influence 
of its two’editors, Mr. Townsend and Mr. R. 
H. Hutton. It hasa gift for discovering new 
geniuses, and, all of ita swans are not geese. 
Dean Church is a prominent contributor to its 
columns, and many broad church clergymen 
write for it. Mr. Harry Quilter is its art critic, 
and its dramatic critic was Mrs. Cashel Hoey, 
the novelist. 

In a clever story published in the *' Broken 
Shaft” last Christmas one of the characters 
calied the Saturday Review “the Bible of the 
Englishman abroad—one of the institutions 
that make me proud of our country,” adding 
that his fatmer used to say ‘“‘Shakspeare we 
share with the Americans, but, damn it, the 
Saturday Review is ali our own!” The Sat- 
urday Review is perhaps the most firmly es- 
tablished of all English weekly journals, and 
it is as characteristic of Great Britain as the 
times or Punch. It is owned by Mr. A. J. 
Beresford Hope, M. P., whois understood to 
write for it occasionally on ecclesiastical and 
architectural subjects. He is the author of 


two novels which have had the good fortune 
to be pirated in America. The first editor 
of the Saturday Review was Mr. Dougias Cook, 
who was succeeded by Mr. Harbord. When 
Mr. Harbord retired three years ago Mr. 
Walter Herries Pollock was promoted to 
the editorship, and in his hands the paper bas 
been much improved. I have been told that 
there has been no month since the Saturday 
Review was started that its average weekly 
circulauon has not exceeded that of the pre- 
ceding month. There is a theory that the 
Saturday is written by university undergrad- 
uates. and by brilliant young protessional men, 
biding their time at the bar, but this is not the 
case. Its contributors are nearly all either 
autbors or journalists. Many of the best- 
known men in Engiish politics and in Engiish 
letters are graduates of the Saturday Review, 
Sir Henry Sumner Maine, Prot. Freeman, the 
late John Richard Green, and Sir William Ver- 
nov Harcourt were frequent contributors. In 
the discussion of the Irish question two old 
centributors of the Saturday Review bore the 
brunt of the debate—Lord Salisbury and Mr. 
John Morley. Time was when Mr. Morley, Prof. 
Freeman, and Mr. Green used to write their two 
or three articlea a week regularly. One ot 
Green’s most intimate friends told me thar 
while be was writing his **Short History of the 
English People’’ he did not cease bis contribu- 
tions of lively articles for the Saturday, and 
that Green once took up the American reprint 
oi the ‘*Girl of the Period”’ papers and, run- 
ning his finger down the table of contents, de- 
clared that he had written more than half the 
volume. The “Girlof the Period” itself was 
written by Mrs. Lyno Linton, the novelist. 
Mr. W. J. Loftie, the bistorian of London, is a 
regular contributor, and so is his wife, 
once reprinted in a little book ** Twenty-six 


‘Social Twitters”’ from the Saturday Review. 


In the early days great liberty was allowed 
to the contributors to express thelr individual 
Opinions, and contradictory assertions would 
sometimes appear in parallei columns. Noth- 
ing of the sort is permitted now, and the paper 
has a policy of its own which it pursues stead- 
ily. Under Mr. Pollock’s management’ the 
paper has been lightened and brightened. It 
is livelier than it was ever before, and it is 
less intolerant and violent. The large-type 
editorial articles are not dull, as they were 
once; the ‘“‘middles” or social and artistic 
essays are more Varied, and the book reviews 
are less brutal, although guite asincisive. The 
rigid uniformity which obtained once, by which 
every article was to .be just two columns in 
length, has been done away with~and long es- 
says alternate with short ones to .great advan- 
tage. Mr. Pollock is one of the best fencers in 
England—hbe bas been jocularly called * the 
tighting editor of the Saturday’’—and he takes 
an interest in all games. A series of articles 
by different experts on these subjects was 
recently reprinted from the Suturday as 
‘*A New Book of Sports.” He has 
also augmented the space devoted to 
the drama and to the fine arts, and 
be bas increased the attention paid to French 
literature. The Saturday now contains a poem 
nearly every week, generally on a tapic of im- 
mediate interest. One of these, ow the death 
of Gen, Gordon, was by Mr. Austin Dobson, 
and is included in his *“*At the Sign of the 
Lyre’’: another, a skit on tue Sheiiey Society 
and its vagaries, was by Mr. Andrew Lang, 
and otbers are understood to be by Mr. H. D. 
Trail. Among the other contribugors are 
Mr. George Saintsbury, Mr. Walter Besant, 
Mr. Comyns Sarr, editor: of the English 
Illustrated Magizine; Mr. Mowbray Morris, 
the editor of Macmilian’e; Mr. W. E. 
Henley, the editor of the Magazine of Art; and 
Mr. Alfred E. T. Watson, the editor of the Ilus- 
trated Sporting and Dramatic News. In the old 
days the Saturday Review was of the same mind 
as Dr. Jobnson when be sa‘'d: * lam willing tu 
love all mankind, except an American.’ But 
Mr. Pollock Sas changed all this, and the tone 
of the Saturday toward American autbors and 
American actors is more kindly than that of 
any other London journal; and I know at least 
three Americans who write for it. 

A paper which is the exact opposit of the 
Saturday Review under Mr. Pollock is the 
World of Mr. Edmund Yates. Beginning liter- 
ary life as one of the little host of deputy 
Dickenses who hung to the great Boz, Mr. 
Yates wade himself notorious by abuse of 
Thackeray, who had. him expelled from the 
Garrick Club for conduct unbecoming a gen- 
tleman. He bas since written novels, some of 
which succeeded, and one, ** Black Sheep,” 
was well worth reading. -He lectured in 
America quite unnecessarily. Then he 
founded the World and “filled a long-felt 
want.”” He understood the kind of journal 
the underbred fasbionable people of London 
would like to buy, and be knew now to choose 
the men who would write what these people 
would like to read. The starting prospectus 
was written by Grenville Murray; the financial 
article was prepared by Mr. Henry La- 
boucbére; a bitter and biting retort to Mr. 
Robert Bucbanan is believed to have been the 
work of Mr. G. A. Sala; and for a libelous 
paragraph, written by some lady of fashion, 
Mr. Yates wentto jail. Mr. Yates’ chief as 
sistant has been Mr. T. H. -Escott, the autnor 
of a book about * London Society,” purporting 
to be by a foreign resident. Mr. Kscott is sup- 
posed to be the. writer of a series of pert and 
impertinent ‘**Letters-to Eminent Persons,” 
exactly suited to the pages of the World. Mr. 
Escott has a brill:ant but slovenly style, re- 
minding one of the late G. T, Lanigan’s neat 


‘epigram about the “foretaste of that gram- 


matica! millennium when the plural noun shall 
lie down with the singular verb anda littie 
conjunction shall lead them.” The Paris cor- 
scapeunanl of the World is Mr. Theodore Child, 
who recently spent a week or two in the United 
States, and who was amazingly and amusingly 
insular in bis impressions of America. The 
musical critic is Mr. Louis Engel, well known 
in New York, where _he was the owner of 
Arcadian. Mr. Engel ie a sort of musical 
Blowitz, and the language he writes in ‘‘is 
Engel-ish, you know, not English,” as a recent 
parodist put it neatly. The dramatic critic is 
Mr. William Archer, one of the most accom- 
plished, most acute, and-best-equipped critics 
in England. The great diflicuilty of dramatic 
criticism is that it conceras itseif with two

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If a soldier enters the grounds with the 
fumes of assorted intoxicants permeating the 
atmosphere in his vicinity no notice is taken 
of his condition, excepting perhaps the offer- 
ing of a mild reproof. It is probably neld 
that an ex-warrior has the same God-given 
right to get drunk that is the dower of every 
citizen, provided he disturbs not the peace. 
Let bim, however, enter the grounds in a con- 
dition rendering the possession of his equi- 
librium a matter of difficulty, and he is 
marked for incarceration in the guard-house. 
The line is drawn when the victim of the 
bowl’s fascinations reels, or is ugly, or noisy. 
If a man returns to the home after the 9 
o'clock bugle-call he is also liable to have his 
liberty curtailed. | 

The punishment for misdemeanors consists 
of a light fine, if the offender is the recipient 
of apension, ora certain number of hours’ 
work about the premises. This is called **do- 
ing dump,”’ and is usually work in the garden 
or on the roads. It is light employment and 
would begood exercise for all the men, instead 
of bemg considered a penance. Itis said that 
work about the kitchen is the labor most 
dreaded by the recaicitrant, there being a 
chronie and deep-rooted antipathy to such 
menial employment as sbelling peas, paring 
potatoes, and the like. Sweeping the rooms 
and gardening are other penalties imposed for 
misconduct. Men who care to work are al- 
lowed remuneration for theirservices. Dining- 
ing-room service rewards the amateur waiter 
to the extent of $5 a month, and ordinary 
employment about the premises cred.ts the 
toiler with from 25 ta.50 cents a day. 
~ ** It ain’t so dog-goned much,’’ remarked a 
Hoosier veteran: “but it’s a sight better’n 
sittin’ ’round doin’ nuthin, and it mounts up 
ter consid’abie if ye keep it up long enough.” 

“How about the men who bave to ‘do 
dump’ on account of their bad behavior?’’

The grounds about the bome are to Muii- 
waukee people what Lincoln Park is to Chi- 
ecagoans. Any pleasant day there are numer- 
ous private picnics held, and, in fact, children 
and adult pleasure-seekers swarm over the 
premises to such an extent that the soldiers do 
not have their wonted space wherin to exercise. 
Lawn games are much indulged in. There are 
tennis-courts and outfits for croqu®t. The 
latter game is played a great deal by the 
soldiers; but the tennis-courts are given up to 
visitors as the game is too active for people 
with an incomplete assortment of limbs. 
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Frequently, how: ver, the children overrun 
the croquet grounds, and the veterans sit impa- 
tiently around and watch their chance for a 
mallet. 

‘The young ones are too many for us to- 
day,”” remarks a grizzled veteran anxious to 
disviay his one-arm prowess at wielding a 
mallet. 

“That's a fact,”’ is the answer. ‘ Guess this 
is'no place for us; but I like to see ’em enjoy 
themselves, all the same.”

The 
music of the home band adds tothe charm and 
enjoyment, and a first-rate band it is, com- 
posed of bomo talent,.and playing with spirit 
The band discourses dance and 
promenade music at the pavilion every after- 
noon, and many Milwaukee people drive tothe 
home to listen to the open-air concert. 


Birds and squirrels abound, and the latter 


- Tun about the lawns quite as tame as if they 


could read the displayed regulations forbid- 
ding their molestation. A considerable por- 
tion of the grounds is devoted to market gar- 
dening, and all the vegetables used at the 
home are\produced by the soldiers in their 
own garden, which is neat, well-kept, and flour- 
ishing. The hay for the cows and borses of 
the institution is likewise of home production, 
and the frequent surplus is disposed of in the 
Milwaukee market. No outside heip is em- 
ployed about the establishment, which is en- 
tirely self-sustaining in the matter of manual 
labor. Among the inmates are blacksmiths, 
tinsmiths, painters, shoemakers, 
sterers, allof whom work at, their respective 
trades, and are paid for their work, which is 
for the benefit of their fellows and the inst!- 
At the home'store, those of the sol- 
diers who have money may invest it in com- 
forts and luxuries that please their fancy. The 
shop is like the ordinary country store, where 
everything can be purchased, froMi a canary 
to a tooth brush. The principal articles in de- 
mand are those which old men deem neces- 
sary to comfort their declining days, and the 
market for woolen socks, carpet slippers, and 
tobacco is always active. No intoxicating liq- 
uors are sold, but pop and ginger ale are in 
brisk demand. The assortment at 
the store comprises everytbing in the 
grocery, dry goods, hats and caps, boots ana 
shoes, clothing, and drug lines, and all profits. 
resulting are invested for the common good. 
Books for the library and music for the band 
are some of the articles purchased. ‘The store 
is presided over by some of the soldiers and 
such low prices prevail that extensive profits 
are out of the question. 

‘** What is the prevailing religious service at 
the home’’’ was asked of a veteran who sat on 
the piazza. with bis feet on the railing, indus- 
triously whittiing a stick into a particular 
shape. . 

** Well, the service is Episcopal,” was the 
reply, ** but then, they bave a priest on hand 
also, and the Catbolics worship in their own 
way. We have service every Sabbath morn- 
ing and Sunday-school after church. Mr. Mal- 
lory is the Episcopal clergyman, and there is a 
German minister also, who preaches to the 
Germans. » The Catholics have @ mass every 
Sunday morning. There's an awfu! lot of. in- 
fidels at the bome. You'd be surprised at the 
number. I never saw &€0-many pauper infidels 
in my life; and what they have to gain by be- 
ing infidels beats me.’’ 

‘**To what extent is military discipline car- 
ried?”’ 

* Not to any great extent. At6 o’clock in 
the morning a bugie call and a long whistie 
sound the reveillie. There is roll call at 6:15 
and breakfast at 6:30. The men file in to 
meais, and atter breakfast they are at li verty 
to go wherever they please. We have about 
fourteeh hundred men here now, and there 
are seven companies, Companies A, B, C. D, 
E, F, and Q. Each 1s in full control of a Ser- 
geant who is assisted by a Corporal. The Ser- 
geants get paid trom $12 to $15 a month. 
Each dormitory is presided over by a room 
orderly, whose duty it is to report misbe- 
bavior. 

**It is one of the regulations that the men 
sball march in to mess in military order. Come 
along and I'll show’you our dining-room.”’ 

THE TRIBUNE man was escorted to a room 
witb tables and places enough apparently to 
accommodate an army. ~Several men were set- 
ting the tables and others were occupied in 
spreading colossa) siices of bread with iiberal 
allowances of butter. 

** The cooking and the dining-room service are 
all done by’ home inmates,’ continued the 
cicerone; **and we have good, substantial fare 
and plenty of it.’’ 

' * Yes,”’ interposed a bystander, evidently 
one of the maicontents; **stay to supper with 
us and we'll give you some of tbe nicest oleo- 


margarine you ever ate.”’ 


“No, there is little discipline about the 
place,’’ resumed tbe first speaker. ‘'The men 
come and go when they please, but they must 
be in at 9 at night when the bugle sounds fer 
lights out.”’ 


There is no lack of facilities for recreation. 
The men have a billiard and pool room, @a 
library and reading-room, a piano, and other 
provisions for their enjovment. The bDilliard 
tables are in constant use, and men are stand- 
ing about awaiting a chance to play. The read- 
ing-room is well patronized, and the stock com- 
prises the principal daily papers end periodi- 
cals of the country. The library contains an 
excelient assortment of standard works, sub- 
stantially bound. All the leading novelists 


‘are represented by their works, Dickens and 


Fenimore Cooper being the most popular 
writers of fiction, judging from the —-well- 
thumbed condition of the books. The library 
and the reading-rooin are tastefully furnisbed, 
and beautified by engravings and paintings, 


nt. 
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The buildings are all bandsome and com- 
modious. They are of Milwaukee pressed 
brick and of tasteful architecture. In addition 
to the main building, there are the bospital, 
the Governor's residence, the Secretary's and 
Surgeon’s residences, shops, gas-house, bakery, 
farm buildings, and numerous others of less 


importance. 
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/ The hospital is admirably regulated, and on 
account of the age and infirmities of most of 
the men it is well filled the greater part of the 


time. One does not find that, among the men, 
those baving the most to make them satisfied 
with: their surroundings "are the most con- 
tented. On the contrary, often those having 


the best health, the biggest pensions, and the

GEN. T. \C. MOORE. 


The present Governor of the home is Gen. 
Jacob Sharpe, wno has occupied the position 
for several years. Gen. Sharpe served during 
the Civil War for one year under Gen. McClel- 
lan, and for three years under Gens. Sheridan 
and Banks. He commanded a brigade at. the 
battle of Winchester, and was Severiy wounded 
in that fight made memorable by Sheridan and 
his black charger. Gen. T. C. Moore, the Sec- 
retary and Treasurer, Was &!SO active in serv- 
ice all through the War. He was at the bat- 
tles of Bull. Run, at the siege of Yorktown, 
Williamsburg (where he was wounded in the 
leg), the Orchards, seven days before Richb- 
mond, Maivern Hill, Chantilly, Fredericksbure, 
and others. Previous Governors at the home 
were Mr. Cassette, Gen. Wooley, Col. Yates, 
and Gen. Hinks. Maj. D. C. Fulton of Hudson, 
Wis., isthe Local Manager, Dr. 8. J. F. Milier 
the Surgeon, the Revs. C. L. Mallory and M. F. 
Speich Chaplains. Tbe Home Board of Mana- 
gers are appointed by the Military Committee 
of Congress and confirmed by the Senate. 
Altogether, a visit to the home ‘tends to diss- 
pate the notion that the United States is apt 
to di#revard the services of ‘its old defenders 
and to allow their labors tO go unrecognized 
and unrewarded. 


SCENES AT ASBURY PARK. 


The Orderly, Well-Regulated New Jerse¥ 
Seashore Resort. 

ASBURY PARK, N. J., Aug. 12.—| Special Corre- 
spondence. |—W bile the neighboring resort of 
Long Branch bas only recently feit the throes 
of religious emotion, this charming summer 
place has long since succumbed to these infliu- 
ences and now feels itself thoroughly under 
the magic of a law-abiding and efficient munici- 


pal administration. Whén gambling and Sun- 
day-breaking were running riot at the Branch, 
the Other extreme was equally apparent here. 
The. most stringent reguiauvons regarding the 
conduct of visitors have been enacted and are 
enforced to their minutest ietter, much, it 
must be said, to the inconvenience of casual 
visitors, who bave not yet imbibed the religious 
essence that fills the groves and ever permeates 
the secluded nooks and corners of the long 
board walk which borders the ocean. Sunday 
the place is a perfect graveyard. Not an in- 
dustry is allowed to remain open for the trans- 
action of business. Kailroads are not allowed 
to stop trains, telegraph oflices and mails are 
suspended, and evena free bath is not ac- 
corded to the resident. 

W bile these measures seem excessive, they 
are nevertheless productive of a’° remarkably 
heaithy condition of public morals; for a 
better behaved and more orderly community 
could not nossibly be found. They find no 
fault with a ruie restraining the promenading 
on the board walk to the early hour of 10 
o'clock. Lathing is of course a promi- 
nent feature of life bere, but nowhere 
on the coast are more stringent enforcements 
of the laws of decency made. A lady 
who is in the least inclined to display—even to 
a moderate degree—bas no sooner made her 
appearance upon the beach than she is accost- 
ed by a policeman and to'!d to remove the ob- 
jectionabie suit and in every way confurm to 
the etiquet of the beach or she will be der‘°” 
its privileges. Here bathing suits are neces- 
Sarily modest, and in that respect very much 
more becoming. Scenes at the hour when the 
majority disport in the waves are unlike those 
at other resorts... Boisterots laughter arid hbi- 
larious conduct are wanting, and the bath re- 
solves itseif into a mere effort to grasp the 
life-line gracefully or do the Desdemona act 
witb a billow that is not taken scientifically. 
All these restrictions do not enbance the value 
of a bath, but everyone bathes from the sim- 
ple fact that that is about the only pleasure to 
be found at Asbury Park. 

Socially the town presents an anomaly which 
has not been reproduced at any other place of 
its kind. The cottage system seems more ful- 
ly developed, and each cottage seems to be its 
own little world. There are few friendships 
among its inhabitants, and thore is apparently 
no great desire to patronize tancy bails or ex- 
hibit the bospitality which is usually a promi- 
nent characteristic among summer-resorters., 
Every body goes to the Ocean Grove meetings, 
and in fact about the only resemblance there 
cun be traced between this and other places is 
the fact that bere the gossip runs riot. With 
all their stock of religious good-wi:l there is 
bardly aplace on the coast where this thing 
prevails inun equal degree. Speaking of gos- 
siv brings to mind the story which is going the 
rounds among the members of the Chicago 
contingent of the place. It concerns the 
welfare of a wealthy widow from the 
Western metropolis whose father is .num- 
bered among the aristocracy of .that p ace. 
The story goes that in company with another 
lady mucb ber senior an advertisement was in- 
serted ina New York paper to the effect that 
two young ladies would like to meet a mutual 
friend for amusement and entertainment. An 
answer came, and the pair met the recruit at 
the West End Hotel in Long Branch, It proved 
to be a notorious gambler, who, traveling upon 
bis supposed respectability, invited one of the 
ladies to accompany bim to New York: on the 
boat and take a ride through Central Park. 
This proposition was accepted, and they were 
on the way to the boat when a Long Branch 
officer served a warrant on the gambler, who 
bad formerly run a **bank’’ at the West End. 
The lady wus questioned as to her business 
with the knight of the green cloth, but was 
allowed to return to her cottage bome in As- 
bury Park. The matter was talked of for days 
aiter it came to light, and created a good deal 
of surprise. 

Sunday evening last was a memorable one in 
the history of the Ocean Grove religious gath- 
erings. It was the occasion of what is impres- 
sively termed a ‘**surf service,’’ and a novel 
and unprecedented performance it proved to 
be. The day has been one of unusual beauty, 
and it was about drawing to a close when 
the vast audience began to congregate. Such 


' meetings are beld at the very brink of tne sea, 


and gray-baired men and women crouch upon 
the dry sand in the midst of the cheerful! and 
the gay. Instinctively the crowd dispose them- 
selves in circles about the centre in which 
stands a venerable minister with his scanty 
locks dishevelled by the gale. On this occa- 
siop a great sea was rolling its buee billows 
upon the yeliow sand, and a ‘high wind rend- 
ered the words of the preacher at times in- 
audible. First there was a hymn from the 
great audience with an ocean symphony 
for an obligato.’ Then ‘**I am the resurrection 
and the life’’ were the half-audibie words of 
the minister after the conclusion of the hymn, 
and bis bare bead was seen uplifted in the at- 
titude of prayer. There was a low rumbling 
in the east, and the gathering of a great cloud 
of inky blackness could be noticed hastening 
the decay of the day. The lips of the man of 
God moved again and again, but the bowed 
beads of the silent auditors heard not the 
words that were uttered. Great waves crushed 
upon the sbore and lapped the garments of 
those nearest, as if betokening the coming of 
a great storm. The biack cloud spread, the 
prayer continued, but no word of it 
was heard. The spectators, with bowed heads 
and awed presence, alone received religious 
inspiration from the iniinity which confronted 


_ them, and the angry voice of the waters was 


an irresistible demand for supreme tribute. 
Never bas anything appealed so vividly to my 
, For over an hour 
to be seated under such circumstances, amidst 
bowed heads, with no word spoken, with the 
epectacie of the aged pastor bathed in tears, at 
the brink of a monstrous flood that burled 
itself upon the shore, and in fuil view of the 
boundless deep, was to realize the climax of 
effective preaching. Six thousand people arose 
from their knees, and there were few faces 
that did not show traces of tears. At this one 
meeting there were 150 converts and scarcely 
& word spoken. 

There are more Chicago people in Asbury 
Park than aimost any other coast resort. An 
Eastern man would undoubtedly remark that 


. they were a profitable field for the work of the

LONG BRANCH, N. J., Aug. 11.—[Speeial Cor- 
respondence.]—This is Vanity Fair—a city 
whose occupation is idleness. From Sea 
Bright south to Sea Girt, a distance of over 
five miles, stretches the wonderful natural 
higaoway lined on its westward side by an un- 
broken row of villas. -At West End, at El- 
beron, and at the stylish cottages of Holly- 
wood splendor and the gayety reach their con- 
summation. The Pullmans and the Hooleys, 
tne only Chicago notables who have cottages 
here, are in those exclusive precincts. But 
those places deserve a letter to themselves, 


‘and this deals but with Long Branch, where 


the excursionist breaks up on the beacn. like 
the waves of the ocean, where every third 
building is a hostelry, where vice josties the 
elbow of innocence, where marriage -is a 
traflic, and where pugs ana children represent 
the only element which is guileless. Most of 
the hoteis at Long Branch proper are fashion- 
ed on the plans of other days. The corridors 
are long, and low, and narrow, and barbor a 
scent which is. not the “odor of 
brine from the ocean,” but something 
that may be the condensation of the heavy 
perfumes which the Jewesses use, or may be 
the vapor of the liquors sold so plentifully 
here, but which suggests asafetida to the 
sensitive nostril. The furniture in the .bed- 
rooms is of a cheap pattern, long since out of 
date, and in the parlors alone, where the ‘can- 
vas-covered carpets and the array of easy 
rattan chairs suggest comfort and coolness, 
are the surroundings up to the requirements 
of these days of artistic and spacious interiors. 
The Scarbora, however, quite newly built, is 
an exception. This is a trim, drab-colored 
structure without, while within the airy, 
square rooms, the charming windows, the fur- 
niture of rich-colored woods, the rugs and 
heavy draperies, caught back from delicately- 
tinted walls, make a scene beguilingly home- 
like. 

Very few Chicago people are registered on 
the books. At the Scarbora are W. D. Ganse 
and J. M. Peasier; at Lauch’s is Theodore 
Ascher; at the Atiantic G. H. Cassard; at the 
United States are F. M. Smith, I. Myres, J. F. 
Danhbeisen, Mrs. M. McAvoy, two children, and 
maid; at the Howland A. G. Lithgow and wife 
and George Eisenstein; and at the Ocean House 
only Mrs. L. M. Draper has availed berseif of 
the privileges of the beautiful lawn, its fine 
verandas, and its magnificent view. 

The Ocean Howse bas one charm which every 
one must feel-—-the charm of rich association, 
which the newer esplendors of the West End 
cannot have tiil years bave conferred it. The 
ghost of other days seems “to vanish before 
you as you steal onto the upper balconies iu 
the moonlight to watch the shifting path of 
light across the sea. The echoes of voices 
now Silent float dowm the hallways where so 
many thousands of dainty feet have tripped. 
The swish of silks that long since have rotted 
seem to pass you as you hurry up the stairs at 
twilight. Doubtless those times were far in- 
ferior to these, but, like the wine standing in 
cobwebbed coats in the capacious cellars of 
the bugs inns, they gather flavor witb their 
age. But at least let us believe that in those 
davs Long Branch was not a Western Monte 
Carlo. The optimists al) teli us that the times 
are growing better, that pbiianthropy is 
broader, that virtue is greater, that the ages 
of bestiality are past. Let Long Branch be 
their answer. The gambling here is not con- 
cealed. The pretty club-houses, which look so 
like private cottages that the uninitiated 
would not suspect their mission, are quite 
openly frequented. Those quiet, elderly tadies 
that seem ao dull and lifeless at the table, and 
whom you pity, feeling that they bave unsel- 
fishiy sacr:f.ced themselves to the gayety of 
their daughters, bave a compensation. Not 
all of them, of course. There are many, very 
many quiet ladies here who come simply for 
their summer amusement, being dependent 
upon amusement, and who have, perbaps, a 
littie ulterior motive concerning the future of 
their marriageable girls—but what worldly- 
wise mothers bave not? Butif the passion for 
gambling bas taken such possessionof the 
women what sball be saidef the men? There 
are some stories that have a heavy flavor of 
tragedy, but who wants to hear thew? In 
midsummer there is no place for trayedy:upon 
the boards, 

But gambiing is not the worst scandal of the 
On the white ocean sands where the 
radiation of the sparse electric lights do not 
reach vice walks every night. The promenade 
that, with the expenditure ofa little money, the 
exercise of a litcle law, and the use of a good 
deal of illuminating electricity, might make a 
most attractive feature of tho resort, is left to 
pameiless wrong, and is as shunned after set 
of sun by respectable matrons and wards as if 
the devil were brewing his heli-broth there. 
Is not this preposterous, within a stone's 
throw of the beautiful cottages where good 
mothers sit with their young sons and daugh- 
ters? Still there is little need to be indignant 
on their account, for the most crushing truth 
of all, Sir Optimist, comes in the knowledge 
that with the money -and the power to rout 
this shame the owners of tbese homes do not 
do it. 

But by daylight it is different. The children 
play in the sands there and load and unload 
their tiny pails and barrows. A coutinual 
stream of carriages and. omnibuses flows up 
Ocean avenue. Little walking is done till after 
6, and then the ladies by twos or threes, with 
a small sprinkling of attendant cavaliers, 
stroll up sand down the promenade. 
Seeing so much wealth and fashion pass- 
ing up and down this drive, itis a rude sur- 


prise to find the miserable condition in which > 
‘itis kept. 


The storms of the winter have worn 
dangerous gullies in. the roadway, which have 
not becn repaired. Mr. Henry Howland, the 
proprietor of the Howland House, the oldest 
botel here, says thatin his time 400 feet of 
beach have disappeared. Thatis at an aver- 
age of about ten feet a year. It would be diffi- 
cult to erect a barrier which would not destroy 
the bathing, but unless the cottagers want to 
sweep the Atlantic out of their front doors and 
get worsted, like tbe renowned Dame Parting- 
ton, they will have to devise some pian. The 
fences which guard the drive from the de- 
scent to the beach have been allowedto fall 
into unsightly disorder, and the weeds fringe 
the borders of the grass plats, which have 


grown brown for want of water at the edge of | 


the sea. The foreign population of summer 
sojournets pay three-fourths of the taxes of 
the township ana get no return for it except 
public robbery. Those stolid fishermen sitting 
in the: sun, with swift-flying shuttle mending 
their nets, look harmless enough, but the fishes 
they spare are not all caughtinthe sea. At 
Long Branch. nothing has a market price. If 
it were Turkey instead of America, there could 
not be a greater discrepancy between ce vaiue 
and the realization. These ampbibious folk 
back in the town are. veritable wreckers.

even the patience of the amiabie millionaire is . 


exhausted, and a committee headed by George 
W. Childs, A. J. Drexel, Thomas T. Eckert, 
Horace Porter, Join Sloan, Charles M. Fry, D. 
M. Hildreth, George M. Curtis, Thomas K. 
Wooley, Jacob Rotnschild, Richard V. Breece, 
and others will ecter a petition in the County 
Court for a division of the city.

Fewoft them are acquainted 
witb any paint, except sucd as is used for let- 
tering advertisements of patent medicines 
upon the roofs. In these rough sheds beauly 
and ugliness array themselves for the surf. 
How warm that surf is! It clasps that sweet 
girliike alover, it toys with ber bair, it 


pushes her merrily, and tries her light resist- 
ance with unsuspecting blows. [t shows all 
her rounded limbs; her white arms gleam like 
marble, her throat glistens with moisture. Let 
that cold critic who stands upon the beach and 
finds materia! for three close-set columns of 
grimy insinuations reap the glory of his 
piquant tales. He is welcome to bis readers 
and his cynicism. We will see nothing in the 
sport but downright joliity. Ab, what a buf- 
fet dignity gets here! How laziness is 
hustled! How elegance is mauled! As to the

New-Yorkers who stay in town, about the im- 
modest bathing suits now worn along the Jer 
sey coast, why, it all depends on what 
modesty may be. The moralist who groans 80 
over the short-sleeved costumes in the surf 
says never a word against them in the draw- 
ing-room. The tender Gotham correspondent 
who shudders so at the sight of a pair of silken 
stockings will return to the artful Directoire 
costumes of “ Ecminie’’ and never carp.

A Postal Curiosity. 

Paris American Register: The postal museum 
in Berlin: was- recently enriched bya letter 
cover, sent asa curiosity by Herr von Dargun,; 
who had found it among the papers left by bis 
great-wrandfatber, Lieut. Col. von Pressentein, 
deceased in 1789 at Sternberg, Mecklenburg. 
The letter it had contained was dated from 
Philadeiphia, and bore the postmar« of that 
city, togetber with those of London, Calais, 
Brusseis, The Hague, Amsterdam, and Ham- 
burg, the respective post dues being marked 
in each instance, thereby furnishing a chance 
of comparing the then rates of postage with 
those of the present day. Its weight, judging 
from the size of the cover, cannot bave ex- 
ceeded that of a modern ‘‘singie’’ letter, for 
which te recipient paid the modest sum of 
h thalers 12 schillinge, equal to 18 marks 60 
pfennige German money, present value, or 
$4.65 United States currency. 


Tunnel from Denmark to Sweden, 

New York Post: A telegram from Copen- 
hagen, published in the Journal des Debats, 
says that the Swedish and Danish newspapers 
have for some time been discussing schemes 
for the construction of a tunnel between Den- 
mark and Sweden under the Sound. The ques- 
tion of a submarine way between tbe two 
countries has been raised several times, but 
never sO sericusly as now. 
Rothe, the engineer, in the name of a French 
company, has just presented to the two Gov- 
ernments interested a plan for cutting atunnel 
between Copenhagen and Malmdé, in Sweden. 
The tunne! would be seven and a bhaif miles long, 
in two parts, of which two miles would lie be- 
tween the Islands of Amak and Satthoim, and 
five and a half between the latter island and 
the Swedish coast. M.de Rothe has been for 
several years employed as an engineer on the 
Panama Canal works. 


An Electric Mountain. 

Tulare (Cal.) Press: A very peculiar property 
has recently been discovered in the rock of a 
mountain seven miles from the Town of Santa 
Cruz. This rock {s heavily charged with elec- 
tricity, and when applied to a battery was 
found to produce strong electric currents. A 
small handful of this rock applied in a battery 
generated sufficient electric force to operate 
the battery for three weeks, and appeared not 
to be the least exhausted of its powers. This 
rock has very much the appearance of ordi- 
nary soapstone, and exists in immense guan- 
tities, constituting the principal mass of the 
mountain. Its strange property was accident- 
ally discovered by a man who was experiment- 
ing with mineral water on the mountain, and, 
having occasion to use some of this rock, 
piaced it in contact with the battery. The man 
who made this wo§derful discovery kept. it a 
profound secret frpm the world until be and 
one or two of his @onfidential friends had ob- 
tained a title to the portion of the iand, pay- 
ing $15,000 therefor. The present owners are 
now experimenting with this rock with a view 
to thoroughly testing its properties, 


Hair Suddenly Turning White. 

A correspondent of Notes and Queries states 
that Sir Erasmus Wilson, in bis work ** Healthy 
Skins,” gives the following instances of the 
human bair suddenly becoming white: A girl 
whose hair ‘**became as white as a pocket- 
bandkercbief’’ on the shock of receiving news 
of ber lover’s death; alady who became gray 
in a few.days on finding her sister dead in bed 
by ber side; Sir Thomas More, the night before 
his execution; two cases recorded Dy Borellus; 
three by Daniel Turner; one by Dr. Cassan; 
and afew miscellaneous cases, of which the 
most remarkuble is the following: ‘**A gentile 
man on his marriage, when about 40 years oid, 
had adark head of huir, but on bis return 
from bis wedding trip had become so com- 
pletely snow-white, even to bis eyebrows, 
that bis friends almost doubted his identity!”

| ENGLAND'S PROSPERITY. 


REFLECTIONS UPON HER PRESEN? 
CONDITION AND PROSPECTS. 


The Power of Accumulated Capital and the 
Manipulation .of Trade — Elements of 
Weakness in the Situation—Advantages 
of a Country Like the United States, 
Which Will Win the, Race for Ssu- 
premacy in the Long Run. 

LONDON, Aug. 3.—| Special Correspondence.} 

—W hat situation in life could be more delight- 

ful than that of a person whose most arduous 


) labor is that of cutting coupons from securi- 


ties of unquestioned value? It was a well- 
known Chicago capitalist who said a few 
months ago: ‘I am exceedingiy fond of hav- 
ing alotof faithful bank clerks at work day 
by day earning dividends for me.”” The snip- 
ping of soissors all over this isiand the lst of 
every month is significant in many ways. The 
prosperity of Great Britain is the economic 
wonder of the world, yet it is not difficult to 
explain. A man who has a fortune can live 
without working; so could a nation if that 
fortune were equaily distributed among the 
inbabitants. One might easily con e ofa 
_ nation entirely composed ot wealthy persons 
who bad nutbing to do but draw the income 
on their capital and enjoy it. A 
casual look at the upper and  up- 
per. middie classes in England would 
give one the impressiou that ** the fast-anchor- 
ed isle is just that sort of country.”” And in- 
deed there would be a great deal of truth in 
the impression, for the controlling spirits in 
**society,” the politicians, the voting classes, 
and, of course, the investors in the great busi- 
ness enterprises for which England is famous 
are peeple whose income is to a great extent 
derived from accumulated capital apd to only 
asmallextent trom their personal exertions. 
These are the influential, the ruling, classes of 
the kingdom. There is a tremendous potency 
in the wealth of which they are the custodians 
and which has been piling up for centuries. 
These people’ make the whole worid work for 
them. lt matters not whether it is a mill in 
Manchester, a ranch in Texas, ora mine in 
Australia; the controlling force is the capital 
whose home is in Lonaon. 

~Yet to.one who jooks at the subject entirely: 
from an American standpoint the prosperity 
of the country would be somewhat of a para- 
dox. England raises no corn, no cotton, and 


consumption. Ali these most necessary articles 
must be bought of somebody else. The same 
is true of many other productions of leading 
importance. Indeed, so far as Engiand’s com- 
‘manding position among the nations is con- 
cerned, she might about as well be perfectly 
barren. The coa! under the soil, the goid 
above it, and the commercial policy of 
the country are quite  gufficient.. Yet 
in her home _ activities England fur- 
nisbes one of the ~best conceivable 
illustrations of the part played by labor in the 
economics of the world. Engiand takes the 
products of other countries, makes them into 
useful articles, and then carries them back. 
England is not a producer, but a manipulator. 
The process carried on here in the manufact- 
uring towns is seen to good advantage in min- 


Take the Yankee shoemaker as an illustration. 
Every material thing that enters into the con- 
struction of his shoes he has to buy—the 
leather, the thread, the blacking, the iron 
shank. He produces nothing—he simply man- 
ipulates. The sume may be said of the other 
manufacturers of the village, and there are not 
enough of the necessaries of life produced in 
the village to sustain the people. They have 
to sell their labor to buy those necessaries. 
The same is true on ae grand scale 
in’ the manufacturing districts of 
England. It does not matter that there 
isnoraw material in the Kingdom. There 
is capital and fuel to make motive power with. 
The capital brings the material and the labor. 
It is, of course, the first essential in a study of 
ecouowic affairs in England to remember that 
everything in the way of raw material—asg, in- 
deed, almost everything e.se—is duty free. 
The manufacturers, therefore, have the ad-’ 
‘vantage of the lowest prices. The view enter- 
tained in Engiand of the relation of imports to 
exports is just the reverse of that taken in the 
United States. Americans insist on having a 
large ** balance of trade”’ in their favor, while 
British economists are always glad to see the 
imports exceed the exports. America imports 
finished goode; England imports raw material. 
The articles that America imports immediately 
deteriorate in value; perisbabile, articles are 
consumed and fabrics wear out. The goods 
brought into England, on the contrary, at once 
begin to gain in value, for the ele 
ment of labor i1s__ introduced into 
them. They are converted into articles 
of use. But there is a quiet, unrecorded, and 
constant importation uf the increment of cap- 
tal in the sbape of interest on investments. 
It is the commercial prosperity of England 
that gives her the powerful position she holds 
among the nations of the earth. Her army 
and navy are notacause of this prosperity, 
but a result of it. It is a highly interesting 
question whether this preéminence ig to be 
perpetual. Many Americans think they see 
the beginning of the end, but the wish may be 
father to the thought. It is, however, worth 
while to ask if this prosverity rests on a suffi- 
ciently broad basis. Its foundations may be said 
to consist mainly of accumulated capital and 
manipulation of the world’s trade. To an 
American who is accustomed to fook on im- 
mense areas of productive land and rich mines 
as the sources of his country’s present and 
prospective wealth England’s economic sup- 
ports seem to be rather slender. A rich and 
smart trader bas a tremendous advantage over 
traders of ordinary means and abilities, but 
competitors as bright as be are likely to spring 
up and supplant him. It is so with nations. 
The peoples of former centuries who held com- 
mercial sway,by enterprise in traffic and not 
by virtue of the products of their own soil— 
the Venetians, the Spanish, and the Portu- 
guese—hbad their day, and successively lost 
their preéminence, It was ‘a matter of wis- 
dom and energy, which were invaluable go 
long as they lasted. But wisdom and energy 
are not qualities that any one nation can 
monopolize for ail time. The prosperity of 
those peoples was coeval with their leadership in 
the merchant marine of the world, and largely 
dependen: upon it. History shows that noth- 
ing is more unstable than domain of the 
oceans. Itis easy tosee what u paralyzing 
blow would be given to England by depriving 
her of the commanding position she now 
holds mm the carrying trade. How much more 
sure is the future ot the American Republic 
witb its vast areas of land, yieldingteverything 
that is necessary forthe use of man! It is 
true that England bas her colonies and depend- 
encies, but they are attached to her by slender 
threads and some of them seem on the point 
of breaking away. | 
So mucb tor England’s manipulation of the 
trade of the world. Her policy is broad and 
sagacious. By it she lays every people of the 
earth under tribute to ber. It she loses her 
lead it will be by degrees anda she will fight 
every inch of the ground. Butthe very ex- 
tent of the manipulation exposes the other 
element of strength—accumulated capitai—to 
danger. The London capitalist cannot 
find profitable investments near enough 
to his own home to be 
eye. He must search the 
over. He places his funds thousands of roiles 
away. Thus it happens that British capital is 
found in every land. An investment in a dis- 
tant countryjis naturally exposedjto more risks 
than one which can be immediately watcbed 
by the persons most interested. And the hig 
tory of British investments in the last twenty- 


| five years shows an appalling extinction of 


capital. Money piaced in Turkey, in South 
America, and indeed in every part of the globe 
has disappeared by the million never to reap- 
pear. England's investment in the Confeder- 
ate States of America will be readily recalled, 
and the quantity of capital aisposed of by bad 
selections of United States railroad securities 
is something enormous, Al! these outside in- 
vestments require the most careful selection 
and management, and the mistakes that will 
inevitably be made from time to time are 
fraught with ser‘ous consequences, A coug-

FIGHTING AGAINST FIRE. 


Hard Struggle of Cleveland Firemen to 
Avert a Great Disaster—The Blazes in the 

Forest. 

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 14.—[Special.]—What 
threatened to be the most disastrous conflagra- 
tion in the history of Cleveland started in the 
W.H. Doan Oii Works Friday noon. It was 
partiy under control by evening and at mid- 
nigbt the firemen, who. had been fighting the 
flames for twelve hours, considered all danger 
past. At3o’clock this morning, however, two 
immense tanks suddenly exploded and a tor- 
rent of burning oil swept down the side of the 
hill, eating up buildings and everything else in 
its path. The Doan Company’s works are 
separated from the Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s works by a narrow creek known 
as Kingsbury Run. Had the fiery flood been 
emptying into this stream the fifty tanks of 
the Standard Company containing several bun- 
dred thousand barrels of oil, naphtha, gaso- 
line, and similar explosives would have been 
doomed as well as all its other property. Those 
tanks are situated on the banks of the Cuya- 
boga River, and had they caught fire and ais- 
charged their burning contents into the river 
it meant the destruction of a large portion of 
the manufacturing interests of the city, a vast 
and numerous lumber- 
yards, entailing: incalculable loss. For tbree 
hours the firemen struggled with the tire. 
Dams were built to check the oil from reach- 
ing Kingsbury Run, other channels were dug, 
and every means possible resorted to to avert 
the threatened disaster. At the very point of 
the wreatest danger, and when the flames were 
fanning the Standard Company's works, the 
firemen succeeded in stopping the fire and 
millions of dollars’ worth of property was 
saved. The loss is $125.00. 

ISHPEMING, Mich., Aug. 14.—The forest 
fires bave broken out afresh at Humboldr, 
Chocalay, Baroga, and along tne line of the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railway. A large 
area of pine tumber is being burned over, and 
much damage is being done. 

SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich., Aug. 14.—The 
torest fires in this vicinity were extinguished 
by the heavy rain of yésterday. Considerable 
damage was done to timbered lands and farm 
property in this county. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 14.—No immediate 
danger now exists to the towns in Northern 


Wisconsin included in the track of the forest 


fires. Heavy rains fell today in Middle and 
Northern Wisconsin and subdued the flames 
considerably. In other places the forests are 
still ablaze. The people of Stiles, Spencer, and 
Colby spent a night of terror. Early during 
the evening of Friday a fire suddenly ad- 
vanced toward that part of the Village of 
Spencer not destroyed a week ago. The sheet 
of flame is Jescribed as baving been over 100 
feet bigh, and creating a roar that could be 
beard for miles. The villagers moved outina 
body, some fleeing to Romeo, others encamp- 
ing on tbe territory burned over Sunday. 
Wagon loads of goods formed a caravan to 
neighboring towns. At Stiles similar’ scenes 
were enacted. People buried their effects to 
save them .from destruction. As the people 
were about despairing of saving the towns 
showers of rain fell early this morning and 
averted the apprebended catastrophe. 

Tonight reports from all sevtions are more 
reassuring. However, heavy and continued 
rains alone will stay the destruction,

A Great Improvement in Steam Engines. 

A young man in the interior of Iowa has in- 
vented a change in the construction of the 
steam engine which may lead to wonderful 
things. He dispenses with the steam-chest and 
the governor-balls that have for so long been 
regarded as indispensable to every engine, 
whether well regulated or otherwise. In place 
of the latter he employs a pendulum which 
permits the outtiow of steam at an unvarying 
speed, but tbe slightest increase of velocity in 
the engine lessens the time that the steam has 
to escape into the cylinder. 
thus effects 
owa irregularities, which is comparatively siow 
when the governor is used, and it has the ad- 
ditional advantages of using less steam, while 
‘it largely simplifies the working gear. A trial 
engine-was constructed in this city recently, 
and worksto a charm. It was taken down 
yesterday for shipment to Minneapolis, where 
it will be practically tested at real work. If it 
succeeds as well as it now promises todo it will 
probably be the first of many thousands of 
engines built on the new pian. :

A Dressmaker of Worth’s at the Richelieu. 

Among the arrivals at the Richelieu yester- 
day was that of Mme. René Casaubon, Paris. 
It may be of interest to our faShion votaries 
to know that this lady bas for years occupied 
a prominent position in Worth’s and Raudnitz's 
famous establisiuments, which she has volun- 
tarily abandoned and accepted a contract 
with the new retail dry-goods house of James 
H. Walker & Co., corner of Wabash avenue 
and Adams street, where she will have control 
of the dress and costume department of that 
establishment. 

This move on the part of the above firm isa 
bold stroke towards changing the present or- 
der of things by giving Chicago a voice as to 
just what point the fashion centre of America 
shall focus and which will douptiess be appre- 
ciated by patrons in this country who have 
peen compelled to send across the Atlantic for 
Worth's famous handiwork. 

Madame Casaubon received the reporter in 
her rooms at the Richelieu with apparent 
pleasure on learning the object of the visit. 
Sbe evidently is a stranger to the American 
mode of interviewing, as her elegant Parisian 
surprise sentences manifested. She speaks 
not a word of English, which she regrets, but 
anticipates no difficulty on that score by rea- 
son of uble English-speaking assistants. 

She said the clienteie of Worth touched near- 
ly every portion of the civilized worid. Every 
Christian Princess of note in Europe, many 
Pagan throughout Asia, wherever England's 
foot rested, from the extremes of both Pacific 
and Atlantic Oceans, from ali the prominent 
cities of America, came the address of patrons 
on bis books. 

The reporter asked her to what particular 
feature could be attributed tbe rema:kabie 
success of Worth. 

She repiied that it would be impossible for 
M. Worth himself to manipulate personally 
the tabrics for so great a clientele, and that it 
was not necessary. She feared greatly she 
could not explain or convey her ideas of the 
question with sufficient satisfaction to ber in- 
terrogator, whose possessions of Parisian dia- 
lect she quickly discovered were limited. She 
could sbow him with herhands. . ** Yet, do you 
understand?”’ she rapidly uttered with spark- 
ling eyes and increased interest, *‘it is the ad- 
justment or codperation of art with simplicity, 
and so obtain complete work. Here!’’ she 
continued, **M. Reporteur shall order a cos- 
tume for. Mademoigelile,’’ at which the reporter 
shuddered; ** you see, itis not lavishiv, it is 
not extravagantly trimmed; it is very simplic- 
ity itself, and, you see, fits charmingly, is 
beautiful: it is perfecuon. A simple, perfect 
ruse, with a few jeaves, is beautiful, and that, 
too, is perfection. I can conceive no other 
reason for M. Worth’s reputation.”’ Couid 
Ruskin have put it better? Mme. Casaubon 
was in ecestacies over a Chicago foiding-bed and 
in mortal terror trom the cable-cars.

HONORS TO A PATRIOT. 


THE MONUMENT TO BARON DE KALB 
AT ANNAPOLIS, MD. 


{t Will Be Unveiled Tomorrow in the Pres- 
ence of Distinguished Visitors and with 
Appropriate Ceremonies—A Spirited and 
Satisfactory Work of Art—The Story of 
De Kalb’s Devotion to the Cause of Lib- 
erty in America, | 

BALTIMORE, Ma., Aug. 14.—[Speciai. |—Tho 
monument in houor of Baron De Kalb, who 
laid down bis life that the New America might 
live, will be unveiled at Annapolis: Mondays. 

In 1780 the Continental Congress appropriated 

$10,000 for the erection.of a monument to the 

memory of this patriot and hero, but it was not 
until a sbort while ago that any decisive action 
was taken in the matter, notwithstanding the 
fact that this country has but few greater men 


- in the annals of her history to commemorate. 


Monday will also be the 106th anniversary of 
De Kalb’s death and the battle of Camden. 

The monument consists of a granit pedestal, 
surmounted by a bronze pedestrian statue 
eight feet six inches in bight, with a plinth six 
inches in hight, making a total altitude of nine 
feet for the bronze statue, exclusive of the 
raised arm. The pedestal is of granit, twelve 
feet six and one-quarter incnes in hight. Each 
face bas a sunk panel. 

Mr. Keyser, the sculptor, 
done his very best on this monument. ‘Tne 
mode] was on exbibition in Rome tor some 
time, and was héghly commended by the art- 
ists who examined it. The Rome correspona- 
ent of the Paris Itegister wrote: ‘‘ltis of co- 
lossal size and is in action and expression a 
Spirited and satisfactory work of art. The 
General ,is shown as stepping forward, 
his right’ foot resting upon a billock.

} The entire’ body inclines forward, while the 


bead is turned towards the left, in the direc 
tion of the confused patriot forces, in the act 
of an impassioned call to rally to his support. 
His sword is waved aloft and gives expression 
to the entire movement. The moment chosen 
is a historically great one, and the sculptor has 
rendered it well. The result will add one 
more to the creditable monuments that have 
been erected in America, aud are not, like 
some of the monstrous creations under the 
name of art, an eyesore for future genera- 
nons.”’ : . 

Historians differ in regard to the nativity of 
De Kalb. Some claim that he was a French- 
man, while others claim that be was a German, 
From best authority, however, it would seem 
that he was neither—that 1s to say, be was an 
Alsatian, born in the province which has peen 
the bone of contention between France and 
Germany for over a century. Originally a 
German province, it was.acquired by France 
and reverted to Germany as one result of the 
war of 1870. The name Johana De Kalb is no 
doubt purely German, but at the time of his 
entry into the American service Alsace be- 
longed to France, which made bim a Freneh 
subject. In 1777 Lafayette found De Kaib in 
the bome of Dr. Franklin at Passy, near Paris. 

Some time previous, while in the employ of 
the Freoch Government as a secret agent, 
De Kalb had visited this country, but now he 
bad thrown off the yoke of servility and made 
up his mind to be a free man and do battle for 
his liberty. They repaired to Philadelphia 
ana reported to Gen. Washington. Sept. 15, 
shortly after the Brandywine contest, De Kalb 
was commissioned Major-General of the Conti- 
nentalarmy. In the ‘Valley Forge campaign 
he took a prominent part and shared the fort- 
unes of the armyin New Jersey. In 1780 he 
was placed in command of the Maryland and 
Delaware regiments and sent south to rein- 
force Gen. Lincoin, then confronting Sir Henry 
Clinton in South Carolina. May 12 Cbarieston 
surrendered to Clinton, which made it a posi- 
tive necessity for the Colonials to carry ona 
defensive campaign by confining the invaders 
to the seaboard. De Kalb had left Morristown 
N. J., April 14 witb 450 effectives, thence marcth 
ing to Elk Neck, Ma., Petersburg. Va., and Hilis- 
borough to Deep Neck, N. C., where he ar- 
rived July 6. De Kalb ought to have succeeded 
to the command of the Army of the South 
upon the capture of Gen. Lincoln at Coarles- 
ton, but Gates, the conqueror at Saratoga, haa 
already been appointed by Congress. Gates 
assumed control July 25. 

Nothing seemed favorable to the Colonials 
towards driving the redcoats out of South 
Carolina. The majority of the soldiers were 
from the North, and not used to the hot, ma- 
larial districts of the South. Many were taken 
sick and died. Tory agents were everywhere, 
and money was very scarce. The force con- 
sisted of the Maryland and Delaware con- 
tingents under De Kalb, a small le 
gionary corps under Col. Amand, and three 
companies of artillery. a Poe step was to 
effect a junction with the Nortb Carolina mi- 
litia under Gen. Caswell, which was accom- 
plished Aug. 7. Rawdon was alarmed at the 
approach of the Colonial forces, and UCorn- 
wallis, seemg the approaching army, hurried 
from Charleston to join Rawdon at Camden. 
He knew that troops were marcbing to rein- 
force Gates, and to retreat meant the loss of 
the whole territory conquered after the fai! of 
Charleston. Gates advanced to Claremont and 
received a reinforcement of 700 militia. The 
armies confronted. eacn other Aug. 15. Next 
to Gates’ army came De Kaib’s division of 
Marylanders and Delawareuns. The meeting 
of the armies at 2 a. m. was a mutual sur- 
prise. The Amand Lesion was stampeded 
at the firat fire and fell back in disor- 
der on the First Maryiand Brigade. The lines 
of batéle were formed in darkness, and at day- 
break a fiirious contest began. The Virg nians 
on the leit were broken by the frst charge, 
Caswell’s North Carolinians toliowed suit, but 
the ryiepders and Delawareans beld their 
own even gained a littie ground. In the 
early partof the battle Gates left the field 
under the pretense of ‘“* bringing the rascals 
back into line,’’ and the chief command prac- 
tically rested upon De Kalb. The story of the 
unequal battle bas been ,told over and over 
again. The engagement soon turned into a 
band-to-hand contlict. De Kaib fought at the 
head of the Second Brigade. Three times he 
had advanced and retreated before the force 
of numbers. His horse had been ehot from 
under him, while a sabre stroke laid open his 
head. The wound was hastily bandaged and 
be was again utthe head of bis regiment. 
Back and forth they went over heaps of dead, 
contesting every inch of ground. At length 
Cornwallis concentrated ail his forces against | 
De Kalb. The latter prepared for one more 
rush. It was his last udvance, As he pusbed 
forward he was struck by several balls and the 
blood poured from bim in streams, but he still 


‘had the strength to cut down a Britisb soldier 


who had set a bayonet on his breast. He sank 
exhausted from eleven wounds. De Kalb was 
buried by bis victorious adversaries with mili- 
tary and Masonic honors. His grave was vis- 
ited by Washington in the spring of 
1791. As he stood on the grass-plot 
he said: *'So bere lies the brave De Kalb, the 
generous stranger who came from a distant 
land to fight our battles and to water with bis 
blood the tree of our liberty,”’
